To amend Sections 8-24-1, 8-24-2, 8-24-3, 8-24-4, and 
8-24-5, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to commission contracts between a 
sales representative and certain principals; to further provide for the defini- 
tion of a principal; to provide that the terms of a contract between the prin- 
cipal and sales representative shall determine when a commission becomes 
due or in the absence of a contract, past practices between the parties or the 
prevailing custom and usage shall control; to provide that commissions due 
at the time of termination of a contract shall be paid within seven working 
days; to provide that a principal who fails to pay a commission when due 
shall be liable to the sales representative in a civil action for treble dam- 
ages, attorney’s fees, and court costs; and to provide that the provisions of 
this statute cannot be waived and that any remedy is cumulative and not 
exclusive.

REPORT OF THE JUDICIAL COMPENSATION COMMISSION TO THE 
1994 REGULAR SESSION OF THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 


The State Judicial Compensation Commission met on January 7, 
1994 in Montgomery, Alabama and hereby files its report to the 1994 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of the State of Alabama. 


The Commission is aware of the disparity in the compensation of 
state judges caused by local supplements which range from zero to 45 per- 
cent of the state base pay. We report to the legislature that a committee is 
currently studying this problem in order to recommend to this Commission 
a means by which this disparity can be rectified and the salaries of all state 
judges can be equalized within each rank of the judiciary. 


The Commission has considered the matter of recommending the 
salary to be paid from the state treasury for all judges except probate and 
municipal judges. We note that the last judicial salary increase was enacted 
in 1990 and further note that judges do not receive merit or step pay in- 
creases nor did judges receive the one-time bonus awarded state employees 
at the 1993 Regular Session. 


It is therefore recommended to the legislature that the salaries of 
justices of the Supreme Court and the judges of the appellate and district 
courts, which are paid from the state treasury, be fixed as heretofore desig- 
nated by Act 111 of the 1990 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature; 
and that the salaries of the circuit court judges to be paid from the state 
treasury be fixed as follows:

(4) Student standards for promotion from one grade to the next 
shall be examined and revised to reflect the integrated system of instruction 
and assessment established pursuant to this chapter and the restructuring 
effort. 


(5) Schools shall not be held to any one model but shall be allowed 
to select and develop course offerings and methods of course delivery that 
are adapted to the local characteristics and needs of the school and its stu- 
dents. 


(6) The state shall provide schools with adequate resources and 
technical assistance to support all aspects of the elementary school curricu- 
lum. 


(7) Schools shall not track students, relegate particular students to 
a general track of undemanding courses or design course work that fore- 
closes educational options for the students. Programs shall not result in 
defacto tracking and shall include safeguards to insure that factors such as 
socioeconomic status, race, gender, and disability do not limit or determine 
students pursuits.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for““The Alabama Excellence in Education Act of 1994”; 
to amend Section 12-15-13, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the delin- 
quency of children, to provide that a parent or guardian may be punished 
for certain conduct of the child in public schools and to prescribe penalties; 
to amend Chapters 1, 3, 4, 8, 10, 11, 13, 23, 27, 35, 36, and 60 of Title 16, 
Code of Alabama 1975, relating to education, to provide standards for equal 
and adequate educational opportunities in all public schools of the state; to 
amend Section 25 of “The Alabama Education Improvement Act of 1991,” 
Act 91-323, 1991 Regular Session, to provide that all mandates of this act 
shall be implemented after passage of the act and signature of the Gover- 
nor; to provide for certain penalties for violating certain injunctions con- 
ceming school safety; and to specifically repeal Sections 16-1-16.1, 16-3- 
18.1, 16-3-38, 16-6-5.1, 16-10-3, 16-10-4, 16-10-5, 16-10-6, 16-10-8, 16- 
10-10, 16-27-2, and 16-36-22, Code of Alabama 1975. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as “The Ala- 
bama Excellence in Education Act of 1994,” 


Section 2. On March 31, 1993, Circuit Court Judge Eugene W. 
Reese issued an order in Alabama Coalition for Equity et al. v. Folsom et 
al., requiring the State of Alabama to provide “equitable and adequate edu- 
cational opportunities.” It is the intent of the Legislature to amend “The 
Alabama Education Improvement Act of 1991,” Act 91-323, 1991 Regular 
Session (Acts 1991, p. 602), to comply with Judge Reese’s order and to 
implement the 1991 act. 


This act addresses only the adequacy of educational opportunities 
portions of Judge Reese’s order; it does not address the equity funding por- 
tions of the Judge’s order. 


In attempting to define adequacy of educational opportunities, Judge 
Reese stated: 


“The Court understands the term ‘educational opportunities’ to 
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mean, in the broadest sense, the educational facilities, programs and ser- 
vices provided for students in Alabama’s public schools, grades K-12, and 
the opportunity to benefit from those facilities, programs and services. 
‘Equal’ educational opportunities need not necessarily be strictly equal or 
precisely uniform, whether these opportunities are discussed in terms of 
school funding, of the programs purchased with such funds, or the actual 
educational benefits offered. ‘Equality of benefit does not import identity 
of benefit, which is obviously impracticable.’ Southern Railway Company 
v. St. Clair County, 27 So. 23, 27 (Ala. 1899).” 


The Court decreed that Alabama school-age children, including 
children with disabilities, have and enjoy a constitutional right to attend 
school in a liberal system of public schools, established, organized, and 
maintained by the state, which shall provide all such schoolchildren with 
substantially equitable and adequate educational opportunities. Adequate 
educational opportunities shall consist of, at a minimum, an education that 
provides students with opportunity to attain all of the following: 


(1) Sufficient oral and written communication skills to function in 
Alabama, and at the national and international levels, in the coming years. 


(2) Sufficient mathematic and scientific skills to function in Ala- 
bama, and at the national and international levels, in the coming years. 


(3) Sufficient knowledge of economic, social, and political sys- 
tems generally and of the history, politics, and social structure of Alabama 
and the United States, specifically, to enable the student to make informed 
choices. 


(4) Sufficient understanding of governmental processes and of basic 
civic institutions to enable the student to understand and contribute to the 
issues that affect his or her community, state, and nation. 


(5) Sufficient self-knowledge and knowledge of principles of health 
and mental hygiene to enable the student to monitor and contribute to his or 
her own physical and mental well-being. 


(6) Sufficient understanding of the arts to enable each student to 
appreciate his or her cultural heritage and the cultural heritages of others. 


(7) Sufficient training or preparation for advanced training in aca- 
demic or vocational skills and sufficient guidance to enable each child to 
choose and pursue life work intelligently. 


(8) Sufficient levels of academic or vocational skills to enable public 
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school students to compete favorably with their counterparts in Alabama, 
in surrounding states, across the nation, and throughout the world in aca- 
demics or in the job market. 


(9) Sufficient support and guidance so that every student feels a 
sense of self-worth and ability to achieve, and so that every student is en- 
couraged to live up to his or her full human potential. 


The Legislature agrees that Alabama students shall be offered the 
opportunity to learn and finds that the State of Alabama will be in compli- 
ance with constitutional standards on adequacy of educational opportuni- 
ties by the passage and implementation of this act which requires a manda- 
tory core curriculum and recognizes video distance learning technology as 
a means of providing educational opportunities in school systems that have 
not offered or could not justify the cost of hiring teachers to provide such 
opportunities; by the availability of elective courses; by the availability of 
vocational courses and programs; and by the availability of an aptitude 
with interest survey and guidance counselors to enable students to choose 
life work intelligently. 


Judge Reese stated that, “This Court is not empowered to deter- 
mine whether the Alabama education system is sufficient to meet standards 
or achieve purposes that the Court might itself prefer.” The Legislature is 
so empowered. The Legislature acknowledges the need to have one source 
to look to for “evolving standards of educational adequacy,” rather than 
being driven to and fro by the winds of each new educational fad. There- 
fore, the Legislature finds that the State of Alabama shall be guided by the 
educational standards adopted by this Legislature as required by the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901 and amended from time to time upon the 
recommendation of the State Board of Education. 


Section 3. The Legislature finds that it is necessary to have a single 
source to look to for our state’s “evolving standards of educational ad- 
equacy.” The Legislature finds that the State of Alabama shall be guided 
by the following educational standards adopted by this Legislature and as 
amended from time to time upon the recommendation of the State Board of 
Education: 


(1) The public schools of Alabama shall provide students with 
substantially equitable and adequate educational opportunities. 


a. “Adequate” educational opportunities provide students with the 
opportunity to acquire the knowledge to perform their roles as citizens and 
competitors in society. 
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b. “Educational opportunities” means, in the broadest sense, the 
educational facilities, programs, and services provided for students in the 
public schools of Alabama, grades K-12, and the opportunity to benefit 
from those facilities, programs, and services. Educational opportunities 
are provided by both required courses and elective courses. 


c. “Equitable” educational opportunities need not necessarily be 
strictly equal or precisely uniform, whether these opportunities are discussed 
in terms of school funding, of the programs purchased with such funds, or 
the actual educational benefits offered. Equality of benefit does not import 
identity of benefit, which is obviously impracticable. 


(2) For the purpose of ensuring that adequate educational opportu- 
nities are provided to students to acquire the knowledge to perform their 
roles as citizens and competitors in society, the State of Alabama shall be 
committed to a core academic curriculum of English, mathematics, science, 
and social studies with an emphasis on history, geography, economics, and 
political science, and elective courses including, but not limited to, foreign lan- 
guages, fine arts, physical education, and vocational and technical preparation. 


(3) To assist students in acquiring the knowledge to perform their 
roles as citizens and competitors in society, student progress shall be uni- 
formly measured by objective tests of knowledge and skills and reported to 
the parent or guardian of each student. Students shall not in any way be 
tested, surveyed, evaluated, measured, or graded on their values or the val- 
ues of their families. Students shall be taught a broad range of information 
not confined to limited pre-determined outcomes or capacities. 


(4) To perpetuate a civilized society, all curricula shall be expected 
to affirm the laws of the State of Alabama, including recognized commu- 
nity and family standards of honesty, integrity, responsibility, self-control, 
respect for authority, and respect for the possessions and personhood of 
others. At every opportunity, all school personnel and students shall mani- 
fest in their character and behavior the aforementioned standards. 


(5) Equal educational opportunities shall be provided to all stu- 
dents without regard to race or socio-economic status. 


(6) Students with disabilities have the right to appropriate instruc- 
tion and special services. 


Section 4. (a) It is the intent of the Legislature to benefit the 
students in the public schools of Alabama by ensuring that the major por- 
tion of tax revenues go to classroom instruction instead of increased bu- 
reaucracy. 
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(b) For the purposes of this section, the term “classroom instruc- 
tion” includes teacher salaries and benefits, substitute teacher expenses, 
textbooks, instructional materials and supplies, in-school educational me- 
dia services, and technology-related hardware and software. 


(c) Beginning with the 1994-95 academic year, a minimum of 55 
percent of all tax revenues for education shall go to classroom instruction. 
The minimum percentage of tax revenues for education required to go to 
classroom instruction shall be increased by two percent each academic year 
until it reaches 67 percent. 


(d) The State Board of Education shall oversee the implementation 
and enforcement of the requirements of this section and is authorized to 
establish rules and regulations and set conditions necessary for those pur- 


poses. 


Section 5. Section 12-15-13, Code of Alabama 1975, is amended 
to read as follows:

Section 7. Sections 16-1-24.2, 16-1-29, 16-1-30, 16-1-31, 16-1- 
32, and 16-1-33 are added to Code of Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-1-24.2. Alternative school programs. 


(a) The Legislature finds and determines that there is a compelling 
need for alternative school programs to ensure school environments for all 
students that are conducive to learning. The Legislature finds the need to 
establish within each county in Alabama at least one alternative school 
program for students who, through the violation of state or local board of 
education policy, interfere with the learning environment of other students. 


(b) For purposes of this section an alternative school program 
shall be defined as a school or classroom apart from the regular school 
program where students are assigned for an extended period of time, such 
as six weeks, a semester, or one year. The intent of the Legislature is the 
provision of an alternative leaming environment, separated from the regu- 
lar school program, for those students who consistently exhibit behaviors 
or patterns of behavior that interfere with the learning environment of other 
students. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall establish guidelines for the 
development, implementation, and maintenance of the alternative school 
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programs created pursuant to this section. Each local board of education 
shall establish a criteria to determine whether a student should be placed in 
an alternative school and shall establish a legal process providing for notice 
and due process hearings prior to such placement. The criteria shall iden- 
tify those students who consistently exhibit behaviors or patterns of behav- 
ior that interfere with the learning environment of other students. The local 
board, after conducting a due process hearing, shall place a student satisfy- 
ing this criteria in an alternate school. The student shall remain in the 
alternate school until the local superintendent of education, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the principal of the alternate school, determines the student 
will no longer interfere with the leaming environment of other students. 


(d) Each county board of education, in those counties not having 
any city school systems therein, shall operate and maintain, in accordance 
with subsection (c), at least one alternative school program for students 
who, by violation of state or local board policy, have disrupted the learning 
environment of other students in the regular school. 


(e) In those counties where city school systems have been estab- 
lished, the local boards of education shall together designate one local board 
of education to operate and maintain, in accordance with subsection (c), an 
alternative school program. Those boards of education not maintaining 
and operating an alternative school program shall contract with the desig- 
nated board of education for the services of the alternative school program 
as needed. 


(f) Nothing in this section shall be construed to preclude or pro- 
hibit local boards of education from providing additional alternative pro- 
grams for students at risk of school failure; such as in-school suspensions, 
Saturday school, extended school programs, or tutorial programs. 


§ 16-1-29. Collection of incidental fees in elementary schools. 


No fees of any kind shall be collected from children attending pub- 
lic schools in the state in connection with courses or activities required for 
promotion or advancement. This section shall in no way affect or restrict 
the right or power of a school board to fix and collect tuition fees or charges 
from pupils who attend schools under the jurisdiction of the board but who 
live outside the territory over which the board has jurisdiction. 


§ 16-1-30. School buildings. 
All students in the public schools shall be provided with school 


facilities that are conducive to an effective teaching and learning environ- 
ment and meet all of the following requirements: 
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(1) School buildings shall be safe and shall have adequate space, 
heating, and air conditioning. School grounds shall be safe, clean, appro- 
priate to the educational mission of the school, and shall provide for proper 
drainage; 


(2) All instruction, including instruction for special education stu- 
dents, shall occur in classrooms or other appropriate instructional spaces 
that are of suitable size and format. Schools shall have adequate science 
laboratories and facilities and equipment for computer and foreign language 
instruction; administrative offices; sick rooms or infirmaries; auditoriums; 
gymnasiums; cafeterias; athletic facilities and playgrounds, as age-appro- 
priate; music, art, and drama facilities; and vocational facilities. 


(3) Schools shall have school libraries and media spaces that are 
appropriate in size, equipment, lighting, and materials for the number and 
age range of their students. School libraries and media centers shall contain 
a sufficient number of books, periodicals, and other media resources to 
serve their student bodies in an appropriate manner. Books and other media 
resources shall be catalogued and maintained by the services of a certified 
media specialist. 


(4) Schools shall have appropriate maintenance service that pro- 
vides systematic repair and care of the site, buildings, and equipment. School 
buildings and grounds shall be clean and sanitary. Sufficient maintenance 
and janitorial services shall be provided so that principals, teachers, par- 
ents, and students are not required to perform maintenance or janitorial 
tasks. Broken windows shall be fixed with reasonable speed; roofs shall be 
repaired and not permitted to continue to leak; termites and other pests in 
schools shall be exterminated as needed; schools shall not have unsafe lev- 
els of asbestos or radon as determined by any applicable federal standards; 
and school drinking water shall be drinkable and safe. 


§ 16-1-31. Schools to participate in breakfast program. 


Every public school in the state of Alabama eligible to participate 
in the federal school breakfast program established pursuant to the Child 
Nutrition Act of 1966, set forth at 42 U.S.C. § 1771, et seq., shall do so, 
unless exempted by the State Superintendent of Education. The State Board 
of Education shall establish rules and regulations for the granting of the 
exemptions. 


§ 16-1-32. Personal leave for support personnel at Alabama Insti- 
tute for Deaf and Blind, public two-year educational institutions, and Ala- 
bama School of Fine Arts; funding. 
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(a) When used in the section, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) EDUCATIONAL AUTHORITY. The Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind, all public two-year educational institutions, and the Ala- 
bama School of Fine Arts. 


(2) SUPPORT PERSONNEL or EMPLOYEE. Maid, custodian, 
adult bus driver, lunchroom or cafeteria worker, secretary, clerk, clerical 
assistant, maintenance worker, or other noncertificated employee who works 
an average of 20 hours weekly and who is not otherwise covered by the 
State Merit System or Teacher Tenure Law. 


(b) Each educational authority shall grant two days of personal 
leave with pay to its support personnel during the time schools are in ses- 
sion. Additional days may be granted by the educational authority at its 
discretion. No employee, as a condition to receive personal leave, shall be 
required to divulge his or her reasons for requesting the leave. The board of 
control of the educational authority shall enact policies providing for uni- 
form administration of personal leave. 


(c) Funding for two days of personal leave shall come from appro- 
priations made through the annual appropriations act. Funding for addi- 
tional personal leave days shall be at the expense of the educational author- 
ity. 


§ 16-1-33. Restructuring of elementary education. 


The State Board of Education shall develop and implement a state- 
wide, long-range plan for restructuring elementary education. This plan 
shall be based on the following principles: 


(1) Schools shall offer all students a high-level core academic cur- 
riculum of reading, writing, English, and mathematics for grades K to 5, 
inclusive, and support to stay in school and take advantage of that curricu- 
lum. The core curriculum shall provide all students with access to the 
knowledge and skills necessary to be successful when they reach middle, 
junior high, and high school. 


(2) The general track of undemanding courses to which too many 
of our students have been relegated shall be abolished. 


(3) Other than the core curriculum courses of reading, writing, 
English, and mathematics, each school with a school council and the local 
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board of education for schools with no school council, shall select other 
curriculum for that particular school. 


(4) Schools shall not be held to any one model but shall be allowed 
to select and develop course offerings and methods of course delivery that 
are adapted to the local characteristics and needs of the school and its stu- 
dents. 


(5) The state shall provide schools with adequate resources and 
technical assistance to support all aspects of the elementary school curricu- 
lum. 


(6) Schools shall not track students, relegate particular students to 
a general track of undemanding courses or design course work that fore- 
closes educational options for the students. Programs shall not result in 
defacto tracking and shall include safeguards to insure that factors such as 
socioeconomic status, race, gender, and disability do not limit or determine 
students pursuits. 


(7) In order to overcome education deficiencies and in order to 
meet education performance standards, the State Board of Education shall 
identify programs for local school systems that provide intensive instruc- 
tion to students who are low income or low performing or both. All at-risk 
students in grades K to 5, inclusive, and all at-risk students failing to meet 
student performance standards in grades K to 5, inclusive, shall be pro- 
vided with effective educational programs as defined in this act. 


(8) Students shall be encouraged to learn at the highest level pos- 
sible according to individual ability and achievement. 


(9) The State Board of Education shall by regulation prescribe 
exemptions from the requirement of class size for classes such as band, 
chorus, physical education, innovative instructional practices, and for other 
exceptional circumstances. 


(10) The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of 
the State Superintendent, shall establish a basic core curriculum course of 
study based upon basic standards of education. 


Section 8. (a) The Chancellor shall submit for approval by the 
State Board of Education the following matters for all state two-year post- 
secondary institutions: 


(1) Proposed new programs and courses of study. 
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(2) Names of individuals proposed for hiring as presidents and 
department heads. 


(3) Proposed additions and changes to operational facilities, in- 
cluding any exterior and interior design or architectural changes, or both. 


(b) The Chancellor shall prepare a detailed annual report for the 
State Board of Education outlining program duplication, evaluating the need 
for course offerings based on student participation and cost accountability 
of individual two-year postsecondary institutions in relation to community 
need and participation. 


(c) The president of each two-year postsecondary institution shall 
be hired by the board, upon the recommendation of the Chancellor, for a 
period not to exceed three years, renewable for subsequent three-year con- 
tracts upon review and evaluation by the Chancellor and the State Board of 
Education. The president shall be responsible to the Chancellor for the 
day-to-day operation of each school, submitting to the Chancellor, for ap- 
proval by the State Board of Education all new programs and courses of 
study, the names of individuals proposed for hiring as department heads, 
and proposed additions and changes to operational facilities, including ex- 
terior and interior design or architectural changes, or both. 


(d) The Chancellor and two-year postsecondary institution presi- 
dents shall be accountable to the State Board of Education for reducing 
unnecessary program and course duplication and shall present an annual 
financial report to the State Board of Education, outlining the amount of 
funds directed to instructional costs and funds directed to administrative 
expenditures. Results of these reports shall be considered by the board 
when reviewing contract renewals for the Chancellor and presidents. 


Section 9. (a) Public school students shall be taught to read by a 
systematic, intensive, and direct phonics and word analysis and decoding 
method of reading instruction in addition to other successfully proven, na- 
tionally recognized and accepted reading methods. 


(b) Aschool’s reading curriculum shall be placed in the school’s 
library for any person to examine. 


(c) Beginning not later than the 1995-96 academic year, local boards 
of education shall provide a systematic, intensive, and direct phonics and 
word analysis and decoding method of reading instruction to all public el- 
ementary school students. 


(d) The State Board of Education shall establish a minimal pass- 
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ing score for reading skills mastery to enable every child to be functionally 
literate as determined by a nationally recognized and commonly accepted 
normed-referenced, criterion-referenced reading achievement sub-test or 
diagnostic reading test. Students who are determined to be learning dis- 
abled as classified by Pub. L. No. 94-142 shall be given opportunities to 
develop reading skills mastery commensurate with the limits of their dis- 
ability. Local school boards may establish a higher level of reading mas- 
tery score than that required by the State Board of Education as the state 
minimum. Students in grades one to three, inclusive, who fail to achieve 
the minimal score in reading for their specific grade level shall be retained 
in that grade or receive additional reading instruction until they increase 
their individual reading skills beyond the minimal requirement. 


(e) All college and university departments of education shall in- 
clude extensive training in systematic, intensive, and direct phonics and 
word analysis and decoding instruction for students seeking certification to 
teach in grades K to three, inclusive, of Alabama public schools. Upon 
implementation of this act, systematic, intensive, and direct phonics and 
word analysis and decoding instruction shall immediately be added as a 
required course of study at all colleges and universities in the State of Ala- 
bama with schools of education which train candidates for state teacher 
certification. 


(f) Local boards of education shall require in-service training for 
elementary teachers who have not previously received such training and 
certification in systematic, intensive, and direct phonics and word analysis 
and decoding instruction. 


Section 10. (a) The Legislature finds that Section 16-40-3, Code 
of Alabama 1975, was repealed by Act 91-323, 1991 Regular Session (Acts 
1991, p. 602), and intends that the teaching of the advantages of the free 
enterprise system be required in the public schools of this state commencing 
with the 1995-96 academic year. 


(b) In all public high schools of this state, adequate instruction 
shall be given contrasting the government of the United States of America 
with the communist and socialist types of government and shall emphasize 
the free-enterprise competitive economy of the United States of America as 
the one which produces higher wages, higher standards of living, and greater 
personal freedom and liberty than any other system of economics on earth. 


Section 11. In order to adequately inform and help the public accu- 
rately evaluate the performance of our public schools, the following shali 
be reported annually to the public and the media on a specified date estab- 
lished by the respective board: 
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(1) The State Board of Education shall issue an annual report to be 
known as the “Report Card on Our Schools and School Systems” on the 
performance of schools and school systems on criteria established pursuant 
to Section 16-3-18.4 (c)(9), Code of Alabama 1975. 


(2) Local boards of education shall issue an annual education sta- 
tus report that shall include an assessment of student performance by school 
and an evaluation of system-wide student performance. Student perfor- 
mance shall be evaluated on criteria established by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, which criteria shall include, but not be limited to, the results of 
academic assessments provided for in Section 16-3-18.3, Code of Alabama 
1975; the student dropout rate; the graduation rate; the average class size; 
the pupil/teacher ratio; the pupil/administrator ratio; the percentage of stu- 
dents entering postsecondary education or training programs; parent, teacher, 
and student satisfaction; parental involvement; and other measures deemed 
appropriate by the board. The parents’ advisory committee of each school 
shall be responsible for supplying the information on parent, teacher, and 
student satisfaction as provided for in Section 16-10-9, Code of Alabama 
1975. Local boards of education shall furnish this information to parents 
or guardians of students enrolled in public schools of their respective sys- 
tem in the form of a “Report Card on Our Schools and School Systems.” 
After a school or system has been non-accredited or accredited probation- 
ary for three years after the effective date of this act, the Report Card on our 
schools and school systems furnished to the parents or guardians of stu- 
dents enrolled in the school or system shall include a notice to parents or 
guardians that they have a right to choose another public school for their 
child to attend, as provided for in Section 16-3-20.1, Code of Alabama 
1975, and that their child would have priority status for new openings in 
other public schools if they choose to transfer. 


Section 12. To ensure the implementation of and continuing com- 
pliance with Chapters 39 and 39A, Title 16, Code of Alabama 1975, relat- 
ing to the education of exceptional children and special education of pre- 
school handicapped children, the State Board of Education: 


(1) May contract for the services of qualified personnel to assist 
local boards of education in complying with Chapters 39 and 39A, Title 16, 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


(2) Shall establish and local boards of education shall implement a 
program to provide specialized instruction and related services individually 
designed to provide educational benefit to the child with disabilities. 


(3) Shall request funding from the Legislature for the requirements 
of this section and Chapters 39 and 39A, Title 16, Code of Alabama 1975, 
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based upon the needs of the State Department of Education, local school 
boards, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and 
Blind, the Board of Youth Services Department District, the Alabama School 
of Math and Science, and the Alabama School of Fine Arts. 


Section 13, (a) The State Board of Education and county and city 
boards of education shall be accountable for providing a strong educational 
system in Alabama and for enforcing curriculum standards. Each county 
and city board of education shall develop and publish a plan for the distri- 
bution of funds to ensure equitable educational opportunities for each stu- 
dent. Prior to the adoption and implementation of the plan, each city or 
county board of education shall provide opportunities for input from par- 
ents, employees, and other interested citizens. 


(b) The staff of the State Department of Education shall receive 
state-of-the-art training so that the staff can serve as an educational re- 
source to the employees of county and city boards of education. 


(c) Each county and city superintendent of education and the staff 
at each central office shall serve as a resource to assist teachers and school 
personnel in rendering state-of-the-art practices in the schools. County and 
city boards of education shall fully and equitably fund all mandated in- 
structional programs. 


Section 14. The State Board of Education shall develop a plan for 
initially directing extra funding to local schoo! districts that have heretofore 
not been able to offer adequate educational opportunities because of past 
inequitable funding in order to help bring those districts into a more equi- 
table relationship with other districts. It is the intent of the Legislature that 
this compensatory assistance include, but not be limited to, textbooks and 
distance learning centers. The State Board of Education shall examine the 
cost effectiveness of using distance learning or hiring a new teacher for 
each school district and shall submit the plan to the Legislature. 


Section 15. (a) It is the intent of the Legislature to increase par- 
ents’ involvement in their children’s education, to increase parental and 
community involvement in the public schools, and to increase local control 
over local public schools. 


(b) Local boards of education shall require teachers to make par- 
ents and teachers conferences available to parents and guardians. 


Section 16. Sections 16-8A-1, 16-8A-2, 16-8A-3, 16-8A-4, 16- 
8A-5, 16-8A-6, 16-8A-7, and 16-8A-8 are added to the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 
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§ 16-8A-1. Custodian of funds. 


The local school board shall appoint a qualified person to be custo- 
dian of the funds of the local school board. The custodian shall give bond 
with a surety company authorized to do business in Alabama in an amount 
set by the local board of education as approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education. A certified copy of the bond shall be filed by the local board 
of education with the state superintendent. The custodian shall (1) receive 
and take charge of all moneys to which the local board of education may be 
entitled by law or which may come into its possession for public school 
purposes, (2) pay out the moneys, but only on written order of the local 
superintendent of education, approved by the chair of the local board of 
education, (3) keep an accurate record of all receipts and expenditures, and 
(4) make such reports as may be required by law, by the local board of 
education or by rules and regulations of the State Board of Education. The 
records and accounts of the custodian shall be audited as early as possible 
after July first of each year, and the audit report may be published. 


§ 16-8A-2. Annual report published. 


The local board of education shall publish annually in the month of 
October in a newspaper of general circulation in the local board’s jurisdic- 
tion (1) a full and complete statement of its receipts by source and disburse- 
ments by function for the 12 months’ period ending September 30 in such 
form as is required by the State Superintendent of Education at the same 
time it forwards the statement to the State Superintendent of Education and 
(2) a statement of the outstanding indebtedness of the board of education as 
of September 30, which statement must show a. the schedule by years for 
retiring said indebtedness, b. separate figures for funded indebtedness, and 
unfunded indebtedness, and c. the resources available to pay any unfunded 
indebtedness. The local board of education may also prepare and publish 
annually in sufficient quantities for distribution in its jurisdiction a report 
covering the condition, current accomplishments, and needs for the improve- 
ment of the schools. The refusal or negligent failure of any member of the 
local board of education to comply with this section shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor, and the State Superintendent of Education shall withhold the 
payment of public school funds until the local board complies with this 
section. 


§ 16-8A-3. Authority for risk management cooperative. 


(a) DEFINITIONS. For the purpose of this section, the following 
terms shall have the meanings subscribed to them by this section: 


(1) MEMBER BOARDS OF EDUCATION. A city board of 
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education, county board of education, Department of Youth Services School 
District, Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, State Board of Education, 
or other public education governing board which elects to pool its resources 
and funds with one or more other boards of education for the purpose of 
forming a risk management cooperative. 


(2) RISK MANAGEMENT COOPERATIVE. An entity or enti- 
ties, to be formed by local boards of education in any combination of 25 or 
more for the purpose of pooling resources and funds to jointly purchase 
insurance or to self-insure boards of education and their members and em- 
ployees against risks. 


(b) Boards of education in any combination of 25 or more may 
establish a risk management cooperative for the purpose of pooling resources 
and funds to provide risk management alternatives for each member board 
of education and other named insureds. Member boards of education may 
appropriate necessary funds to the risk management cooperative created 
hereunder. 


(c) Each risk management cooperative established under this sec- 
tion shall establish a governing body of trustees; establish bylaws for the 
governing of the group; enter into contracts with member boards of educa- 
tion; establish a schedule of benefits payable; establish a schedule of charges 
to be collected from member boards of education for benefits provided; 
enter into contracts with solvent insurers to provide excess coverage; enter 
into management and consultant contracts; hire attorneys and employees; 
and, exercise powers and authority incident to the purposes of this section. 


(d) Each risk management cooperative established under this sec- 
tion shall file with the Commissioner of Insurance a copy of its bylaws and 
schedule of benefits and charges. Each risk management cooperative shall 
also annually file with the Commissioner of Insurance a certified financial 
audit. 


(e) Any insurance, excess insurance, or both purchased by each 
risk management cooperative established under this section shall only be 
procured from sources meeting the requirements of the Department of In- 
surance of the State of Alabama or federal Risk Retention Amendments of 
1986, or both. Copies of insurance contracts, if any, purchased by each 
risk management cooperative shall be filed annually with the Commissioner 
of Insurance. 


(f) Each risk management cooperative established under this sec- 
tion shall specifically be exempt from the payment of any insurance pre- 
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mium tax levied by the Department of Insurance on premiums or charges 
collected. 


(g) This section is not intended and shall not be construed to sub- 
ject any board of education to liability for tort claims where liability there- 
for does not already exist by law. 


(h) No risk management cooperative nor the trustees, employees, 
or agents thereof, shall be subject to suit by any third party on account of a 
claim against a member of a board of education. It shall incur no liability to 
any party other than that authorized and contracted for under this section. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, this section shall not prohibit an action for 
fraud brought directly against a risk management cooperative or its agents. 


(i) No risk management cooperative established under this section 
shall provide coverage or benefits as authorized under the Public Education 
Employees’ Health Insurance Plan or the State Insurance Fund. 


§ 16-8A-4. Suspension of Teachers. 


Other provisions of this act notwithstanding, the superintendent shall 
have the right to suspend any employee, whether tenured or non-tenured, 
without pay for a period not to exceed ten working days per school year. To 
initiate such suspension, the superintendent must provide the employee writ- 
ten notice of the reasons for the suspension. The employee shall have three 
working days to notify the superintendent in writing why the proposed sus- 
pension should not occur and shall have the right within that time period to 
personally appear, with or without a representative, before the superinten- 
dent. If the superintendent thereafter suspends the employee, the employee 
shall have the right to file a written appeal of the suspension to the employ- 
ing board within three working days, which appeal shall stay the suspen- 
sion pending final review and determination by the employing board. The 
board’s decision shall be final, subject to such judicial review as may other- 
wise be provided by law. Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
preventing the right to suspend pending a hearing on a proposed contract 
cancellation; provided, however, that in cases involving moral turpitude, an 
employee may be suspended without pay in accordance with due process of 
law. 


§ 16-8A-5. Full-time employment of teachers. 
Nothing shall be construed as preventing a local board of education 


from contracting with teachers and other employees for a longer period of 
time than that actually devoted to teaching or the conduct of the schools 
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while actually in session. No teacher or employee shall be entitled to re- 
ceive any payment from public funds unless his or her time has been em- 
ployed as required by the contract of employment and unless all current 
records for which the teacher or employee is responsible shall have been 
kept with care and accuracy, and no teacher or employee of the board may 
receive any payment from public funds unless all records and reports re- 
quired by the State Superintendent of Education or local board of education 
shall have been properly made and submitted. 


§ 16-8A-6. Vacations and leaves of absence. 


Each local board of education may, under rules and regulations as 
may be promulgated from time to time by the State Board of Education, 
provide for leaves of absence and vacations by the employees of the boards 
and for the payment from public funds to the employees of the boards for 
leaves of absence and vacations. The boards may provide leaves of ab- 
sence during the times the schools are not in session for teachers and em- 
ployees on full pay when the teacher or employee devotes the leave of ab- 
sence to instructing in or attending schools for teacher training or in a man- 
ner approved by the State Board of Education as beneficial to the educa- 
tional work of the district; and may provide for the payment of any full-time 
teachers for absences during the time schools are in session where the ab- 
sence results from sickness or some other unavoidable cause which pre- 
vents the teacher from discharging his or her duties. Pay for absences re- 
sulting from unavoidable causes other than sickness may be allowed for a 
longer time than one week during any one year. The allowance of any such 
pay shall at all times be in the discretion of the local board of education. 


§ 16-8A-7. Personal leave for teachers during time schools are in 
session; reimbursement for unused personal leave. 


Any local board of education may grant to any teacher within its 
school system personal leave of up to five days annually noncumulative, 
during the time schools are in session. The board shall enact policies pro- 
viding for uniform administration of personal leave, and shall determine 
whether the leave is to be with part pay, full pay, or without pay, except that 
any approved leave for which the State Education Budget includes funding 
shall be with pay. It is further provided that personal leave shall be reim- 
bursed to the teacher at the end of the school year at the same daily rate as 
is paid to substitute teachers for each day of personal leave not taken by a 
teacher. No teacher, as a condition to receive personal leave, shall be re- 
quired to divulge his or her reasons for requesting such leave. 


§ 16-8A-8. Personal leave for support personnel. 
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(a) When used in this section, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) LOCAL BOARD. The governing board of all public county 
school systems and all public city school systems. 


(2) SUPPORT PERSONNEL OR EMPLOYEE. Maid, custo- 
dian, adult bus driver, lunchroom or cafeteria worker, secretary, clerk, clerical 
assistant, maintenance worker, or other noncertificated employee who works 
an average of 20 hours weekly and who is not otherwise covered by the 
State Merit System or Teacher Tenure Law. 


(b) Each local board shall grant two days of personal leave with 
pay to its support personnel during the time schools are in session. Addi- 
tional days may be granted by the local board. No employee, as a condition 
to receive personal leave, shall be required to divulge his or her reasons for 
requesting the leave. The board shall enact policies providing for uniform 
administration of personal leave. 


Section 17. Minimum and average salary schedules for teachers. 


(a) Teachers in the public schools shall be paid no less than the 
minimum amounts set forth in a salary schedule to be determined by the 
State Board of Education, taking into consideration factors such as length 
of contract years and employee benefits provided. In no event may any 
teacher’s salary be reduced from its current level as a result of this section. 


(b) The average teacher salary for teachers in the public schools of 
the state shall be increased to equal or exceed the average public school 
teacher salary in the southeastern states, as determined by the State Board 
of Education, by school year 1995-1996, and for each year thereafter. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall conduct a compensation 
study to consider emerging approaches to compensation, such as skill-based 
compensation plans, and shall also examine the adequacy of and may rec- 
ommend improvements to the requirements set forth in subsections (a) to 
(b), inclusive, without lowering the compensation standards set forth therein. 
The study shall also consider interdistrict inequities in compensation across 
the state. 


Section 18. Chapter 22A is added to Title 16 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, to read as follows: 
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CHAPTER 22A. 
PRINCIPALS. 


§ 16-22A-1. Principals hired after effective date of this act. 


Principals hired on or after the effective date of this act to work for 
the first time in such capacity in a public school in Alabama shall: 


(1) Not be eligible to attain tenure pursuant to Chapter 24B. 


(2) Be hired pursuant to a contract for an initial term of not less 
than three years, and subsequent terms of not less than three nor more than 
five school years, which contract shall set forth the terms of employment, 
including grounds and procedures for dismissal. 


(3) Receive a salary not less than the average salary for principals 
in the southeastem states, as determined by the State Board of Education, 
taking into account, among other relevant factors, the employee’s educa- 
tional achievement and experience and the size and location of the school in 
which the principal will serve. 


Section 19. Sections 16-23-16.1 and 16-23-16.2 are added to the 
Code of Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-23-16.1. Teacher mentoring. 


(a) The State Board of Education shall develop a teacher mentoring 
program to provide first-year teachers in the state with the assistance and 
support of experienced teachers, including assistance in the design of pro- 
fessional development programs for the first-year teachers. Mentors shall 
be allocated by the State Superintendent of Education at a ratio of one full- 
time equivalent mentor to 15 first-year teachers. The State Board of Edu- 
cation shall involve accredited teacher education programs and in-service 
centers in the design and support of the mentoring program. 


(b) Funds for implementing the mentoring program shall be pro- 
vided by the State Department of Education from appropriations for that 
purpose upon application by a local board of education, which application 
shall set forth the number of first-year teachers eligible for the mentoring 
program and state the proposed design of the mentoring program to be 
employed. 


(c) Schools or school systems that employ mentoring programs on 
the effective date of this act shall be permitted, with the review and ap- 
proval of the State Board of Education, to request state funds to support the 
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program already being utilized rather than participate in the mentoring pro- 
gram established under this section. 


(d) The State Department of Education shall ensure that at least 
one-half of first-time teachers are provided support under the mentoring 
program in school year 1994-95, with all first-year teachers to be assigned 
to mentors by school year 1995-96. 


§ 16-23-16.2. Principal mentoring. 


(a) The State Board of Education shall develop a principal leader- 
ship and mentoring program to provide first-year principals in the state 
with assistance, support, and professional development. 


(b) Each first-year principal shall have access to an experienced 
principal judged to be successful in that role. Each mentoring principal 
shall meet with each first-year principal no less than twice per month for 
consultation and advice. Additionally, the mentoring principal shall be avail- 
able by telephone for consultation from a first-year principal. 


(c) The State Department of Education shall select potential 
mentoring principals upon recommendations received from local school 
superintendents. Principals who are selected and trained, and who serve as 
mentors, shall receive additional compensation equal to one month’s salary. 


(d) First-year principals shall attend training conducted by the State 
Department of Education as a necessary condition for being assigned a 
mentoring principal. 


(e) Funds for implementing the mentoring program for principals 
shall be provided by the State Department of Education from appropria- 
tions for that purpose upon application by a local board of education, which 
application shall state the number of first-year principals eligible for the 
mentoring program. 


Section 20. (a) The State Budget Officer shall allocate to the State 
Board of Education, the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind, the Board of Youth Services Department District, the Ala- 
bama School of Math and Science, and the Alabama School of Fine Arts 
for the disbursement to the employees thereof funds based on the following 
criteria: 


(1) The average teacher salary for public school teachers in the 
State of Alabama, grades K-12, shall be raised to equal the average south- 
eastern states teacher salary within five years of the implementation of this 
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act. The State Board of Education shall be responsible for monitoring the 
progress of this section and shall make appropriate budget requests to the 
Legislature to ensure compliance with this subsection. 


(2) The average salary for teachers in the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind shall be raised to equal the average southeastem states teacher 
salary within five years of the implementation of this act. The Board of 
Trustees of the Alabama Institute of Deaf and Blind shall be responsible for 
monitoring the progress of this subsection and shall make appropriate bud- 
get requests to the Legislature to ensure compliance with this subsection. 


(b) The Legislative Fiscal Office shall examine average teacher 
salaries for all southeastern states and, after adjusting for the varying length 
of school terms and scholastic days in the several states, shall determine the 
figure to be used in subsection (a). 


(c) Itis the intent of the Legislature that this section does not make 
appropriations. 


Section 21. (a) When used in this section, the following words 
shall have the following meanings: 


(1) EMPLOYEE. Any person currently or formerly employed by 
a board of education. 


(2) EXECUTIVE OFFICER. Any county or city superintendent 
of education; the President of The Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind; 
the president of any two-year school or college under the auspices of the 
State Board of Education; the Superintendent of the Department of Youth 
Services District; the Executive Director of the Alabama School of Fine 
Arts; the Executive Director of the Alabama High School of Mathematics 
and Science. 


(3) PERSONNEL RECORD. All records, information, data, or 
materials pertaining to an employee kept by the educational authority in 
any form or retrieval system whatsoever. 


(4) SCHOOL BOARD or BOARD OF EDUCATION. Any city 
or county board of education; the Board of Trustees of the Alabama Insti- 
tute for Deaf and Blind; the Alabama Youth Services Board in its capacity 
as the Board of Education for the Youth Services Department District; the 
Board of Directors of the Alabama High School of Mathematics and Sci- 
ence; and, as applied to two-year postsecondary education institutions, the 
State Board of Education. 
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(b) Each board of education shall establish and maintain an offi- 
cial personnel record on each employee that shall be the only official per- 
sonnel record for the employee. The executive officer of each board of 
education shall supervise the maintenance of official personnel records and 
maintain updated, complete, and accurate records. Records of former em- 
ployees shall also be maintained in accordance with this act except that a 
board of education is not required by this act to create additional records or 
reports on any former employees of the school board after the effective date 
of this act. 


(c) Principals or other supervisors employed by a board of educa- 
tion who have direct responsibilities for the supervision of employees may 
temporarily maintain unofficial records on employees that directly relate to 
the conduct of supervisory responsibilities until the appropriate time that 
the pertinent documents in the unofficial records can be made a part of the 
official records, preferably before the beginning of the next term. In all 
instances, the employee shall have access to temporary records in the same 
manner as provided in this act for official personnel records. 


(d) Anemployee’s personnel record shall be maintained according 
to the following provisions: 


(1) All information in the employee’s record shall be confidential, 
except salary information. An employee’s official personnel record shall 
not be transmitted to any other persons or agencies without the knowledge 
of the employee. Any documents which may be lawfully contained in the 
personnel record of the employee shall be made available to a lawfully 
authorized hearing officer or panel conducting an investigation into the com- 
petency or performance of the employee. 


(2) All aspects of the official personnel record of each employee 
shall be open to inspection at all times by the appropriate local executive 
officer, principal, assistant principal, immediate supervisor, or their autho- 
rized designees. No one shall have access to an employee’s record except in 
the exercise of official duties. 


(3) Any materials pertaining directly to work performance may be 
placed in the record of the employee. 


(4) The employee, or any person designated in writing by the em- 
ployee, shall have the right upon request to review the contents of his or her 
personnel records wherever maintained, and to receive copies of any docu- 
ments contained in the record. No document shall be withheld from the 
employee or his or her representative, except confidential letters of recom- 
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mendation. The employee shall be entitled to have a representative of the 
employee’s choice accompany the employee during the review. 


(5) Any anonymous complaint or material deemed worthy of an 
investigation by the appropriate school or college official may be investi- 
gated; however, the result of the investigation shall be reduced to writing, 
signed, and dated, attached to the material in question, and placed in the 
employee’s personnel record. Any anonymous complaint that is not inves- 
tigated within 30 days of its receipt shall not be retained, but shall be de- 
stroyed. 


(6) Statements, reports, and comments relating to work perfor- 
mance, discipline, suspension, or dismissal shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by a person reasonably competent to know the facts or make a judg- 
ment as to the accuracy of the subject information. Additional information 
related to the written materials previously placed in the personnel record 
may be attached to the materials to clarify or amplify them as needed. A 
copy of all materials to be placed in an employee’s record which may tend 
to diminish the employee’s status or reflect adversely on the employee’s 
performance shall be provided to the employee. 


(7) The employee shall have the right to answer or object in writ- 
ing to any materials in the employee’s personnel record and the answer or 
objection shall be attached to the filed copy to which the objection was 
made. 


(8) The employee may appeal to the executive officer and then to 
the proper governing board of education regarding any derogatory materi- 
als which are placed in the employee’s personnel record. The appeal shall 
provide for appropriate administrative due process, including choice of rep- 
resentation by the employee and removal of any materials which are unfair 
or inaccurate. 


(e) The transfer of an employee’s personnel record or any parts, 
summation, or copies of the employee’s personnel record shall be made 
upon written request of the employee. The employer may transfer an 
employee’s personnel record to another employer or prospective employer. 


(f) Written policies established by a board of education pertaining 
to personnel records which are not inconsistent with this act may remain in 
effect. 


(g) This section shall become effective August 1, 1994, and shall 
apply to records maintained after the commencement of the 1994-95 scho- 
lastic year. 
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Section 22. The State Board of Education shall adopt a policy for 
implementation by each county and city board of education which shall 
require the posting of vacancy notices for certain personnel positions, in- 
cluding newly created personnel positions. The policy shall be in effect in 
each school system by the beginning of the 1995-96 scholastic year. 


Section 23. (a) When used in this section, the following terms 
shall have the following meanings: 


(1) ASSOCIATION. The local education association affiliate whose 
parent professional organization represents the majority of education em- 
ployees in the state. 


(2) BOARD. All public county and city boards of education, the 
Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the Ala- 
bama Youth Services Department District Board in its capacity as the Board 
of Education for the Youth Services Department District, the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Alabama School of Fine Arts, the Board of Trustees of the 
Alabama School of Science and Mathematics. 


(3) EMPLOYEES. Employees or personnel of the board, except 
those employees covered under the State Merit System and except those 
employees at the Alabama Industries for the Blind. 


(4) LAYOFF. An unavoidable reduction in the work force beyond 
normal attrition due to decreased student enrollment or shortage of revenue. 


(b) Each board shall adopt a written reduction-in-force policy for 
its employees within six months after the effective date of this act. The 
policy shall include, but not be limited to, layoffs, recalls, and notifications 
of layoffs and recalls. The reduction-in-force policy of the board shall be 
based on objective criteria. Notice of layoffs and recalls shall also be given 
to the association by the chief administrative officer of the board. 


Section 24. In recognition of the increasing work load of the State 
Board of Education and the importance of the work to our children and our 
state, each elected member of the State Board of Education shall be entitled 
to an office and one staff person in the district they represent. Each board 
member shall have sole responsibility in hiring the staff person, who will 
serve at the pleasure of the respective board member. The State Board of 
Education, as a body, has the authority to employ one attorney, independent 
of the State Department of Education legal counsel. Staff persons shall not 
be covered by the State Merit System, the State Retirement Systems, or the 
Fair Dismissal Act. The State Board of Education shall publicly adopt 
guidelines to regulate the pay scale and the number of hours of work of staff 
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members, office rental expenses, and lease or purchase of office furniture 
and equipment. Any purchased furniture or equipment shall be the prop- 
erty of the State of Alabama. The expenses herein provided shall be paid 
out of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund in the same manner as 
other expenses of the State Board of Education are paid. 


Section 25. (a) The State Board of Education and each local school 
board shall adopt policies to assure that parents as the ultimate authority 
and advocate for their children have the following rights: 


(1) To have access to full and complete information about the 
curriculum, including goals and objectives, requirements for academic ad- 
vancement and high school graduation, instructional materials, and assess- 
ment instruments and techniques. 


(2) Each local board of education shall develop a process for the 
review by parents of all state adopted textbooks, all local school board 
adopted textbooks, supplemental textbooks, and any and all other instruc- 
tional materials of any sort used in instruction of students. 


(3) School textbooks and supplementary curricular materials shall 
be deposited with a public library located within the school district in anon- 
circulating reference section of the library in order to effectuate the require- 
ments of subdivision (2). Each local board of education shall deposit one 
copy of each textbook and supplementary curricular material used within 
the school district at the designated public library for each 30,000, or frac- 
tion thereof, students enrolled in the school district up to a maximum of 
three copies. The library shall publish a list of the textbooks and materials 
and make the list available to the public. 


(4) No school system shall adopt or condone a policy which inter- 
feres with or attempts to interfere with open communication between a stu- 
dent and the parent or guardian of the student. Each local board of educa- 
tion shall adopt policies for the prompt investigation of any alleged viola- 
tions of this subdivision by any employee, visiting resource person, or any 
other person who may have school-related contact with students and for the 
appropriate disciplinary action against violators of this right in order to 
ensure future compliance. 


(5) To have a child excused from any state and local assessments 
which are not tests of academic ability or achievement in commonly ac- 
cepted branches of learning by the parent or guardian providing the school 
district with a written request. Neither the State Board of Education nor 
any local board of education shall adopt any standard or rule that requires 
any testing of student values, attitudes, beliefs, opinions, or orientations as 
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basis for promotion, grading, graduation, or participation in any activity. 
For purposes of this subdivision, “test” means any testing instrument whether 
purchased, teacher made, or from any other source, psychological inven- 
tory, survey, or psychodrama role playing techniques. 


(6) To have a child excused from specific instruction, or the spe- 
cific reading of any or all parts of any required or supplemental textbook or 
other assigned materials which conflicts with his or her religious beliefs, by 
the parent or guardian providing the school district with a written request. 
School districts which practice the policy called “infusion,” or by whatever 
name it may be called now and in the future, whereby they integrate psy- 
chological or explicit sexual materials with academic work shail be required 
to permit parents to excuse their children from those parts of “infused” 
instruction which violate their religious beliefs and no child exempted shall 
be penalized by reason of the exemption. Exempted students shall be pro- 
vided a parent approved alternative learning experience. 


(7) To exclude their children from “all or part” of sex education or 
health education is particularly important to parents because the entire course 
may be objectionable to some but only a small part may be objectionable to 
others. Therefore, the State Board of Education and local boards of educa- 
tion shall protect the following rights of parents or students who are 18 
years old or older as they pertain to the following: 


a. Parents or guardians and students 18 or older shall be notified in 
writing, prior to the student’s attendance in a health education course, of 
topics to be taught. Parents or guardians may inspect all health program 
materials at the public library depository pursuant to subdivision (3). Par- 
ents or guardians may request a conference with the instructor or building 
principal, or both, for assistance in determining whether to request an ex- 
emption for the student from all or part of the planned instruction. A parent 
or guardian may exclude a child from all or part of health instruction by 
submitting an approved exemption form. Exemption forms shall be pro- 
vided by the local school principal. Exempted students shall be provided an 
alternative leaming experience in health education using nonobjectionable 
materials acceptable to the parent. 


b. Parents or guardians and students 18 or older shall be notified in 
writing, prior to the student’s attendance in a sex education course, of top- 
ics to be taught. Parents or guardians may inspect all sex education mate- 
rials at the designated public library depository pursuant to subdivision (3). 
In addition to established policies and regulations governing the approval 
of textual and supplemental materials, all audio-visual and other supple- 
mentary classroom instructional materials related to human sexuality shall 
be subject to review by parent or guardian and the principal and teacher by 
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mutual appointment prior to the student commencing the course or at any 
point during the course. A parent or guardian may exclude his or her child 
from all or part of sex education instruction by submitting an approved 
exemption form. Exemption forms shall be provided by the local school 
principal. Exempted students shall be provided an alternative learning ex- 
perience in health education using nonobjectionable materials acceptable to 
the parent or guardian. 


Exemption requests may be based upon the religious beliefs of the 
parent or guardian or upon the rights of parents to direct the education of 
their children. 


(b) No student shall be required to submit, without prior consent, 
to psychiatric or psychological examination, testing or treatment, which 
would reveal the following information: 


(1) Political affiliations. 


(2) Mental and psychological problems potentially embarrassing 
to the student or his or her family. 


(3) Sex behavior and attitudes. 
(4) Illegal, antisocial, self-incriminating, and demeaning behavior. 


(5) Critical appraisals of other individuals with whom respondents 
have close family relationships. 


(6) Legally recognized privileged and analogous relationships, such 
as those of lawyers, physicians, and ministers. 


(7) Income other than that required by law to determine eligibility 
for participation in a program or for receiving financial assistance under 
the program. 


(c) Prior consent to any psychiatric or psychological examination, 
testing, or treatment means the prior written consent of the student’s parent 
or guardian or, if the student is an emancipated minor or has attained 18 
years of age, of the student. 


As used herein, the terms “psychiatric or psychological examina- 
tion, or test” mean a method of obtaining information, including a group 
activity, that is not directly related to academic instruction and that is de- 
signed to elicit information about attitudes, habits, traits, opinions, beliefs, 
or feelings. The term “psychiatric or psychological treatment” means any 
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activity involving the planned, systematic use of methods or techniques that 
are not directly related to academic instruction and that are designed to 
affect behavioral, emotional, or attitudinal characteristics of an individual 
or group. 


(d) All students enrolled or previously enrolled in a public school 
have the following rights in relation to their educational records: 


(1) No information from records, files, or other data directly re- 
lated to a student, other than public information defined below, shall be 
disclosed to individuals or agencies outside the local school without the 
written consent of the student or the parent or guardian of a student under 
18 who is not emancipated, except disclosures required pursuant to a valid 
court order. 


(2) Student educational records are defined as those records, files, 
documents, and other material which contain information directly related to 
students and which are maintained by the local school or district or a party 
acting for the local school or district. Records which are made or main- 
tained by physicians, psychiatrists, psychologists, or other professionals or 
paraprofessionals and which are maintained in connection with treatment 
and are not available to anyone else are also excluded from a student’s 
educational record, but the records are available to another physician or 
appropriate professional of the student’s choice if a release of records is 
requested by the student or the parent or guardian of the student. 


(3) The following public information may be made available by 
the school without prior consent of the student and which is considered part 
of the public record of the student’s attendance: Name, address (local and 
permanent), participation in officially recognized activities and sports, dates 
of attendance, and awards received. The information shall not be made 
available if a student directs a written instruction to the appropriate records 
official. 


(4) Each school shall maintain a file of each student enrolled. Each 
school principal is designated the “records official” and is responsible for a 
listing of student records indicating the location and general content of the 
records. Any student, emancipated student, parent, or guardian request 
conceming records or files, including requests that public information not 
be disclosed, requests for disclosure to third parties, and requests for access 
by the student, emancipated student, parent, or guardian, shall be directed 
to the records official. Forms for all requests may be obtained from the 
records official. The records officials shall also act as hearing officers 
when the content of a record is challenged as provided below. 
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(5) Only students 18 years old, legally emancipated minors, mar- 
ried students, or the parent or guardian with legal right of custody of any 
student under age 18, who is not legally emancipated or not married shall 
be accorded the right to inspect, in the presence of a school staff member, 
records, files, and data primarily and directly related to the student. Non- 
custodial parents shall have this right unless prohibited by order of a court 
of competent jurisdiction. To inspect a file, a student, parent, or guardian 
shall go to the office of the appropriate records official and initiate a request 
in writing. If a student, parent, or guardian desires to obtain copies of the 
items in the educational record rather than personally reviewing the record, 
the written request to the records official for copies shall be signed and 
notarized to prevent disclosure to persons other than the student, parent, or 
guardian. A time for inspection shall be granted within 45 days after the 
date of the request, and copies shall be mailed within the same time period. 
Copies shall be made and provided to the student at a cost to the student not 
in excess of actual cost of reproduction and payable in advance. 


(6) The local school records official shall respond to any reason- 
able request for an explanation or interpretation of any item in a student’s 
file. Requests for an explanation or interpretation shall be addressed in 
writing to the appropriate records official. 


If, after inspecting a record, a student, parent, or guardian believes 
that information contained in the educational record is inaccurate or mis- 
leading or violates his or her privacy, the student, parent, or guardian may 
request that the record be amended by presenting a request in writing to the 
appropriate records official. A request that the record be amended shall be 
answered by the records official within 15 days after its receipt with infor- 
mation that the record has been amended as requested or that the record has 
not been amended and that the student, parent, or guardian has a right to a 
hearing on the matter. 


The request for hearing shall identify the item or items in the file to 
be challenged and state the grounds for the challenge, including, but not 
limited to, inaccuracy, misleading nature, and inappropriateness. The records 
official shall examine the contested item, shall hear the person responsible 
for placing the item in the file if appropriate, and shall examine any docu- 
ments or hear any testimony the student, parent, or guardian presents. A 
student, parent, or guardian may be assisted or represented by individuals 
of his or her choice, including an attorney, at his or her own expense. The 
records official may decide if the item shall be retained, deleted, or altered. 
The records official shall issue a written decision, based solely on the evi- 
dence presented at the hearing, within 10 days of the conclusion of the 
hearing. If the decision is adverse to the student, parent, or guardian, the 
notice of decision shall include a statement that the student, parent, or guard- 
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ian has the right to place a statement in the record commenting on the infor- 
mation and setting forth reasons for disagreeing with the decision. 


(7) The general policy of all public schools shall be to refuse ac- 
cess to or disclosure of information from student records to third parties 
without the written consent of the student, parent, or guardian. Should a 
student, parent, or guardian wish to have records released, a signed and 
dated written request shall be directed to the proper records official, speci- 
fying the records to be released, the reason for release, the party or class of 
parties to whom records are to be released, and a request for copies to the 
student, parent, or guardian, if desired. The local public school shall then 
transfer or grant access to the information. The transferred information 
shall contain a statement that the information may be used by the receiving 
party or, if an organization, by its officers, agents, and employees for the 
purpose requested, but that the party shall not transfer the information in 
any other part except with the written consent of the student. 


The records official shall keep a record, indicating the name and 
legitimate interest of all disclosures except those made to a student, parent, 
or guardian, those made pursuant to written consent, and those designated 
as public information. This record of disclosure shall become a part of the 
educational record, subject to inspection and review. 


(8) The student records policy shall be displayed prominently on a 
bulletin board in each school and shall be available to parents upon request. 


(9) Any student, parent, or guardian who believes that the school 
records official has violated his or her right to access or privacy of educa- 
tional records as established by the Family Education Rights and Privacy 
Act of 1974, as amended, and the accompanying regulations may file a 
complaint with the United States Department of Education or the State Board 
of Education. 


Section 26. The State Board of Education shall develop within 90 
days after the effective date of this act, a specific plan for the reduction of 
the number of employees of the State Department of Education by 20 per- 
cent within three years. 


Section 27. The State Superintendent of Education shall develop 
and present to the State Board of Education for implementation by the county 
and city boards of education a plan to reduce the paper work required to be 
completed by classroom teachers by 25 percent. This plan shall be imple- 
mented by the beginning of the 1995-96 scholastic year. 


Section 28. Section 25 of Act 91-323, 1991 Regular Session (Acts 
1991, p. 602), is amended to read as follows: 
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“Any and all mandates contained in the-previsiens-of this act, as 
amended. shall be mandated YP Gilde iNOS UA 


Section 29. The definitions hereinabove set forth shall be deemed 
applicable whether the words defined are used in the singular or plural. 
Any pronoun used herein shall be deemed to include both the singular and 
the plural and to cover all genders. 


Section 30. Notwithstanding any provision of this act to the con- 
trary, the requirements of this act shall be implemented and administered in 
strict compliance with Amendment 284 of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901. 


Section 31. This act shall not discriminate on the basis of race, 
sex, religion, or national origin. 


Section 32. Chapter 10A is added to Title 16 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 10A. 
SCHOOL-BASED DECISION MAKING 


§ 16-10A-1. Legislative intent. 
The Legislature finds and determines that: 


(1) The implementation of a system of school-based decision mak- 
ing will strengthen local control over schools and will link accountability 
with authority. 


(2) The system should provide for the development of various 
models in order to meet the local needs and wishes of schools and school 
systems. 


§ 16-10A-2. Establishment of program. 


(a) Not later than March 1, 1995, the State Board of Education 
shall adopt regulations creating a program for school-based decision mak- 
ing in the public schools. The regulations shall establish at least five mod- 
els for implementation of school-based decision making. Each model shall 
have a school council organized as provided in Sections 16-10A-3 and 16- 
10A-4. The models shall differ in the extent of powers and responsibilities 
conferred upon the school council. One model of school-based decision 
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making shall provide for a school council with all powers and responsibili- 
ties available to a school council under Section 16-10A-5. The other mod- 
els shall have such lesser powers and responsibilities as shall be prescribed 
by the regulations adopted by the State Board of Education. Three of the 
models shall be established upon the recommendation of the Alabama As- 
sociation of School Administrators. The regulations shall also allow schools 
and school systems to develop additional models consistent with the intent 
of this chapter and the powers permitted by Section 16-10A-5. The pro- 
gram for school-based decision making shall be available for implementa- 
tion beginning in the 1995-1996 school year. 


(b) During a pilot period beginning with the 1995-1996 school 
year and ending at the close of the 2000-2001 school year, the program of 
school-based decision making shall be implemented (1) on a voluntary ba- 
sis by local school boards pursuant to the pilot program conducted by the 
State Board of Education, as described in subsection (c), or (2) upon the 
election to implement the program at a school pursuant to subsection (d). 
The State Board of Education shall provide appropriate training for teach- 
ers and the school community before the program is implemented at a school. 


(c) During the pilot period the State Board of Education shall con- 
duct a volunteer implementation program in which at least 24 local school 
systems shall implement school-based decision making in at least one school 
within the system. The State Board of Education shall make every effort to 
ensure that the pilot schools are representative of the state’s public school 
system. The pilot schools shall choose one of the models for implementa- 
tion, provided that the State Board of Education shall make every effort to 
encourage the implementation of each model in at least four schools. Prior 
to the end of the 1996-1997 school year, and at two-year intervals thereaf- 
ter during the pilot period, the State Board of Education shall conduct a 
study of the implementation of school-based decision making in the pilot 
schools, including the effect on student achievement and the experience gained 
from implementation of the various models, and shall provide a report on 
the study to each school system. 


(d) During the pilot period any school may participate in school- 
based decision making after appropriate training if not less than 60 percent 
of the voting certificated school staff elect to implement the program at the 
school where the staff is located. The election procedure shall specify the 
proposed model to be implemented. All voting for school-based decision 
making shall be by secret ballot, and no school or school system shall sub- 
ject the certificated staff to direct or indirect coercion to vote for or against 
school-based decision making. The regulations of the State Board of Edu- 
cation establishing the system of school-based decision making shall pre- 
scribe the procedures for voting contemplated by this section. 
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(e) Beginning in school year 2001-2002 (after the pilot period), 
each public school shall implement and maintain school-based decision 
making unless the local school board and a majority of the certificated staff 
at the school concur that school-based decision making is not necessary or 
desirable for the school. 


(f) Each school implementing school-based decision making after 
school year 2000-2001, shall implement the model selected by a vote of a 
majority of the certificated staff at the school. The model may be changed 
by a majority vote of the certificated staff, but no such vote may be taken 
before the school has operated under the existing model for at least one 
year. 


§ 16-10A-3. School councils. 


(a) Each school at which school-based decision making is imple- 
mented shall be governed by a school council organized as provided in this 
section and Section 16-10A-4. 


(b) A school council shall be composed of not less than six nor 
more than 12 members, as determined by the local board of education, with 
the principal serving in an advisory capacity, and shall include an equal 
number of (1) school instructional staff and (2) parents with children en- 
rolled at the school; provided, however, that a. no person may be elected to 
the school council for more than two consecutive terms and b. ifno member 
of the school council has experience in special education, the principal shall, 
with the consent of the school council, appoint an additional member to the 
council with the consent of the school council, appoint an additional mem- 
ber to the council with experience in special education. Upon the request of 
any school council the local school board shall decrease or increase the 
number of members of a school council within the limits imposed by this 
section; provided, however, that 


(1) An additional member with experience in special education 
must, if necessary, be appointed as provided above, and 


(2) The school council shall be composed of an equal number of 
members, excluding any member with experience in special education that 
is specially appointed as provided above. 


If the number of school council members is decreased, the effective 
date of the decrease may not have the effect of depriving any existing coun- 
cil member of the remaining portion of his or her term. 


(c) Members of the school council and any person specially ap- 
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pointed for his or her experience in special education matters shall have 
staggered terms as follows. After the first election of school council mem- 
bers, the local superintendent shall divide the parent council members into 
two groups. The first group shall have a term ending on April 1 of the next 
school year following the election. The second group shall have a term 
ending on April 1 of the second school year following the election. The 
process shall be repeated for instructional staff members. All council mem- 
bers elected thereafter shall have a two-year term. 


(d) Any member of the school council specially appointed for ex- 
perience in special education matters shall have a term ending on April 1 of 
the next school year following the appointment. 


(e) Parents on the school council shall be elected at a meeting of 
school parents called by the local school board upon not less than 30 days’ 
notice to parents of all students at the school. The local school board shall 
request a list of nominees from the parent-teacher organization at the school 
or, if no such organization exists at the school, such other parent organiza- 
tion as shall be selected or developed by the local school board. The notice 
of the election shall include the list of nominees. The number of nominees 
shall be at least twice the number of parents to be elected. It shall not be 
necessary, however, for a parent to be nominated in order for that parent to 
be elected. The election shall be by secret ballot. Each parent attending the 
election meeting may cast votes equal to or less than the number of parents 
to be elected; provided, however, that no person may vote for the same 
parent more than one time. The parents receiving the greatest number of 
votes shall be elected. 


(f) Instructional staff on the school council shall be elected at a 
meeting of instructional staff called by the local board of education upon 
not less than 30 days’ notice to the instructional staff. The election shall be 
by secret ballot. Each member of the instructional staff attending the elec- 
tion meeting may cast votes equal to or less than the number of instructional 
staff to be elected; provided, however, that no person may vote for the same 
staff member more than one time. The staff members receiving the greatest 
number of votes shall be elected. 


(g) A parent shall no longer be eligible to serve on the school 
council if he or she ceases to have a child enrolled at the school. An instruc- 
tional staff member shall no longer be eligible to serve on the school council 
when he or she is no longer employed at the school. If a council member is 
no longer eligible, or resigns, or if a vacancy occurs for any other reason, a 
successor shall be elected for the remaining portion of the unexpired term at 
a special election held according to the provisions of subsections (f) or (g), 
as appropriate, within 45 days of the council’s notice of such vacancy. 
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ch) All members elected to the school council shall successfully 
complete training for school-based decision making in a program approved 
by the State Department of Education prior to beginning service. 


§ 16-10A-4. Organization, meeting, etc. 


(a) The school council shall have regular meetings at least once 
each month according to a schedule adopted by the council and filed with 
the local board of education. A special meeting of the council may be 
called by the chairman, or by any two members of the school council with 
the consent of the chairman, upon two days’ notice to all council members. 
A copy of the notice of any special meeting shall be filed with the local 
board of education at least one day prior to such meeting. 


(b) The local superintendent of education and the school principal 
may attend any meeting of the school council and may participate in the 
discussions held at the meeting, but the local superintendent and the school 
principal may not vote on matters considered by the council. 


(c) The chairman, elected from among the council members, shall 
preside at meetings of the council. A co-chairman shall be elected from 
among the membership to preside over meetings when the chairman is ab- 
sent. A principal may send a representative to any meeting of the school 
council that the principal does not attend, but the representative may not 
vote on matters considered by the council. 


(d) A majority of the members of the school council shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the purpose of conducting business. No motion or reso- 
lution shall be declared adopted without the concurrence of the majority of 
the council. 


(e) Members of the school council shall not be paid for serving on 
the school council. With the prior approval of the school council and local 
school board, members of the school council may be reimbursed for ex- 
penses incurred in the performance of their duties. All expenses incurred 
by the school council shall be expended from the budget for school-based 
expenditures. 


(f) Meetings of the school council shall be subject to the open 
meeting requirements of Section 13A-14-2. 


(g) Accurate minutes must be kept by the chair and approved by 
the council. 


§ 16-10A-5. Powers and responsibilities of school councils and 
principals. 


REGULAR SESSION 413 
7th Day 


(a) Powers and responsibilities of school councils and principals. 
A school council organized pursuant to this chapter, and each principal at 
the school, may have some or all of the following powers and responsibili- 
ties, provided that at least one model of school-based decision making shall 
include a school council with all of these powers and responsibilities: 


(1) School-based expenditures. The school council may be re- 
sponsible for budgeting and approving all school-based expenditures and 
expenditure procedures. Not later than August 1 of each year each school 
council shall submit a proposed budget for its school-based expenditures 
for the following fiscal year to the local board of education. The budget for 
school-based expenditures shall not exceed the amount allocated to the school 
council for such purpose by the local school board pursuant to Section 16- 
10A-6(a)(2). School-based expenditures shall include a. the aggregate sal- 
ary and benefits for school-based personnel (provided that the school coun- 
cil may not approve or budget the compensation for any individual member 
of the school-based personnel), b. the cost of curriculum and instructional 
materials, and any related activities, such as field trips, and c. the cost of 
professional development of school-based personnel. 


(2) Selection of principal. The school council may participate in 
the selection of the principal for the school in accordance with the following 
procedures: 


a. Whenever it is necessary to hire a principal, the local superin- 
tendent shall submit a list of qualified persons to the school council. If so 
requested by the school council, the local superintendent shall submit addi- 
tional lists of qualified persons until the school council is able to make a 
recommendation. 


b. The school council shall select a principal from the list of quali- 
fied persons to be recommended to the local superintendent. The school 
council may not specify the compensation or term of contract for the prin- 
cipal as part of its recommendation. The name of the person recommended 
shall be forwarded by the school council to the local superintendent, who 
shall, if he or she concurs in the recommendation, forward the recommen- 
dation to the local school board. 


c. Upon the recommendation of the school council and the local 
superintendent of the local school board shall, if it concurs in the recom- 
mendation, hire the principal selected and shall enter into a contract of em- 
ployment with such person that will incorporate the terms recommended by 
the local superintendent. If the local school board does not concur with the 
superintendent or the recommendation of the principal to be hired or the 
terms of employment, the local school board shall require the superinten- 
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dent and school council to submit one or more recommendations using the 
procedure above until the board is able to concur with the recommendation. 
After three recommendations have been submitted by the school council 
and rejected by the local board of education, the superintendent may unilat- 
erally make the recommendation to the school board for its approval. 


d. The decision for renewal of a principal’s contract shall be made 
by recommendation of the superintendent to the local school board. The 
superintendent may seek input from the school council. 


e. The local superintendent shall have the responsibility for evalu- 
ating the principal in accordance with educator performance standards 
adopted pursuant to Section 16-23-16.2 and for reporting the evaluation to 
the local school board. The local superintendent shall solicit input from the 
school council in the course of the evaluation. 


f. With the recommendation of the local superintendent, a princi- 
pal may be disciplined and may be dismissed by the local school board 
prior to the end of his or her term for any reason consistent with the terms of 
the principal’s employment contract and, where applicable, the requirements 
of Chapter 24B. The local superintendent may solicit input from the school 
council prior to any such recommendation, provided that rights of the prin- 
cipal relating to privacy, due process and disclosure must be preserved. 


g. Nothing contained in this section shall be construed to grant 
tenure to a principal hired pursuant to this section; provided, however, that 
principals hired prior to the effective date of this act shall retain their tenure 
to the extent provided by Chapters 22A and 24B. 


(3) Selection of other school-based personnel. The school council 
may participate in the selection of other school-based personnel in accor- 
dance with the following procedure: 


a. Whenever it is necessary to hire school-based personnel other 
than the principal, the local superintendent shall submit a list of qualified 
persons to the principal. If so requested by the principal, the local superin- 
tendent shall submit additional lists of qualified persons until the principal 
is able to make a recommendation. 


b. The principal shall, with the approval of the school council, 
select a person to be recommended to the local superintendent. The school 
council shall approve the person to be recommended, but shall not approve 
the compensation or other contract terms of employment. The person se- 
lected for recommendation may be a person who is not on the list of quali- 
fied persons submitted by the local superintendent but who meets appli- 
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cable state certification requirements. The name of the person recommended 
shall be forwarded by the principal to the local superintendent, who shall, if 
the superintendent concurs in the recommendation, in the case of individu- 
als outside the list, forward the recommendations to the local school board. 


c. Upon the recommendation of the principal and the local superin- 
tendent the local school board shall, if it concurs in the recommendation, 
hire the person recommended and shall enter into a contract of employment 
with such terms as shall be approved by the local superintendent and the 
principal. 


d. The principal or his or her designee shall have the responsibility 
for evaluating all other school-based personnel according to educator per- 
formance standards adopted pursuant to Section 16-23-16.2 and reporting 
the evaluation to the local superintendent and school board. The principal 
may Solicit input from the school council in the course of the evaluation. 


e. With the recommendation of the principal and the local superin- 
tendent, any school-based personnel may be disciplined and may be dis- 
missed by the local school board in accordance with the terms of such 
person’s employment contract and, where applicable, the requirements of 
Chapter 24B relating to tenure. The principal may solicit input from the 
school council prior to any such recommendation, provided that the rights 
of the person relating to privacy, due process, and disclosure must be pre- 
served. If the local school board disagrees with the principal on any pro- 
posed disciplinary action or dismissal, the local school board may, with the 
recommendation of the superintendent, but without approval or concur- 
rence by the principal, take or withhold such action as it deems appropriate 
in the circumstances. 


f. Nothing contained in this section shall be construed to grant 
tenure to any person employed pursuant to this section except as required 
by Chapter 24B. 


(4) Dismissal of other school-based personnel. If a local school 
board approves in advance the delegation of the power of dismissal to a 
principal in accordance with this subdivision, that principal may, without 
prior approval of the local superintendent or local school board, dismiss 
other school-based personnel, provided that a. any person dismissed by the 
principal pursuant to this subdivision may appeal to the local school board 
for reinstatement, and b. a person so dismissed who has tenure within the 
meaning of Chapter 24B shail be entitled to any hearing rights and other 
protection afforded by Chapter 24B. 


(5) Establishment of curriculum and instructional policies and selec- 
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tion of instructional materials. The school council shall review and make 
recommendations on the curriculum and instructional policies for its school 
to the local school board. It shall also recommend instructional materials 
for the school to the local school board. Textbooks shall be selected from 
the list of approved textbooks supplied by the State Board of Education. 
The school council shall submit recommendations for curriculum, instruc- 
tional policies, and textbooks to the local board of education for approval 
before implementation or use at the school. Decisions by the school council 
shall be consistent with school board policy where a council’s decision af- 
fects more than its individual school. 


(6) Use of non-instructional days. The school council shall deter- 
mine the use of non-instructional days available for school-based instruc- 
tional personnel, pursuant to Section 16-3-18.5. 


(7) Scheduling. The school council shall determine the school’s 
schedule, subject to the requirements of Section 16-3-18.5. 


Section 33. Any rule, regulation, plan, program, or entity estab- 
lished pursuant to this act at the state level shall be subject to the Alabama 
Administrative Procedure Act. 


Section 34. Notwithstanding any provision of this act or existing 
law, a system of reporting by institutions of higher learning in this state 
shall be implemented and administered as provided in this section. 


(a) Each institution shall prepare a comprehensive report designed 
to recommend and implement methods of improving the readiness of public 
high school students for entry to colleges and universities. This report shall 
be known as College Readiness Report. 


(b) The College Readiness Report shall include, but not be limited 
to, the following information: 


(1) Information on students who advance to their sophomore year. 


(2) An assessment of the skills of students entering a college or 
university. 


(3) An assessment of state and local educators in secondary educa- 
tion in their implementation of the requirements of this act. 


(4) Data on students who graduate within a concise time period, 
and their average grade point average, specified by their respective curricu- 
lum. 
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(5) The percentage of students requiring college level remedial 
courses. 


(6) Recommendation for bringing high school and college faculty 
together in academic alliances to exchange ideas and teaching strategies. 


(c) Each institution of higher education in Alabama shall prepare a 
College Readiness Report for each Alabama high school having two or 
more students enrolled in its institution. 


(d) College Readiness Reports shall be prepared twice annually 
and delivered each January 1, and each July 1, to the respective high school, 
with a copy sent to the State Board of Education. 


(e) Private colleges are encouraged to voluntarily come under the 
provisions of this act. 


Section 35. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 36. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. Sections 16-1-16.1, 16-3-18.1, 16-3-38, 16-6-5.1, 16-10-3, 
16-10-4, 16-10-5, 16-10-6, 16-10-8, 16-10-10, 16-27-2, and 16-36-22, Code 
of Alabama 1975, are specifically repealed. 


Section 37. This act shall become effective immediately upon pas- 
sage and signature by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

SIGNING OF RESOLUTIONS 


The President Pro Tempore and Presiding Officer of the Senate, in 
the presence of the Senate, after the reading thereof at length had been 
dispensed with by a two-thirds vote of a quorum of the Senate present, and 
immediately after their titles had been publicly read at length by the Secre- 
tary of the Senate, signed the foregoing Senate Joint Resolutions, the titles 
of which are set out in the foregoing report from the Committee on Rules.

AN ACT 


To provide the reform of Alabama public schools by providing for 
Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994; to amend 
Chapters 1, 21, 23, 24, and 28 of Title 16, Code of Alabama 1975, relating 
to education; to amend Section 36-26-100, Code of Alabama 1975, relating 
to dismissal procedures for nonteacher employees of certain school sys- 
tems; to provide further for the discipline of pupils and the establishment of 
school discipline plans in cases of drugs, alcohol, weapons, and physical 
harm, including the responsibility of parents; to establish an Early Child- 
hood Development Advisory Council and require an early childhood educa- 
tion development program; to provide for the establishment of an alterna- 
tive school program in each county; to prohibit the collection of incidental 
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fees in public schools; to require that all students have school facilities that 
are conducive to an effective teaching and leaning environment; to prohibit 
fund raising during school hours; to provide for personal leave for certain 
education personnel; to restructure the State Department of Education; to 
prescribe further duties of the State Superintendent of Education and the 
State Board of Education relating to leaming goals, courses of study, re- 
structuring of elementary and secondary education, development of student 
assessment strategies, an accountability system for the schools, criteria for 
consolidation and deconsolidation of schools, programs for students who 
are low income or low performing, or both, and for certification of educa- 
tion personnel; to provide minimum and average salary schedules for teach- 
ers; to require certified teachers to pass the National Teachers’ Examina- 
tion; to prescribe the pupil-teacher ratio; to create and provide for the Ala- 
bama Commission on School Performance and Accountability; to create 
the Office of School Accountability; to create the Legislative Oversight 
Committee on Education Reform; to provide further for the county and city 
superintendents of education and local boards of education; to establish a 
system of school-based decision making; to provide further for the tenure of 
educational personnel and the procedure for hearings in tenure disputes; to 
provide for a procedure for the suspension of educational employees; to 
prescribe further duties of principals; to provide further for the regional in- 
service centers; to establish and prescribe the duties of the Alabama Profes- 
sional Standards Board; to provide for the creation of teacher and principal 
mentoring programs; to provide for the establishment of teacher assistance 
teams in the schools; to provide for the safe transportation of pupils and for 
the replacement of school buses built before 1978; to provide further for 
special education for students with disabilities; to provide for the establish- 
ment of community service centers in or near certain public schools to pro- 
vide assistance to families of low-income students; to provide for the estab- 
lishment of a State Task Force on Education Technology by the State Su- 
perintendent of Education; to establish a technology trust fund; to provide 
for a system of reporting by institutions of higher learning to be known as 
the College Readiness Report; to provide that this act shall be implemented 
and administered in strict compliance with Amendment No. 284 to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901 and shall be subject to the Alabama Adminis- 
trative Procedure Act; to provide for local boards of education responsibili- 
ties concerning the number of teacher units; to specify what constitutes a 
financial interest for a municipal governing body official; to provide that 
any and all mandates in this act shall be mandated only to the extent that 
funds are specifically appropriated by the Legislature or otherwise made 
available by appropriation of a local school board or boards for the pur- 
poses of implementing the mandates; to adopt certain commentary; and to 
repeal Sections 16-1-1.1, 16-1-13, 16-1-15, 16-1-16, 16-1-16.1, 16-2-6, 
16-3-15, 16-3-17.1, 16-3-17.2, 16-3-17.3, 16-3-18.1, 16-3-18.2, 16-3-18.3, 
16-3-18.4, 16-3-18.5, 16-3-20, 16-3-38, 16-21-3, 16-23-13.1, 16-23-16.1,

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as “Alabama 
First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994.” 


Section 2. Sections 16-1-1 and 16-1-14, Code of Alabama 1975, 
are amended to read as follows:

Section 3. Sections 16-1-16.2 and 16-1-16.3 are added to the Code 
of Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-1-16.2. Early Childhood Development Advisory Council. 
(a) The Legislature finds that there is a present need in Alabama to 
study the educational development needs of preschool aged children, in- 


cluding children with disabilities and disadvantaged children. 


(b) For purposes of this section and Section 16-1-16.3, “disadvan- 
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taged” children are defined as children who meet the eligibility criteria for 
“Head Start” programs, as authorized under 45 C.F.R. §§ 1301-1305, or 
“Even Start” programs, as authorized under 34 C.ER. § 212. 


(c) There is established an Early Childhood Development Advi- 
sory Council to make ongoing recommendations to the State Board of Edu- 
cation regarding: 


(1) The coordination of new and existing early childhood programs. 
(2) The establishment and content of programs on parenting. 
(3) The establishment and coordination of Head Start programs. 


(4) The creation and funding of programs for disadvantaged four- 
year-old children to supplement Head Start, to be provided either in the 
public schools or through contracts with other preschool providers. 


(5) The establishment and coordination of Even Start programs. 
(6) The improvement or expansion of kindergarten programs. 


(d) Fifteen initial members of the Early Childhood Development 
Advisory Council shall be appointed by the Alabama Commission on School 
Performance and Accountability. Initial appointees to the Early Childhood 
Development Advisory Council shall include representatives from those 
serving, as of the effective date of this act, on the Interagency Coordinating 
Council. Of the initial 15 members, the ACSPA shall designate three to 
serve a one-year term, three to serve a two-year term, three to serve a three- 
year term, three to serve a four-year term, and three to serve a five-year 
term. All subsequent appointments to the council at the expiration of a 
member’s initial term shall be for a term of five years. Upon the expiration 
of the initial terms, members shall be appointed one-third by the Governor, 
one-third by the Speaker of the House, and one-third by the Presiding Of- 
ficer of the Senate. Members may be reappointed to the council on the 
expiration of their term. Vacancies occurring on the council due to a 
member’s inability to complete his or her term shall be filled by the appoint- 
ing authority that appointed the departing member. 


§ 16-1-16.3. Early childhood programs. 


Within 12 months of the effective date of this act, an early child- 
hood education development program shall be developed and implemented 
by the State Department of Education to supplement Head Start to provide 
services to disadvantaged four-year-old children. At a minimum, all chil- 
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dren who meet the eligibility criteria for Head Start or Even Start programs 
shall be served by this program. Preschool services for three to five year 
olds shall be provided for children with disabilities. These services may be 
provided in a variety of settings, including, but not limited to, existing day 
care, Head Start, and public or private preschool programs. 


Section 4. Section 16-1-24.1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 16-1-24.1. 


“(a) The legislature finds a compelling public interest in ensuring 
that schools are made safe and drug-free for all students and school em- 
ployees. The legislature finds the need for a comprehensive safe school and 
drug-free school policy to be adopted by the state board of education. This 
policy should establish minimum standards for classes of offenses and pre- 
scribe uniform minimum procedures and penalties for those who violate the 
policies. It is the intent of the legislature that our schools remain safe and 
drug-free for all students and school employees. The state board of educa- 
tion shall adopt and all local boards of education shall uniformly enforce 
policies that protect all students and school employees. The state board of 
education shall require local school systems to modify their policies, prac- 
tices or procedures so as to ensure a Safe school environment free of illegal 
drugs, alcohol, or weapons. Any rules and regulations adopted by the state 
board of education pursuant to this section shall be exempt from the-previ- 
stens-ef section 41-22-3(3). These modifications shall include the formula- 
tion of a discipline plan setting forth policies, practices, and procedures 
dealing with students or other persons who bring illegal drugs, alcohol, or 
weapons on a school campus. Steh The discipline plan shall also include

“€e}(e)(1) A copy of the school system’s discipline plan shall be 
distributed to all students enrolled in the system and their parents, guard- 
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ians, Or custodians shall read the plan and sign a statement verifying that 
they have been given notice of the discipline policies of their respective 
school system. The school board shall have its official discipline plan le- 
gally audited on an annual basis to ensure that its policies and procedures 
are currently in compliance with applicable statutes, case law, and state and 
federal constitutional provisions. 


“(2) All discipline plans of school systems shall include, but not be 
limited to, all of the following: 


“a. A parent, guardian, or custodian, or person, excluding a foster 


parent, responsible for the care or control of a minor child enrolled in a 
public school system shall be responsible financially for such child’s de- 


structive acts against school property or personss, 


“b. A parent, guardian, er custodian, or person, excluding a foster 
parent, responsible for the care or control of a minor child enrolled in a 


public school system may be requested to appear at school by an appropri- 
ate school official for a conference regarding acts of the child specified in 
subsection (a);-and, 


“c. A parent, guardian, er custodian, or person, excluding a foster 
parent, responsible for the care or control of a minor child enrolled in a 


school system who has been summoned by proper notification by an appro- 
priate school official shall be required under this provision to attend such 
discipline conference specified in paragraph b. ofthis-subdivisien(2)- 


“(3) Any public school system shat-be-entttted-te may recover 
actual damages, plus necessary court costs, from the parent and/or or guard- 
ian, or both, of any minor who maliciously and willfully damages or de- 
stroys property belonging to sek the school system. However, this section 
shall not apply to parents whose parental control of stek any child has been 
removed by court order or decree or to parents of exceptional children with 
specific mental and physical impairments if the damage is determined to 
result from sueh the impairments. The action authorized in this section 
shall be in addition to all other actions which the school system is entitled to 
maintain and nothing in this section shall preclude recovery in a greater 
amount from the minor or from a person, including the parents and/er or 
guardian, or both, for damages to which such minor other person would 
otherwise be liable. 


“(4) -Fhe-provisiors-of this This section shall apply only to acts 


committed on or after August 1, 1992. 


“€(f) The local school board shall adopt and make available to 
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all teachers, school personnel, students, and parents or guardians, at the 
beginning of the 1992-93 school year and each school year thereafter, a 
code of student conduct developed in consultation with teachers, school 
personnel, students, and parents or guardians. The code shall be based on 
the rules governing student conduct and discipline adopted by the school 
board and may be made available at the school level in the student hand- 
book or similar publication. The code shall include, but not be limited to, 


Lof the following: 
“(1) Specific grounds for disciplinary actions, 
“(2) Procedures to be followed for acts requiring discipline>and, 


“(3) An explanation of the responsibilities and rights of students 
with regard to attendance, respect for persons and property, knowledge and 
observation of rules of conduct, the right to learn, free speech and student 
publications, assembly, privacy, and participation in school programs and 
activities. 


“fe}(g) Except in the case of excessive force or cruel and unusual 
punishment, no certified ornen-eerttfied noncertified employee of the state 
board of education or any local board of education shall be civilly liable for 
any action carried out in conformity with state law and system or school 
rules regarding the control, discipline, suspension, and expulsion of stu- 
dents. 


“(h) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent a local 
rd of ion or school ncil, a horized in Ch r1QA, from 
mulgating more stringent mul regulation Nn: nth 
level, in order to foster maintain a safe an -free environmen 

in lic schools,” 


Section 5. Sections 16-1-24.2, 16-1-29, 16-1-30, 16-1-31, 16-1- 
32, 16-1-33, and 16-1-34 are added to Code of Alabama 1975, to read as 
follows: 


§ 16-1-24.2. Alternative school programs. 


(a) The Legislature finds and determines that there is a compelling 
need for alternative school programs to ensure school environments for all 
students that are conducive to learning. The Legislature finds the need to 
establish within each county in Alabama at least one alternative school 
program for students who, through the violation of state or local board of 
education policy, interfere with the leaming environment of other students. 
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(b) For purposes of this section an alternative school program 
shall be defined as a school or classroom apart from the regular school 
program where students are assigned for an extended period of time, such 
as six weeks, a semester, or one year. The intent of the Legislature is the 
provision of an alternative learning environment, separated from the regu- 
lar school program, for those students who consistently exhibit behaviors 
or patterns of behavior that interfere with the learning environment of other 
students. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall establish guidelines for the 
development, implementation, and maintenance of the alternative school 
programs created pursuant to this section. Each local board of education 
shall establish criteria to determine whether a student should be placed in 
an alternative school and shall establish a legal process providing for notice 
and due process hearings prior to such placement. The criteria shall iden- 
tify those students who consistently exhibit behaviors or patterns of behav- 
ior that interfere with the learning environment of other students. The local 
board, after conducting a due process hearing, shall place a student satisfy- 
ing this criteria in an alternate school. The student shall remain in the 
alternate school until the local superintendent of education, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the principal of the alternate school, determines the student 
will no longer interfere with the learning environment of other students. 


(d) Each county board of education, in those counties not having 
any city school systems therein, shall operate and maintain, in accordance 
with subsection (c), at least one alternative school program for students 
who, by violation of state or local board policy, have disrupted the leaming 
environment of other students in the regular school. 


(e) In those counties where city school systems have been estab- 
lished, the local boards of education shali together designate one local board 
of education to operate and maintain, in accordance with subsection (c), an 
alternative school program. Those boards of education not maintaining 
and operating an alternative school program shall contract with the desig- 
nated board of education for the services of the alternative school program 
as needed. 


(f) Nothing in this section shall be construed to preclude or pro- 
hibit local boards of education from providing additional alternative pro- 
grams for students at risk of school failure; such as in-school suspensions, 
Saturday school, extended school programs, or tutorial programs. 

§ 16-1-29. Collection of incidental fees in schools. 


No fees of any kind shall be collected from children attending pub- 
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lic schools in the state in connection with courses or activities required for 
promotion or advancement. This section shall in no way affect or restrict 
the right or power of a school board to fix and collect tuition fees or charges 
from pupils who attend schools under the jurisdiction of the board but who 
live outside the territory over which the board has jurisdiction. 


§ 16-1-30. School buildings. 


All students in the public schools shall be provided with school 
facilities that are conducive to an effective teaching and learning environ- 
ment and meet all of the following requirements: 


(1) School buildings shall be safe and shall have adequate space, 
heating, and air conditioning. School grounds shall be safe, clean, appro- 
priate to the educational mission of the school, and shall provide for proper 
drainage; 


(2) All instruction, including instruction for special education stu- 
dents, shall occur in classrooms or other appropriate instructional spaces 
that are of suitable size and format. Schools shall have adequate science 
laboratories and facilities and equipment for computer and foreign language 
instruction; administrative offices; sick rooms or infirmaries; auditoriums; 
gymnasiums; cafeterias; athletic facilities and playgrounds, as age-appro- 
priate; music, art, and drama facilities, and vocational facilities. 


(3) Schools shall have school libraries and media spaces that are 
appropriate in size, equipment, lighting, and materials for the number and 
age range of their students. School libraries and media centers shall contain 
a sufficient number of books, periodicals, and other media resources to 
serve their student bodies in an appropriate manner. Books and other media 
resources shall be catalogued and maintained by the services of a certified 
media specialist. 


(4) Schools shall have appropriate maintenance service that pro- 
vides systematic repair and care of the site, buildings, and equipment. School 
buildings and grounds shall be clean and sanitary. Sufficient maintenance 
and janitorial services shall be provided so that principals, teachers, par- 
ents, and students are not required to perform maintenance or janitorial 
tasks. Broken windows shall be fixed with reasonable speed; roofs shall be 
repaired and not permitted to continue to leak; termites and other pests in 
schools shall be exterminated as needed; schools shall not have unsafe lev- 
els of asbestos or radon as determined by any applicable federal standards; 
and school drinking water shall be drinkable and safe. 


§ 16-1-31. Schools to participate in breakfast program. 
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Every public school in the state of Alabama eligible to participate 
in the federal school breakfast program established pursuant to the Child 
Nutrition Act of 1966, set forth at 42 U.S.C. § 1771, et seq., shall do so, 
unless exempted by the State Superintendent of Education. 


§ 16-1-32. Parent education programs to be provided. 


The State Board of Education shall develop or identify, or both, 
parent education programs to enable parents to assist the schools in foster- 
ing the education of their children, and each public school shall provide 
parent education programs for parents of children attending such school. 


§ 16-1-33. Fund raising. 


Fund raising shall not be conducted in the public schools during the 
instructional day. 


§ 16-1-34. Personal leave for support personnel at Alabama Insti- 
tute for Deaf and Blind, public two-year educational institutions, and Ala- 
bama School of Fine Arts; funding. 


(a) When used in the section, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) EDUCATIONAL AUTHORITY. The Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind, all public two-year educational institutions, and the Ala- 
bama School of Fine Arts. 


(2) SUPPORT PERSONNEL or EMPLOYEE. Maid, custodian, 
adult bus driver, lunchroom or cafeteria worker, secretary, clerk, clerical 
assistant, maintenance worker, or other noncertificated employee who works 
an average of 20 hours weekly and who is not otherwise covered by the 
State Merit System or Teacher Tenure Law. 


(b) Each educational authority shall grant two days of personal 
leave with pay to its support personnel during the time schools are in ses- 
sion. Additional days may be granted by the educational authority at its 
discretion. No employee, as a condition to receive personal leave, shall be 
required to divulge his or her reasons for requesting the leave. The board of 
control of the educational authority shall enact policies providing for uni- 
form administration of personal leave. 


(c) Funding fortwo days of personal leave shall come from appropria- 
tions made through the annual appropriations act. Funding for additional per- 
sonal leave days shall be at the expense of the educational authority. 
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Section 6. Chapter 2A is added to Title 16 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 2A 
RESTRUCTURING OF STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 


§ 16-2A-1. State Department of Education to undergo restructur- 
ing to facilitate school reform. 


The Legislature finds that, in order to further the goals set forth in 
Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994, the State 
Department of Education should restructure itself to decentralize authority, 
provide for regulatory relief at the local level, and provide a primary focus 
on the provision of leadership and service to the public schools and educa- 
tors of Alabama, rather than governance. 


§ 16-2A-2. State Department of Education staff to receive training 
in new role; ACSPA to assist in training. 


(a) The staff of the State Department of Education shall receive 
appropriate training to enable the department to provide leadership and sup- 
port to local school systems, schools, and educators as authority is decen- 
tralized from the state department to the local level. Training shall include, 
at a minimum, training in assessments, instructional support, curriculum 
adaptation, inclusion, and new methods of administration. Training shall 
be based upon the assumption that staff understand and respect the diverse 
racial, ethnic, and cultural backgrounds of Alabama’s children. Staff of the 
State Department of Education shall determine training needs. 


(b) The ACSPA shall recommend Alabama business and corpo- 
rate leaders, as well as other managers and administrators from the public 
and private sector, to provide suitable performance management training 
for the staff of the State Department of Education consistent with the chang- 
ing roles and duties of the staff. 


(c) The ACSPA shall name an advisory panel of education experts 
to design, in consultation with State Department of Education, a compre- 
hensive and sustained professional development program for the staff of the 
State Department of Education to aid in the implementation of Alabama 
First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994. 


§ 16-2A-3. State Department of Education staff to be trained to 
provide support and leadership to educators of students with disabilities. 


(a) State Department of Education staff members shall be trained 
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to provide support and leadership to state educators of students with dis- 
abilities. 

(b) Training for State Department of Education staff shall be pro- 
vided by individuals having experience, professional qualifications, and 
expertise in the following: 


(1) The operation and administration of schools which provide 
services in integrated environments to students with disabilities, including: 


a. Scheduling to support collaborative teaming. 
b. Building-wide leadership. 

c. Related staff training. 

d. Appropriate health and safety policies. 


(2) The rationale and benefits of inclusive education for students 
with disabilities. 


(3) Training for teachers and staff in the following areas: 
a. The strengths and special needs of persons with disabilities. 


b. Methods for supporting instruction in the regular classroom of 
children with disabilities. 


c. Strategies for developing and implementing collaborative ser- 
vice delivery. 


d. The provision of related services in integrated environments. 


e. The development of community-based instruction and school- 
to-work transitions. 


f. Positive support strategies and functional assessment of prob- 
lem behavior. 


Section 7. Section 16-3-14.1 is added to the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


16-3-14.1. Courses of study. 


The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the

State Superintendent of Education, shall prescribe the contents of courses 
of study for all public schools in the state. The courses of study shall be 
consistent with the goals and principles of Chapter 3A of this title. 


Section 8. Chapter 3A is added to Title 16 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 3A. 
REFORM OF ALABAMA PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


§ 16-3A-1. Legislative intent. 
The Legislature finds and determines that: 


(1) The Alabama public school system shall be reformed based on 
the following principles: 


a. All Alabama students can learn at significantly higher levels. 
The expectations that a school system holds for its students, as well as the 
resources and instructional program that it provides, are important in deter- 
‘mining the kind of education that students receive. The Alabama school 
system must be committed at all levels to the basic principle that all stu- 
dents in the state are expected to achieve at a level that prepares them for 
meaningful employment and career options, and that permits them to par- 
ticipate and to make informed decisions as citizens that will preserve our 
democracy. 


b. The knowledge exists to help all Alabama students learn at 
significantly higher levels. Alabama’s educators must have the support to 
act on this knowledge and on continuing developments in educational re- 
search. 


c. The diversity that parents, teachers, and students bring to 
Alabama’s education system must be respected. All education must be 
provided in an atmosphere free from prejudice of whatever variety. 


d. All learning environments in the state must be safe, sanitary, 
conducive to learning, and supplied with adequate resources. 


e. Teachers, provided with necessary support, are essential to school 
improvement. Sufficient improvement will occur only when the entire school 
system, including administrators and other professional and noncertificated 
staff, empowers teachers and supports them in their educational mission. 


f. All special education needs, including the needs of students with 
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disabilities, must be addressed in all aspects of school reform. The plan for 
reform contained in Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 
1994 is intended to apply to all students in the Alabama public school sys- 
tem. The performance expected of students who need special education as 
a result of disabilities is the same as that expected of other students, so long 
as the applicable standards are consistent with the individual education plan 
for each of the special education students, even though accommodations for 
special education students may be required in strategy, methodology, as- 
sessment instruments, facilities, technology, school-to-work transitions, and 
other areas. Gifted students shall have the opportunity to move signifi- 
cantly beyond their present level of achievement. 


g. A partnership among educators, students, families, businesses, 
and communities is necessary for students to achieve success. People out- 
side the school, including parents, can and shall work with school profes- 
sionals to achieve successful students. 


(2) The Alabama public school system must be based on the pur- 
suit of academic excellence with adequate resources to support successful 
academic performance. 


(3) Educators and administrators must be well-trained and be pro- 
vided adequate professional development. 


(4) School staff must have strong support. 
(5) The system’s infrastructure must be sound. 


(6) Non-school barriers to leaming must be addressed and mini- 
mized. 


(7) Reforms must include a strong system of accountability. 


(8) Special education must be a part of an inclusive system of 
education. 


(9) Adult education is essential to Alabama’s economic future. 


(10) Public school funding must have stable sources and be equi- 
table and adequate. 


(11) The state shall organize and maintain a public educational 
system that enables students to develop the knowledge and skills, or capaci- 
ties, that are the products of an adequate education. This system shall be 
based on academic excellence, and at the same time shall promote the en- 
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abling conditions for improving day-to-day learning and teaching. It shall 
provide students with adequate and equitable opportunities to achieve the 
desired levels of performance. To be adequate, Alabama’s educational sys- 
tem must, at a minimum, equip its students with the following capacities: 


a. Sufficient oral and written communication skills to function in 
Alabama and at national and international levels. 


b. Sufficient mathematical and scientific skills to function in Ala- 
bama and at national and international levels. 


c. Sufficient knowledge of economic, social, and political systems 
generally, and of the history, politics, and social structure of Alabama and 
the United States specifically, to enable the students to make informed 
choices. 


d. Sufficient understanding of governmental processes and of ba- 
Sic civic institutions to enable the students to understand and contribute to 
the issues that affect his or her community, state, and nation. 


e. Sufficient self-knowledge and knowledge of principles of physi- 
cal and mental health to enable the student to monitor and contribute to his 
or her own physical and mental well-being. 


f. Sufficient understanding of the arts to enable each student to 
appreciate his or her cultural heritage and the cultural heritage of others. 


g. Sufficient training, or preparation for advanced training, in aca- 
demic or vocational skills, and sufficient guidance to enable each child to 
choose and pursue lifework intelligently. 


h. Sufficient levels of academic or vocational skills to enable pub- 
lic school students to compete favorably with their counterparts in Ala- 
bama, in surrounding states, across the nation, and throughout the world in 
academics or in the job market. 


i. Sufficient support and guidance so that every student feels a 
sense of self-worth and ability to achieve, and so that every student is en- 
couraged to live up to his or her full potential. 


(12) The system of secondary education in this state shall be re- 
structured to ensure that all secondary students have access to curriculum 
and learning experiences designed to prepare them for future employment, 
educational and career opportunities, and active citizenship. The restruc- 
turing shall be based on exceptionally high achievement in the core curricu- 
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lum by all students early in the secondary years and shall emphasize the 
transition from school to work. The business community of this state shall 
play a role in the implementation of this restructuring and therefore shall 
assist the ACSPA and the State Board of Education in the development of 
the restructuring plan. 


(13) The reform of education pursuant to Alabama First: A Plan 
for Academic Excellence Act of 1994 shall not, in any way, include values 
clarification activities or the assessment of any child’s values. Students 
shall not in any way be tested, surveyed, evaluated, measured, or graded on 
their values or the values of their families. School personnel shall be pro- 
hibited from using any techniques in the classroom that involve the induc- 
tion of hypnotic states, guided imagery, meditation or yoga. Such reform 
must recognize that personal values are best learned by students from sources 
other than public education such as parents and places of worship. 


(14) Parents or guardians shall be notified if or when sex educa- 
tion classes as defined by the State Board of Education are going to be 
taught and shall have the authority to opt their students out of such classes. 
Meaningful activities shall be provided for students who are opted out of 
sex education classes. 


(15) The ACSPA, charged with the task of providing guidance and 
developing policy framework to facilitate the implementation of Alabama 
First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994 in Alabama’s public 
schools, shall provide the starting impetus and sustaining interest to trans- 
late the act’s precepts of reform into practical, measurable improvements in 
Alabama’s public school system. 


(16) All levels of Alabama’s education system, including the State 
Department of Education, local school boards, schools, educators, the Gov- 
emor, members of the Legislature, and all others responsible for the financ- 
ing or administration of education in Alabama, consistent with the author- 
ity and responsibility assigned to each level, shall be directly accountable to 
the citizens of Alabama to carry out their constitutional obligations related 
to education, which include not only holding those entities responsible for 
administering and operating the state’s public school system accountable 
for the system’s performance, but also enabling the entities to achieve the 
results demanded of them by ensuring that: 


a. They are provided with adequate means (including staff and 
resources, support for professional development, access to effective pro- 
grams, and technical assistance) to achieve the goals. 


b. Accountability accompanies authority. 
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c. All students are afforded adequate and equitable educational 
opportunities. 


(17) All agencies, councils, committees, commissions, or like bod- 
ies created by or pursuant to Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excel- 
lence Act of 1994 shall be representative of the diverse nature of the popu- 
lation to be served by the body. 


§ 16-3A-2. Adoption of learning goals and objectives. 


The State Board of Education shall adopt and order the implemen- 
tation of the following leaming goals and academic achievement objectives 
and shall require these goals and objectives to be prerequisites to graduat- 
ing from high school following the 1998-99 school year. 


(a) Social Studies Achievement Objectives. Alabama students shall: 


(1) Demonstrate an understanding of the major and diverse histori- 
cal and geographical themes in the study of Alabama, the United States of 
America, and the world. 


(2) Demonstrate an understanding of current events in Alabama, 
the United States of America, and the world. 


(3) Demonstrate an understanding of the economic systems of the 
United States of America and the world and how those systems impact 
consumption and production choices in the marketplace. 


(4) Demonstrate an understanding of the role of the United States 
of America citizen, of American constitutional democracy, and of other 
forms of government. 


(5) Show how to use literature, documents, maps, and globes in 
researching and explaining topics of historical and current interest. 


(6) Show how to use current technology as a tool for communica- 
tion and research. 


(7) Show how they can make informed decisions using analytical 
skills. 


(b) Science Academic Achievement Objectives. Public school stu- 
dents will: 


(1) Demonstrate an understanding of the dynamic nature of the 
earth and universe. 
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(2) Demonstrate an understanding of the fundamental concepts in 
the areas of biology, physical science, zoology, other life sciences, chemis- 
try and physics. 


(3) Demonstrate an understanding in the physical science with 
emphasis on the nature of matter, changes in matter and energy, the laws of 
motion, and the forces of nature. 


(4) Construct and develop science projects at each secondary grade 
level and shall demonstrate the safe and proficient use of scientific equip- 
ment such as thermometers, microscopes, balances, computers and elec- 
tronic probes. 


(5) Demonstrate an understanding of the scientific method and the 
historical significance of the study of science. 


(6) Apply and appropriately integrate scientific knowledge and 
thinking/process skills through observation, classification, inference, pre- 
diction and the formulation of models. 


(7) Plan, complete, and evaluate investigations and communicate 
results by developing science projects and papers. 


(c) Mathematics Academic Achievement Objectives. Alabama 
students will: 


(1) Apply mathematical processes in a variety of situations (such 
as, personal, academic, consumer, and career). 


(2) Solve problems applying a variety of mathematical approaches 
such as addition, subtraction, multiplication and division of numbers and 
fractions. 


(3) Use geometry to measure the volume, width, length and height 
of various objects. 


(4) Show proficient use of data analysis techniques, statistical 
methods, and probability concepts to describe and analyze data and to make 
decisions and predictions regarding such data. 


(5) Apply geometric concepts to problems dealing with symmetry, 
similarity and other fundamental approaches. 


(6) Show they can perform inverse operations, factoring, and sim- 
plifying irrational expressions in algebra.

(7) Show they understand how to use graphs, formulas, spread- 
sheets, and physical models. 


(8) Show a proficient understanding of how to use logical reason- 
ing skills to solve problems, analyze data, prove conjectures, test validity of 
arguments, and establish relationships. 


(9) Show how to perform mathematical problems and equations 
through the use of paper and pencil, mental arithmetic, calculator, and com- 
puter tools. 


(10) Express ideas, concepts, and relationships using mathemati- 
cal terms and symbols, and language. 


(11) Made connections among the various topics of mathematics 
and among mathematics and the other disciplines. 


(d) English, Speech and Language Academic Achievement Stan- 
dards. Alabama students shall: 


(1) Read with comprehension printed material from diverse sources 
from academic, work related, functional, and recreational material. 


(2) Write with clarity for a variety of purposes and audiences in- 
cluding, but not limited to, research and creative writing papers and book 
reports at all secondary levels. 


(3) Speak for a variety of purposes and to diverse audiences. 


(4) Listen to and show they are able to comprehend and interpret 
oral presentations by teachers and other individuals. 


(5) Demonstrate knowledge of the types, periods, and characteris- 
tics of literature from diverse cultures and places. 


(6) Demonstrate competence in the use of grammar, spelling, sen- 
tence and paragraph structure and diagramming in oral and written com- 
munications. 


(7) Use critical, creative, and logical thinking when reading, speak- 
ing, writing, listening, and observing. 


(8) Use computers and other technologies to locate and organize 
information and express ideas. 
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(9) Demonstrate effective use of reference material and research 
skills. 


(10) Demonstrate communication skills in a second language. 


(e) Vocational and Career Academic Achievement Objectives. 
Alabama students shall: 


(1) Identify potential career options and the education and training 
requirements for each prior to the eleventh and twelfth grade years of study. 


(2) Explore personal aptitudes and interests and link them to ca- 
reer and employment opportunities. 


(3) Attend career and higher education recruiting fairs and orienta- 
tions sessions 


(4) Work independently and cooperatively in various settings to set 
goals, create solutions, manage resources, monitor progress, and complete 
tasks. 


(5) Organize and allocate resources, access and use information, 
and identify and use technologies to produce an idea, process, or product. 


(6) Use reasoning and problem-solving skills to make informed 
decisions. 


(7) Demonstrate an understanding of management, labor and pro- 
duction functions within a business or industry. 


(f) Health Education and Physical Education Academic Achieve- 
ment Objectives. Alabama students shall: 


(1) Demonstrate an understanding of the relationship among all 
aspects of personal hygiene and health. 


(2) Implement a plan of personal fitness and wellness, and shall 
demonstrate such fitness and wellness. 


(3) Demonstrate knowledge of the rules, regulations, and laws that 
have an impact on health and safety of individuals and communities. 


All of the above goals may be revised by the State Board of Educa- 
tion prior to August 1, 1994, provided any such revision must first be sub- 
mitted to the Legislative Oversight Committee on Education Reform and 
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approved by that committee. Each goal and objective shall be a public 
document, available for inspection at reasonable times by students, parents, 
teachers, and other members of the local community. 


§ 16-3A-3. Courses of study. 


(a) The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the 
State Superintendent, shall establish courses of study, based on the learning 
goals and objectives established pursuant to Section 16-3A-2, that define 
more specifically, in measurable terms, what Alabama students are required 
to know and be able to do. 


(b) The courses of study shall be based on the following principles: 


(1) The courses of study shall identify what students should know 
and be able to do, but not how they are to be taught. Schools and school 
systems shall have the authority to make decisions about the way in which 
instruction will occur. In implementing courses of study, schools and school 
systems may develop innovative, interdisciplinary modes of instruction 
adapted to local contexts and needs that are responsive to the variety of 
ways in which students leam. 


(2) The State Board of Education shall prescribe contents of courses 
of study. School councils and school systems may establish curriculum 
with contents more expansive and rigorous than the course of study pre- 
scribed by the state board. 


(3) Courses of study relating to language arts shall include provi- 
sions for phonics and whole language. 


(4) The State Board of Education shall adopt necessary policies, 
procedures, rules, regulations, and/or standards to require college and uni- 
versity departments of education to review their existing educational pro- 
grams for prospective English, social studies, mathematics, and science 
teachers in order to ensure that such prospective teachers are properly pre- 
pared to teach the courses required by this section. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall re-examine the courses of 
study as often as it deems necessary, but at least every six years, and shall 
update the courses of study as necessary to accomplish the intent expressed 
in Section 16-3A-1. 

§ 16-3A-4. Restructuring of secondary education. 


The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the 
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ACSPA, shall develop and implement a statewide, long-range plan for re- 
structuring secondary education. This plan shall be based on the following 
principles: 


(1) Schools shall require that all students enroll in a high-level core 
academic curriculum (including academically rigorous material in science, 
mathematics, English, foreign language, the arts, social studies, health and 
physical education, and work preparation skills throughout the secondary 
school years) and support to stay in school and take advantage of that cur- 
riculum. The core curriculum shall provide all students with access to the 
knowledge and skills necessary to be successful in college and to be suc- 
cessful in a meaningful career. 


(2) The general track of undemanding courses to which too many 
of our students have been relegated shall be abolished. 


(3) After grade 10, in addition to the common core curriculum, 
schools shall offer advanced courses in high-skill occupationally oriented 
learning experiences, enriched arts and sciences, or courses that integrate 
both experiences that are structured to provide students with meaningful 
career options regardless of whether their immediate plans following high 
school are to seek employment or to enter college. 


(4) Student standards for graduation and promotion shall be ex- 
amined and revised to reflect the integrated system of instruction and as- 
sessment established pursuant to this chapter and the restructuring effort. 


(5) A high school exit system shall be designed that includes the 
awarding of a diploma. Receipt of the diploma will signify (i) successful 
performance in the core curriculum and (ii) one or more of the following: 
possession of qualifications necessary to enter college, enter technical training 
institutions or apprenticeship programs, or enter a first job on a career path. 


(6) New graduation and promotion requirements for students shall 
not take effect until their schools have received an adequate level of re- 
sources and have improved sufficiently to make the requirements appropri- 
ate. The State Board of Education shall develop an appropriate benchmark 
for determining when this improvement has occurred. 


(7) The role of work-site learning shall be increased. 


(8) Technical prep programs, vocational technical programs, and 
other successful work preparation programs shall be taken into account. 


(9) Schools shall provide career exposure through grade six with 
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structured career awareness activities in grades seven and eight, and shall 
provide students with counseling and guidance to identify the range of edu- 
cational and occupational options in Alabama and the nation, along with 
information about the educational programs necessary to pursue these op- 
tions. 


(10) The secondary program shall be designed to ensure that stu- 
dents have the opportunity to specialize in enriched arts and sciences and 
high-skill-occupationally oriented courses. Students shall be given appro- 
priate notice and allowed to change between occupationally-oriented and 
enriched arts and sciences courses at any appropriate time. Schools shall 
provide students who specialize with extended learning opportunities as 
needed to make such changes possible. 


(11) Schools shall not be held to any one model, but may select or 
develop advanced course offerings and methods for course delivery that are 
adapted to the local characteristics and needs of the school and its students, 
including small school size. Joint inter-school and inter-system scheduling 
shall be used when appropriate. 


(12) The state shall provide schools with adequate resources and 
technical assistance to support all aspects of the secondary school curricu- 
lum. 


(13) Schools shall not track students, relegate particular students 
to a general track of undemanding courses, or design course work that fore- 
closes educational and occupational options for students. Programs shall 
not result in de facto tracking and shall include safeguards to ensure that 
factors such as socio-economic status, race, gender, and disability do not 
limit or determine students’ post high-school pursuits. 


(14) The private sector shall be encouraged to develop a capacity 
to provide technical assistance for work-site learning and, increasingly, to 
become part of the actual delivery system. 


(15) For students with cognitive disabilities who cannot meet full 
exit criteria, schools shall provide appropriate transition services and light 
skill services in order to ensure meaningful postsecondary educational and 
vocational opportunities. 


§ 16-3A-4.1. Restructuring of elementary education. 


The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of the 
ACSPA, shall develop and implement a statewide, long-range plan for re- 
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structuring elementary education. This plan shall be based on the following 
principles: 


(1) Schools shall offer all students a high-level core academic cur- 
riculum of reading, writing, English, and mathematics for grades K to 5, 
inclusive, and support to stay in school and take advantage of that curricu- 
lum. The core curriculum shall provide all students with access to the 
knowledge and skills necessary to be successful when they reach middle, 
junior high, and high school. 


(2) The general track of undemanding courses to which too many 
of our students have been relegated shall be abolished. 


(3) Other than the core curriculum courses of reading, writing, 
English, and mathematics, each school with a school council and the local 
board of education for schools with no school council, shall select other 
curriculum for that particular school. 


(4) Student standards for promotion from one grade to the next 
shall be examined and revised to reflect the integrated system of instruction 
and assessment established pursuant to this chapter and the restructuring 
effort. 


(5) Schools shall not be held to any one model but shall be allowed 
to select and develop course offerings and methods of course delivery that 
are adapted to the local characteristics and needs of the school and its stu- 
dents. 


(6) The state shall provide schools with adequate resources and 
technical assistance to support all aspects of the elementary school curricu- 
lum. 


(7) Schools shall not track students, relegate particular students to 
a general track of undemanding courses or design course work that fore- 
closes educational options for the students. Programs shall not result in de 
facto tracking and shall include safeguards to insure that factors such as 
socio-economic status, race, gender, and disability do not limit or determine 
students pursuits. 


(8) In order to overcome education deficiencies and in order to 
meet education performance standards, the State Board of Education shall 
identify programs for local school systems that provide intensive instruc- 
tion to students who are low income or low performing or both. All at-risk 
students in grades K to 5, inclusive, and all at-risk students failing to meet 
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student performance objectives in grades K to 5, inclusive, shall be pro- 
vided with effective educational programs as defined in this act. 


(9) Students shall be encouraged to lear at the highest level pos- 
sible according to individual ability and achievement. Insofar as elemen- 
tary education is concemed, Section 16-3A-13 shall apply. 


(10) Beginning in the 1994-1995 school year, no elementary class 
in the public schools in grades K to 3, inclusive, in this state shall have 
more than 20 students, and, no classroom teacher in such a class shall teach 
more than 20 students per day. 


(11) The State Board of Education shall by regulation prescribe 
exemptions from the requirement of class size for classes such as band, 
chorus, physical education, innovative instructional practices, and for other 
exceptional circumstances. 


(12) If aclass in grades K to 3, inclusive, in an elementary school 
exceeds 20 students, then the local school board shall immediately place in 
that school an additional teacher for the additional student or students above 
20. 


(13) The State Board of Education, upon the recommendation of 
the State Superintendent, shall establish a basic core curriculum course of 
study based upon the leaming goals and objectives as to what Alabama 
elementary students need to know and to be able to do at the conclusion of 
each elementary year. 


(14) The core curriculum courses of study shall be based on the 
following principles: 


a. The courses of study shall identify what students should know 
and be able to do, but not how they are to be taught. 


b. The course of study shall identify what students must know and 
be able to do at the conclusion of each elementary year, which goal shall be 
met before a student is promoted to the next level or grade. 


§ 16-3A-5. Development of assessment strategies. 


(a) The State Board of Education shall, within six years of the 
effective date of this act, develop and implement assessment strategies to 
measure whether students are performing at the level necessary to achieve 
the goals and objectives established pursuant to Section 16-3A-2. The as- 
sessment strategies shall provide for: 
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(1) Assessments, including criterion-referenced tests and other 
appropriate strategies such as portfolios, projects, and tasks based on the 
pursuit of academic excellence. 


(2) Comparison of the performance of students in Alabama public 
schools with that of students in other states by the use of nationally recog- 
nized normed-referenced standardized tests designed to provide the com- 
parisons. 


(3) Accommodation of the particular needs of the students with 
disabilities to allow each student to demonstrate his or her competence in 
achieving the performance goals and objectives. 


(b) The Office of School Accountability (OSA) shall monitor the 
assessment strategies established and implemented pursuant to subsection 
(a) to confirm their validity and reliability, and to ensure the absence of 
gender, racial, and cultural bias. 


(c) Schools are authorized and encouraged to continue the use of 
traditional grading methods (such as “A,” “B,” “C,” “D,” and “F’”) when 
schools and local boards of education consider the use of those methods 
appropriate under the circumstances. 


(d) The OSA shall include in its annual report a comparison of the 
test scores of Alabama students with test scores of students in other states 
on the nationally recognized norm based standardized tests required by sub- 
section (a)(2) of this section. The Legislature expects that the reforms 
initiated by the Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 
1994 will enable students to demonstrate significant progress once the re- 
forms have been implemented and students have had a reasonable opportu- 
nity to experience the effect of such reform. If the comparative ranking, or 
norm reference, if applicable, of Alabama students on such test does not 
improve during the period covered by the OSA report, the OSA shall pro- 
vide its analysis of the reasons why improvement is not shown and its rec- 
ommendation for any changes in the Alabama public school system that 
would improve the comparative ranking of Alabama students. 


§ 16-3A-6. Accountability system. 


(a) The ACSPA, in consultation with the State Board of Educa- 
tion, utilizing appropriate experts as it deems appropriate, and a broadly 
representative group of local educators, shall develop an incentive system 
of educator rewards, assistance, and consequences which shall constitute 
Alabama’s core accountability program for successful and unsuccessful

school performance. The accountability system shall be based on the fol- 
lowing principles: 


(1) The school, or an appropriate school team within the school, 
shall be the unit of accountability, not the individual teacher. Teachers will 
be evaluated and held accountable on an individual basis at the school level, 
under the direction of the local board or the school council, if applicable. 
“School” shall be defined by the State Board of Education at least six months 
prior to the commencement of assessment of schools for accountability pur- 
poses, and the definition shall take into account problems such as those 
presented by schools with non-traditional grade structures or students with 
special needs. 


(2) Schools shall be provided with adequate and equitable resources 
and with the authority necessary to achieve the results for which they are 
held accountable. 


(3) The State Board of Education shall develop and implement a 
system for periodic assessment of each school’s performance. The system 
shall ensure that schools devote resources and attention to the continuous 
encouragement and development of all students, whether high- or low-per- 
forming. Schools shall not be compared with one another, but rather, each 
school’s performance shall be compared with its own historical performance. 
The accountability system shall be fair to all schools and recognize that 
schools begin from different starting points and face different challenges in 
meeting learning goals. Schools in which virtually all students are meeting 
leaming goals shall not be penalized by the system and shall have fair op- 
portunities for rewards. 


(4) For purposes of assessing school performance as required in 
this section, student success shall be defined in terms of student achieve- 
ment of the learning goals and performance objectives established pursuant 
to Section 16-3A-2, as measured by assessment strategies to be established 
by the State Board of Education. 


(5) School performance shall be assessed, and rewards, assistance, 
and consequences for schools determined, based upon a combined analysis 
of the following: 


a. The aggregate performance of the students within that school, 
taking into account both the proportion of students successfully achieving 
performance objectives, and the movement of students toward, away from, 
or beyond such performance objectives during the period preceding the as- 
sessment. 
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b. Various other factors, as determined by the State Board of Edu- 
cation in consultation with the ACSPA, which factors shall include, with- 
out limitation, the graduation/completion/dropout rate, retention rate, the 
daily attendance rate, and the expulsion, assignment to alternative school 
program, and suspension rate for each school. 


The State Board of Education shall, with input from the ACSPA, develop 
regulations prescribing the relative weight to be given the factors discussed 
in paragraphs a. and b., in order to arrive at a performance index or “grade” 
for each school’s performance for that assessment period for purposes of 
administering rewards, assistance, and consequences. The analysis of stu- 
dent performance described in paragraph a. shall be given greater weight 
than the factors enumerated in paragraph b. in judging the overall perfor- 
mance of a school unit. The method used to calculate a school’s perfor- 
mance index shall be reviewed by the OSA for validity at least once every 
five years. 


(6) For purposes of assessing changes in the aggregate perfor- 
mance of students in the schools, student performance shall be charted or 
placed on a continuum of achievement of performance objectives, to be 
developed by the State Department of Education for use in all schools. At 
the time of each assessment, the movement of students along the continuum 
of performance from one assessment period to the next shall be analyzed to 
obtain the information used in paragraph a. of subdivision (5) to calculate 
the school’s performance index for an assessment period. 


(7) Assessments for accountability purposes shall occur at two- 
year intervals, with the initial assessments to occur within the period com- 
mencing two years after the effective date of this act and ending nine months 
thereafter. Assessments may be undertaken more frequently than required 
by the accountability system, but any such assessments shall not be associ- 
ated with rewards and consequences. The initial assessment shall be per- 
formed only to obtain beginning or “baseline” data of student performance 
necessary to permit valid measurement of changes in student performance 
in subsequent periodic assessments. No rewards or consequences shall re- 
sult from the initial assessment. 


(8) Each school shall be expected to improve its performance with 
each periodic assessment, both through an increase in the proportion of 
satisfactorily-performing and above satisfactorily-performing students and 
a decrease in the proportion of lowest-performing students. 


(9) Rewards for schools showing satisfactory improvement may 
include financial bonuses to schools, to be spent at the sole discretion of 
school councils, or at the discretion of the local board for the benefit of the 
school where a school council has not been established. Rewards may also

be used for purposes such as graduate work, attendance at professional 
conferences, the purchase of classroom materials and equipment, or field 
trips. In addition, the State Board of Education, in consultation with local 
schools, shall identify non-financial rewards to provide recognition of suc- 
cessful schools, such as designation as an exemplary school, statewide pub- 
licity, community awards ceremonies, or school banquets. 


(10) The accountability system shall be designed in such a way as 
to ensure that schools are not rewarded for achieving performance growth 
only among students with whom the school system has tended to be more 
successful. All students, including those with disabilities, shall participate 
fully in the assessment and accountability process so that schools have strong 
incentives to increase the success of students with disabilities; however, 
necessary accommodations may be made for students with severe cognitive 
disabilities. 


(11) Local school superintendents, local school boards, school staff, 
and the community shall be provided fair notice of the rewards and conse- 
quences to expect if certain results are or are not achieved. The rewards 
and consequences shall be specified no later than one year after the initial 
assessment, shall be posted at all schools, and disseminated to parents and 
teachers. 


(12) The rewards system shall be continuously monitored by the 
OSA to ensure its validity in rewarding improvements in and maintaining 
performance, rather than wealth or other non-performance factors. 


(13) If assessments indicate that a school is failing to achieve im- 
provements in performance, the school shall be provided upon application, 
as appropriate, substantial assistance in meeting its performance thresh- 
olds. This assistance may include, but not be limited to, technical support, 
hands-on help, extra professional development, and eligibility for state grants. 
Targeted special assistance projects shall be established and administered 
by the State Board of Education. Eligible schools shall submit applications 
for assistance through their school systems. The State Board of Education 
shall aid systems and schools in diagnosing problems and identifying im- 
provement strategies and shall provide special training for those involved in 
such diagnostic activities. If a school is in need of assistance even before 
formal assessments have been performed, it shall be able to apply immedi- 
ately for assistance. The local school board and superintendent shall be 
given a reasonable time to assist a failing school in correcting performance 
problems prior to any actions taken under subsequent parts of this section. 


(14) The consequences for failure shall include, as circumstances 
warrant, loss of school control and status. In such cases, mandatory diag- 
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nostic and remedial help shall be administered by the State Department of 
Education. A failing school shall be required to submit a plan for improve- 
ment to the local school board and superintendent for approval. One or 
more highly skilled and respected educators, “Alabama Distinguished Edu- 
cators” or “ADEs”, chosen by the State Department of Education accord- 
ing to criteria developed by the State Board of Education, may be assigned 
to the school and vested with certain decision-making authority to assist in 
the school’s improvement. The school and its staff shall be required to 
complete an assessment, supported by written documentation, to determine 
the reasons why the school did not meet its accountability threshold. The 
school shall be placed by the State Department of Education in one of the 
following categories: 


a. Tier I. A school failing to achieve its expected performance 
level, but maintaining at least the previous proportion of students success- 
fully achieving performance objectives, shall: 

1. Publicize school status. 

2. Develop a school improvement plan. 


3. Publicize the school improvement plan. 


4. Compile an end-of-year report on the school improvement plan, 
as implemented. 


5. Apply for any available state school development grant monies. 


6. Plan acomprehensive staff development program aimed at cor- 
recting the school’s specific weaknesses. 


Once a school has been designated a Tier I school, if it fails at the 
next biannual assessment to meet its expected performance level, it will 
automatically become a Tier II school, even if the proportion of students 
successfully achieving performance objectives has not declined. 


b. Tier II. A school in which the proportion of students success- 
fully achieving performance objectives declines, but by less than five per- 
centage points, shall: 


1. Be subject to the same consequences and assistance as a Tier I 
school. 


2. Compile both mid-year and end-of-year reports on the school 
improvement plan. 
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3. Be assigned one or more ADEs to assist in the school’s improve- 
ment. The ADE may substitute his or her judgment regarding any decision 
previously vested in the school’s principal, instructional staff, or school 
council. 


c. Tier If. No school shall move directly to a Tier III designation, 
even though the proportion of students successfully achieving performance 
objectives might decline by five percentage points or more. Such a school 
should first be designated a Tier II school and should be given two years to 
reverse the trend. At the end of two years, the school should again be 
evaluated. If it is again determined that the proportion of successful stu- 
dents has declined by five percentage points or more, the school shall be 
declared a Tier III school or “school-in-crisis.” Provided, however, a school 
evaluated to be in the top 25 percent of all schools in the state based on 
criteria established by the State Board of Education shall not be declared a 
“school-in-crisis.” A “‘school-in-crisis” shall: 


1. Be publicly declared a “‘school-in-crisis.” 


2. Be subject to the same consequences and assistance as a Tier II 
school. 


3. Be subject to total loss of decision-making authority to an ADE. 


4. Have its principal and certified staff be subject to dismissal or 
transfer upon ADE recommendation, as set forth in subdivision (15). 


5. Require any transferred or dismissed instructional personnel to 
forfeit claims to any subsequent school reward. 


If consistent improvement is not shown in the school in the next 
biannual assessment, the local school board, the State Department of Edu- 
cation and the OSA shall together determine the best course of action for 
the students at the school, including, but not limited to, continuation under 
the authority of the ADE, the hiring of a new principal, or closure of the 
school and reassignment of the students. Final determination shall be made 
by the local board. 


A school shall be allowed to appeal a Tier placement in accordance 
with regulations to be developed by the State Department of Education and 
approved by the ACSPA. 


(15) One or more ADEs shall be assigned to a Tier II or Tier TI 
school. The decision as to whom and how many shall be assigned shall be 
made by the State Department of Education after consultation with the lo- 
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cal board. The powers and responsibilities of an ADE shall include all of 
the following: 


a. Working with the principal and any other administrative or sup- 
port staff to improve the school’s performance. 


b. Working with the teachers to assist them in their effort to im- 
prove student performance. 


c. Helping to increase the effectiveness or involvement of staff, 
parents, the civic and business community, and other government or private 
agencies as necessary to improve the school’s performance. 


d. Making a judgment about the effectiveness of the school’s in- 
structional staff. After six months’ association with the “‘school-in-crisis,” 
the ADE shall make a judgment about each instructional staff member, 
recommending retention, dismissal, or transfer. In a Tier II school, any 
transfer or dismissal recommendations shall be considered by the local board 
consistent with the procedures set forth in Chapters 22A or 24B, as appro- 
priate. In a “school-in-crisis,” the ADE shall have additional authority, 
arising from the paramount interest of the state in providing its children the 
adequate education to which they are constitutionally entitled, to dismiss 
personnel failing to perform their duties satisfactorily without reference or 
adherence to Chapters 22A or 24B. The authority is to be exercised only 
when, in the judgment of the ADE, the performance of the personnel is so 
substandard that an emergency situation exists that imperils or impedes the 
educational process to an extent that the students’ constitutional entitlement 
to an adequate education is impaired. In a “school-in-crisis,” the ADE 
shall repeat the evaluation process every six months, until the State Depart- 
ment of Education determines that the school is no longer a “school-in- 
crisis” or until the next biannual assessment is completed and its results 
warrant removal of the Tier III designation. 


(16) School staff shall be consulted as to the nature of the prob- 
lems inhibiting school performance and the best possible solutions. The 
focus of intervention shall not be to assign blame but to rehabilitate and 
reinvigorate schools. The accountability system shall operate not only with 
concem for student welfare, but also with respect for the educators. 


(b) The State Department of Education shall develop a system of 
accountability, including rewards, assistance, and consequences, for school 
systems that is analogous to that developed for schools, except that the 
performance measures employed shall relate to the school systems’ overall 
success in achieving improvements in performance. 
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(c) The ACSPA shall create a system of accountability to evaluate 
the State Department of Education. 


§ 16-3A-7. Consolidation and deconsolidation. 


The State Board of Education shall develop criteria for the consoli- 
dation and deconsolidation of schools by local school boards consistent 
with the pursuit of academic excellence embodied in Alabama First: A Plan 
for Academic Excellence Act of 1994. 


§ 16-3A-8. Targeted compensatory assistance. 


In order to overcome past education system deficiencies and in or- 
der to meet education performance standards, targeted compensatory assis- 
tance shall be provided to public schools to provide or expand effective 
instructional programs to improve student performance, prevent dropouts, 
and prepare graduates for work or higher education, and the State Board of 
Education shall administer funds appropriated for this purpose. This tar- 
geted assistance shall be directed to students at the secondary level who 
have previously been denied the knowledge or skills necessary for college, 
other postsecondary education, or career path employment. 


§ 16-3A-9. Programs for students who are low income or low per- 
forming, or both. 


In order to overcome past education system deficiencies and in or- 
der to meet education performance standards, the State Board of Education 
shall, within one year of the effective date of this act, identify programs for 
local school systems that provide sustained and intensive instruction to stu- 
dents who are low income or low performing, or both, and that have a 
research basis confirming their success in bringing such students to high 
levels of achievement. All at-risk students in grades K to three, inclusive, 
and all at-risk students failing to meet the student performance objectives in 
grades four to 12, inclusive, shall be provided with effective educational 
programs as described in this section. 


§ 16-3A-10. Development of building program. 


(a) The State Board of Education shall conduct a needs assess- 
ment, utilizing outside consultants as it deems appropriate, for the purpose 
of initiating a large-scale construction and renovation program for public 
schools. This assessment shall concentrate on facilities in poor condition 
for their intended use and facilities inadequate to accommodate any neces- 
sary features, such as science laboratories and technology, access for the 
disabled, and increased student populations. The State Board of Educa- 
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tion, in making this assessment, shall consider the impact of increased use 
of school facilities by the community and by students for extra hours per 
day and days per year. The State Board of Education shall also consider 
the advice of professional architects and teachers and others who are in the 
schools on a daily basis. 


(b) The State Board of Education shall present its completed needs 
assessment to the Governor and the Legislature, to include recommenda- 
tions about the priority of projects to be accomplished, cost and time esti- 
mates for completion of the construction and renovation program, and pro- 
posals for funding the construction and renovation program. 


(c) Fund allocations for facilities shall not be made on a per capita 
basis, but rather shall be made according to priorities as set forth in the 
needs assessment. Those schools and school systems with the greatest need 
shall be given the highest priorities in the allocation of funds. 


§ 16-3A-11. Minimum and average salary schedules for teachers. 


(a) Teachers in the public schools shall be paid no less than the 
minimum amounts set forth in a salary schedule to be determined by the 
State Board of Education, taking into consideration factors such as length 
of contract years and employee benefits provided. In no event may any 
teacher’s salary be reduced from its current level as a result of this section. 


(b) The average teacher salary for teachers in the public schools of 
the state shall be increased to equal or exceed the average public school 
teacher salary in the southeastern states, as determined by the State Board 
of Education, by school year 1995-1996, and for each year thereafter. 


(c) By September 1, 1995, the State Board of Education shall 
recommend to the Legislature a timetable for closing the gap between the 
average public school teacher salary in the state and the national average. 


(d) The State Board of Education shall conduct a compensation 
study to consider emerging approaches to compensation, such as skill-based 
compensation plans, and shall also examine the adequacy of and may rec- 
ommend improvements to the requirements set forth in subsections (a) to 
(c), inclusive, without lowering the compensation standards set forth therein. 
The study shall also consider interdistrict inequities in compensation across 
the state. 


§ 16-3A-12. Maximum class size; maximum number of students 
per day; exemptions; adequate instruction and instructional support. 
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(a) Except as provided in subsections (b) and (c), beginning in the 
1994-1995 school year: 


(1) No K to 3, inclusive, class in the public schools in the state 
shall have more than 20 students; no grade 4 to 6, inclusive, class in the 
public schools shall have more than 23 students; and no grade 7 to 12, 
inclusive, shall have more than 28 students. 


(2) No teacher shall teach more than 150 students per day. 


(b) The State Board of Education shall by regulation prescribe 
exemptions from the requirements of subsection (a) for: 


(1) Classes such as band, chorus, or physical education in which a 
larger class size is consistent with the educational purpose of the class. 


(2) Innovative instructional practices, including instructional tech- 
nologies. 


(3) Other exceptional circumstances consistent with the mandates 
of Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994. 


(c) Schools in which Chapter 10A of this title regarding school- 
based decision making have been implemented shall be exempt from the 
requirements of subsection (a) in order to offer classes such as band, cho- 
tus, or physical education in which a larger class size is consistent with the 
educational purpose of the class, to facilitate the use of innovative instruc- 
tional practices, including instructional technologies, and in other excep- 
tional circumstances, consistent with the mandates of Alabama First: A 
Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994. 


(d) All students shall be provided with adequate instruction and 
instructional support, including, but not limited to, appropriate student- 
teacher ratios, adequate guidance, health and library services, and adequate 
clerical and other support staff. 


§ 16-3A-13. Advanced and advanced placement courses. 


(a) The Legislature finds and determines that improvement of the 
public education system requires that students be encouraged to leam at the 
highest level possible according to interest and achievement. 


(1) Schools and school systems shall offer access to a curriculum 
with advanced courses that have contents more expansive and rigorous than 
the core curriculum required by the courses of study prescribed by the State 
Board of Education. 
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(2) Students who demonstrate a mastery of the requisite knowl- 
edge and skills in a given subject shall not be required to take courses de- 
signed to teach that knowledge of those skills and, instead, may elect to take 
other courses, including courses at ahigher grade level. Certification that a 
student has mastered the knowledge and skills for a given subject shall be 
based upon an assessment process developed by the local school board and 
approved by the State Department of Education. 


(3) Every student shall be allowed to take any advanced courses 
offered, provided that the student has completed any prerequisite course 
and subject to reasonable scheduling requirements of the school. 


(b) Any student may choose to enroll in an advanced placement 
course, subject to (i) reasonable rules and tests promulgated to ensure that 
a student demonstrates minimum competency and first completes prerequi- 
site courses, and (ii) reasonable scheduling requirements of the school. 


(c) Advanced and advanced placement courses shall be subject to 
the following: 


(1) Students and parents are informed of any proposed advanced 
academic program, including the criteria to be applied to establish and ad- 
minister the program. Notwithstanding such criteria, the school or school 
system shall make every reasonable effort to accommodate a request that a 
student be included in an advanced program. 


(2) Schools shall not group students or design coursework in a 
manner that forecloses, whether by rule or de facto, educational and occu- 
pational options for students. 


(3) No advanced level program may discriminate, whether by rule 
or de facto, on the basis of race, color, sex, national origin or religion. 


(d) Nothing in this section shall be construed to preclude the offer- 
ing of the international baccalaureate program. 


Section 9. Chapter 3B is added to Title 16 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 3B 
ALABAMA COMMISSION ON SCHOOL 
PERFORMANCE AND ACCOUNTABILITY. 


§ 16-3B-1. Alabama Commission on School Performance and Ac- 
countability created. 
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The Alabama Commission on School Performance and Account- 
ability (ACSPA) is created for the purpose of serving as the primary au- 
thority for developing the policy framework for school reform and for the 
purpose of facilitating and implementing the goals and objectives of Ala- 
bama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994, as set forth therein. 


§ 16-3B-2. Appointment; confirmation of members; chair; mem- 
bers not to be paid. 


(a) The ACSPA shall be composed of 21 members appointed by 
the Governor. The members of the ACSPA may be parents, business lead- 
ers, Civic leaders, education leaders, or other Alabamians with a deep com- 
mitment to the state’s future and to education in particular. The appointees 
shall serve for a term of six years from the effective date of this act. Any 
vacancy on the ACSPA shall be filled by the Governor for the unexpired 
term. The ACSPA shall remain in existence for a period of six years from 
the effective date of this act. 


(b) Appointees to the ACSPA shall be subject to confirmation by 
the Senate. 


(c) The Govemor shall select a chair from among the members of 
the ACSPA. The first chair shall serve a one-year term as chair and may be 
reappointed by the Govemor for additional terms. 


(d) Members of the ACSPA shall receive no compensation. 


Section 10. Chapter 3C is added to Title 16 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 3C. 
OFFICE OF SCHOOL ACCOUNTABILITY. 


§ 16-3C-1. Office of School Accountability created. 


An independent Office of School Accountability (OSA) is created 
for the purpose of monitoring student and school performance in order to 
assess and report the following: 


(1) Whether the statewide school system is achieving the standards 
set pursuant to Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 
1994, including, without limitation, the performance goals and objectives 
established at the student and school levels. 


(2) Whether, and to what extent, the State of Alabama has pro-

vided adequate and equitable resources to enable schools and students to 
meet such standards. 


§ 16-3C-2. Office of School Accountability to have Executive Di- 
rector. 


The Govemor, the Presiding Officer of the Senate, and the Speaker 
of the House shall appoint an Executive Director of the OSA, who shall be 
confirmed by the Senate. All three officers shall concur in the appointment. 
The appointment shall be for a term of six years. The Executive Director 
may be reappointed for successive terms. The Executive Director may be 
removed from office prior to the expiration of his or her term only if all 
three appointing officers concur in the removal. Compensation for the Ex- 
ecutive Director shall be set by the Governor, but in no event more than 75 
percent of the compensation of the State Superintendent of Education. 
Compensation of the Executive Director may not be reduced during his or 
her term of office. The Executive Director shall be subject to the Code of 
Ethics, Chapter 25 (commencing with Section 36-25-1) of Title 36, as 
amended from time to time. 


§ 16-3C-3. Duties of Office of Schoo! Accountability. 
The OSA shall have the following duties: 


(1) To report annually to the Governor, the Legislature, the State 
Board of Education, the State Superintendent of Education, local superin- 
tendents, local boards of education, the public, and the media on the perfor- 
mance of Alabama’s public school system. 


(2) To periodically review whether the State Board of Education 
and the State Department of Education are properly and efficiently carrying 
out their functions, with the review to include the solicitation of comments 
and criticisms from local school personnel, and report on the performance 
to the Governor, the Legislature, the State Board of Education, the State 
Superintendent of Education, local superintendents, local boards of educa- 
tion, the public, and the media, making recommendations for change, if 
necessary. 


(3) To provide oversight and review of school system activities, 
including, without limitation, examination of the need for, and validity of 
expenditures, and receive and consider complaints from the public regard- 
ing allegations of inadequacy or inequity at the school or school system 
level. 


(4) To monitor and review expenditures at the local and state level 
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for capital improvements undertaken for educational or school-related pur- 
poses. 


(5) To conduct public hearings on the status of education in the 
State of Alabama. 


(6) To recommend to the Legislature or to the appropriate school 
authorities any additions or changes needed to reform Alabama’s public 
school system. 


(7) To take appropriate action designed to correct, or to seek cor- 
rection from appropriate authorities, of deficiencies in Alabama’s public 
schools. 


Section 16-3C-4. Legislative Oversight Committee on Education 
Reform created. 


The Legislative Oversight Committee on Education Reform is cre- 
ated. The committee shall be composed of every member of the Senate 
Education Committee and every member of the House of Representatives 
Education Committee. Prior to the next legislative term, the Chair of the 
Senate Education Committee and the Chair of the House of Representatives 
Education Committee shall act as Chair of the Legislative Oversight Com- 
mittee on Education Reform an equal amount of time. Commencing with 
the next legislative term and each quadrennium thereafter, the Chair of the 
Senate Education Committee shall chair the Legislative Oversight Commit- 
tee on Education Reform for the first two years of the legislative term and 
the Chair of the House of Representatives Education Committee shall act 
as Chair during the last two years of the legislative term. The members of 
the Legislative Oversight Committee on Education Reform shall be entitled 
to regular legislative compensation, per diem, and travel expenses for each 
day of attendance at a meeting of the committee. Payments shall be paid 
out of any funds appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants 
drawn on the State Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the Chair. 
Members shall not receive additional compensation or per diem when the 
Legislature is in session or when being paid any other payments on the 
same dates for attendance of other state business. The committee shall 
review the actions of the Office of School Accountability and shall offer 
advice to the office as it deems appropriate. 


Section 11. Chapter 8A is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 
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CHAPTER 8A. 
LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION 
ARTICLE 1 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


§ 16-8A-1. County boards of education and city boards of educa- 
tion deemed local boards of education. 


For purposes of this title, county boards of education and city boards 
of education are deemed local boards of education. 


§ 16-8A-2. Powers of local boards of education. 


A local board of education shall have the power to: (1) Acquire, 
purchase by the institution of condemnation proceedings if necessary, lease, 
receive, hold, transmit, and convey the title to real and personal property 
for school purposes. 


(2) Sue and contract. Notwithstanding the foregoing, no contract 
shall be made until resolutions approving the execution thereof have been 
duly adopted by the local board of education and noted in its minutes. Pro- 
cess shall be executed by service on the local superintendent. 


(3) Establish and maintain, or aid in establishing and maintaining, 
special schools, including, without limitation, magnet schools and alterna- 
tive schools. 


(4) Enter into cooperative agreements, projects, and programs with 
the governing body of any county or city. 


(5) Provide for the transportation of employees of the board to and 
from schools along with pupils on established pupil transportation route 
schedules where such transportation can be provided without extra mileage 
or the overcrowding of school buses or other vehicles. The local board of 
education shall not be liable for any damage which may occur to the em- 
ployees. 


(6) Do all other things necessary and proper for the administra- 
tion, control, and supervision of public schools within its district. 


§ 16-8A-3. Organization and meetings. 
Each local board of education shall hold an annual meeting at which 


the board shall elect one of its members to serve as president and one to 
serve as vice-president. Each local board shall hold at least five additional 
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regular meetings during the school year. One of the meetings shall be for 
the purpose of giving the public an opportunity of presenting to the board 
any matter relating to the administration of the public schools of the dis- 
trict. Each local board of education may hold other meetings at such times 
and places as the duties and business of the board may require. Public 
notice by publication shall be given of each meeting. The rules generally 
adopted by deliberative bodies for their government shall be observed by 
the board. No motion or resolution shall be declared adopted without the 
concurrence of the majority of the whole board. 


§ 16-8A-4. Duties of local boards of education. 


Subject to the provisions of Chapter 10A of this title, each local 
school board shall be responsible for the general administration, supervi- 
sion, and control of the public schools and shall maintain a uniform and 
effective system of public schools in its district, and more specifically shall: 


(1) Consult and advise through the superintendent with school coun- 
cils, principals, teachers, students, and interested citizens in its district. 


(2) Upon the written recommendation of the local superintendent, 
determine and establish a written educational policy for the district and 
prescribe rules and regulations for the conduct and management of the schools 
in the district. Before adopting any written policies, the board shall directly, 
or indirectly through the superintendent, consult with the professional orga- 
nization representing the majority of the certificated and noncertificated 
employees and in addition shall also consult with school councils, profes- 
sional assistants, principals, teachers, and interested citizens. 


(3) Upon the adoption by the local board of any written policies, 
rules or regulations pursuant to subsection (b), furnish copies of the poli- 
cies, rules, or regulations within 20 days thereafter to all teachers or other 
board employees affected by the policy, rule, or regulation. 


(4) Upon the recommendation of the superintendent, prescribe the 
conditions upon which pupils in a school may be admitted to a school of a 
higher grade level, consistent with standards adopted by the State Board of 
Education. 


(5) Subject to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Edu- 
cation, cause to be taken, under the direction of the local superintendent of 
education, a quadrennial school census of the children in the district be- 
tween the ages of six to 19, inclusive. 


(6) Upon the recommendation of the local superintendent, appoint, 
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set the compensation for, and provide for the payment of a sufficient num- 
ber of enumerators to take the census of the district during the month of 
July or at such other time as the State Superintendent of Education directs. 


(7) Upon the recommendation of the superintendent, arrange the 
local district into one or more appropriate and convenient compulsory school 
attendance districts, keep full and complete records of the boundaries of the 
districts, and enforce the compulsory attendance law. 


(8) Make all reports required by the State Board of Education and 
the Office of School Accountability at such time, upon such matters, and in 
such form as may be prescribed by the State Board of Education and the 
Office of School Accountability, respectively. 


(9) Establish and maintain within the system of public schools 
kindergartens and playgrounds. 


(10) Prescribe the forms of reports required of school councils and 
all employees of the local board. 


(11) Provide for and maintain casualty insurance for every school 
building whose title is vested in the state, county, or school district at the 
insurable value for each such building. 


(12) Provide and maintain sanitary, hygienic, suitable and conve- 
nient rest rooms, adequately stocked with appropriate supplies, in each public 
school, with not less than two rest rooms for each school or building when 
both sexes are in attendance, and with separate means of access to each. 


§ 16-8A-5. Property. 


All property real, personal and mixed now held or hereafter ac- 
quired for public school purposes in a local school district shall be held in 
trust by the local board of education for the use of the public schools of the 
district. 


§ 16-8A-6. Custodian of funds. 


The local school board shall appoint a qualified person to be custo- 
dian of the funds of the local school board. The custodian shall give bond 
with a surety company authorized to do business in Alabama in an amount 
set by the local board of education as approved by the State Superintendent 
of Education. A certified copy of the bond shall be filed by the local board 
of education with the state superintendent. The custodian shall (1) receive 
and take charge of all moneys to which the local board of education may be 
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entitled by law or which may come into its possession for public school 
purposes, (2) pay out the moneys, but only on written order of the local 
superintendent of education, approved by the chair of the local board of 
education, (3) keep an accurate record of all receipts and expenditures, and 
(4) make such reports as may be required by law, by the local board of 
education or by rules and regulations of the State Board of Education. The 
records and accounts of the custodian shall be audited as early as possible 
after July first of each year, and the audit report may be published. 


§ 16-8A-7. Annual report published. 


The local board of education shall publish annually in the month of 
October in a newspaper of general circulation in the local board’s jurisdic- 
tion (1) a full and complete statement of its receipts by source and disburse- 
ments by function for the 12 months’ period ending September 30 in such 
form as is required by the State Superintendent of Education at the same 
time it forwards the statement to the State Superintendent of Education and 
(2) a statement of the outstanding indebtedness of the board of education as 
of September 30, which statement must show a. the schedule by years for 
retiring said indebtedness, b. separate figures for funded indebtedness, and 
unfunded indebtedness, and c. the resources available to pay any unfunded 
indebtedness. The local board of education may also prepare and publish 
annually in sufficient quantities for distribution in its jurisdiction a report 
covering the condition, current accomplishments, and needs for the improve- 
ment of the schools. The refusal or negligent failure of any member of the 
local board of education to comply with this section shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor, and the State Superintendent of Education shall withhold the 
payment of public school funds until the local board complies with this 
Section. 


§ 16-8A-8. Authority for risk management cooperative. 


(a) DEFINITIONS. For the purpose of this section, the following 
terms shall have the meanings subscribed to them by this section: 

(1) MEMBER BOARDS OF EDUCATION. A city board of edu- 
cation, county board of education, Department of Youth Services School 
District, Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, State Board of Education, 
or other public education governing board which elects to pool its resources 
and funds with one or more other boards of education for the purpose of 
forming a risk management cooperative. 


(2) RISK MANAGEMENT COOPERATIVE. An entity or enti- 
ties, to be formed by local boards of education in any combination of 25 or 
more for the purpose of pooling resources and funds to jointly purchase 
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insurance or to self-insure boards of education and their members and em- 
ployees against risks. 


(b) Boards of education in any combination of 25 or more may 
establish a risk management cooperative for the purpose of pooling resources 
and funds to provide risk management alternatives for each member board 
of education and other named insureds. Member boards of education may 
appropriate necessary funds to the risk management cooperative created 
hereunder. 


(c) Each risk management cooperative established under this sec- 
tion shall establish a governing body of trustees; establish bylaws for the 
governing of the group; enter into contracts with member boards of educa- 
tion; establish a schedule of benefits payable; establish a schedule of charges 
to be collected from member boards of education for benefits provided; 
enter into contracts with solvent insurers to provide excess coverage; enter 
into management and consultant contracts as it deems appropriate; hire 
attorneys and employees; and, exercise powers and authority incident to the 
purposes of this section. 


(d) Each risk management cooperative established under this sec- 
tion shall file with the Commissioner of Insurance a copy of its bylaws and 
schedule of benefits and charges. Each risk management cooperative shall 
also annually file with the Commissioner of Insurance a certified financial 
audit. 


(e) Any insurance, excess insurance, or both purchased by each 
risk management cooperative established under this section shall only be 
procured from sources meeting the requirements of the Department of In- 
surance of the State of Alabama or federal Risk Retention Amendments of 
1986, or both. Copies of insurance contracts, if any, purchased by each 
risk management cooperative shall be filed annually with the Commissioner 
of Insurance. 


(f) Each risk management cooperative established under this sec- 
tion shall specifically be exempt from the payment of any insurance pre- 
mium tax levied by the Department of Insurance on premiums or charges 
collected. 


(g) This section is not intended and shall not be construed to sub- 
ject any board of education to liability for tort claims where liability there- 
for does not already exist by law. 


(h) No risk management cooperative nor the trustees, employees, 
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or agents thereof, shall be subject to suit by any third party on account of a 
claim against a member of a board of education. It shall incur no liability to 
any party other than that authorized and contracted for under this section. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, this section shall not prohibit an action for 
fraud brought directly against a risk management cooperative or its agents. 


(i) No risk management cooperative established under this section 
shall provide coverage or benefits as authorized under the Public Education 
Employees’ Health Insurance Plan or the State Insurance Fund. 


§ 16-8A-9. Appointment and removal of employees. 


Subject to Chapter 10A of this title, each local board of education 
shall appoint, upon the written recommendation of the local superintendent, 
all principals, teachers, clerical, and professional assistants authorized by 
the board. The local board may suspend or dismiss for immorality, miscon- 
duct in office, insubordination, incompetency, or willful neglect of duty, or 
whenever, in the opinion of the board, the best interests of the school re- 
quire it, superintendents, principals, teachers, or any other employees or 
appointees of the board, subject to Chapters 10A and 24B. 


Other provisions of this act notwithstanding, the superintendent shall 
have the right to suspend any employee, whether tenured or nontenured, 
without pay for a period not to exceed 10 working days per school year. To 
initiate such suspension, the superintendent must provide the employee writ- 
ten notice of the reasons for the suspension. The employee shall have three 
working days to notify the superintendent in writing why the proposed sus- 
pension should not occur and shall have the right within that time period to 
personally appear, with or without a representative, before the superinten- 
dent. If the superintendent thereafter suspends the employee, the employee 
shall have the right to file a written appeal of the suspension to the employ- 
ing board within three working days, which appeal shall stay the suspen- 
sion pending final review and determination by the employing board. The 
board’s decision shall be final, subject to such judicial review as may other- 
wise be provided by law. Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
preventing the right to suspend pending a hearing on a proposed contract 
cancellation; provided, however, that in cases involving moral turpitude, an 
employee may be suspended without pay in accordance with due process of 
law. 


§ 16-8A-10. Full-time employment of teachers. 
Nothing shall be construed as preventing alocal board of education 


from contracting with teachers and other employees for a longer period of 
time than that actually devoted to teaching or the conduct of the schools 
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while actually in session. No teacher or employee shall be entitled to re- 
ceive any payment from public funds unless his or her time has been em- 
ployed as required by the contract of employment and unless all current 
records for which the teacher or employee is responsible shall have been 
kept with care and accuracy, and no teacher or employee of the board may 
receive any payment from public funds unless all records and reports re- 
quired by the State Superintendent of Education or local board of education 
shall have been properly made and submitted. 


§ 16-8A-11. Vacations and leaves of absence. 


Each local board of education may, under rules and regulations as 
may be promulgated from time to time by the State Board of Education, 
provide for leaves of absence and vacations by the employees of the boards 
and for the payment from public funds to the employees of the boards for 
leaves of absence and vacations. The boards may provide leaves of ab- 
sence during the times the schools are not in session for teachers and em- 
ployees on full pay when the teacher or employee devotes the leave of ab- 
sence to instructing in or attending schools for teacher training or in a man- 
ner approved by the State Board of Education as beneficial to the educa- 
tional work of the district; and may provide for the payment of any full-time 
teachers for absences during the time schools are in session where the ab- 
sence results from sickness or some other unavoidable cause which pre- 
vents the teacher from discharging his or her duties. Any teacher not utiliz- 
ing or being paid for the sick leave accrued in any one year pursuant to 
regulations of the State Department of Education may accumulate days at 
the rate of one day per month for the months employed and carry over the 
unutilized days to the next consecutive year or years of employment for the 
same school system, or for any other school system in which the educator 
may later be employed, until he or she accumulates a maximum of 180 
days. Pay for absences resulting from unavoidable causes other than sick- 
ness may not be allowed for a longer time than one week during any one 
year. The allowance of any such pay shall at all times be in the discretion of 
the local board of education. 


§ 16-8A-12. Personal leave for teachers during time schools are in 
session; reimbursement for unused personal leave. 


Any local board of education may grant to any teacher within its 
school system personal leave of up to five days annually noncumulative, 
during the time schools are in session. The board shall enact policies pro- 
viding for uniform administration of personal leave, and shall determine 
whether the leave is to be with part pay, full pay, or without pay, except that 
any approved leave for which the State Education Budget includes funding 
shall be with pay. It is further provided that personal leave shall be reim- 
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bursed to the teacher at the end of the school year at the same daily rate as 
is paid to substitute teachers for each day of personal leave not taken by a 
teacher. No teacher, as a condition to receive personal leave, shall be re- 
quired to divulge his or her reasons for requesting such leave. 


§ 16-8A-13. Personal leave for support personnel. 


(a) When used in this section, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) LOCAL BOARD. The governing board of all public county 
school systems and all public city school systems. 


(2) SUPPORT PERSONNEL OR EMPLOYEE. Maid, custo- 
dian, adult bus driver, lunchroom or cafeteria worker, secretary, clerk, clerical 
assistant, maintenance worker, or other noncertificated employee who works 
an average of 20 hours weekly and who is not otherwise covered by the 
State Merit System or Teacher Tenure Law. 


(b) Each local board shall grant two days of personal leave with 
pay to its support personnel during the time schools are in session. Addi- 
tional days may be granted by the local board. No employee, as a condition 
to receive personal leave, shall be required to divulge his or her reasons for 
requesting the leave. The board shall enact policies providing for uniform 
administration of personal leave. 


§ 16-8A-14. Appointment, duties, and bond of superintendent as 
secretary of board. 


The local board of education shall designate as its executive officer 
the local superintendent of education holding the office pursuant to Chapter 
9A of this title. The local superintendent shall also be the secretary of the 
county board of education. As secretary he or she shall conduct all corre- 
spondence of the board, keep and preserve all of its records, receive all 
reports required by the board, and see that the reports are in proper form, 
complete, and accurate. He or she shall have the right to advise on any 
question under consideration by the board, but shall have no vote. In case 
the office of the local superintendent of education is temporarily vacant, or 
when the local superintendent of education is absent by reason of the nature 
of business in hand, or otherwise, the board shall appoint one of its mem- 
bers to act as interim secretary. The bond of the local superintendent of 
education shall be responsible for the faithful performance of duties by the 
member of the local board of education appointed to act as secretary in the 
absence of the local superintendent. 
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ARTICLE 2. 
ELECTION AND COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS 
OF COUNTY BOARDS OF EDUCATION. 


§ 16-8A-15. Composition; election; single member election dis- 
tricts; qualifications. 


(a) The county board of education shall be composed of five mem- 
bers, who shall be elected by the qualified electors of the county. 


(b) County boards of education, unless otherwise provided by law, 
may use the provisions of this subsection to establish single member elec- 
tion districts with one board member elected from each district. School 
boards exercising this option may establish five or seven districts. The plan 
shall be considered only after two weeks public notice has been given, out- 
lining generally the school districts under consideration. Any member elected 
shall have been a resident of the district in which election is sought at least 
one year before the general election at which the candidate is elected. The 
boundaries of the single member districts shall be determined by a majority 
vote of the county board of education. The county board of education shall 
apportion the districts according to the last federal decennial census for the 
county utilizing the principle of equal representation. Thereafter, each county 
board of education choosing to implement single member election districts 
shall reapportion those districts within six months following the publication 
of the results of each federal decennial census. No member of the county 
board of education shall be an employee of the board. Members shall not 
be required to hold teachers’ certificates. 


§ 16-8A-16. When members elected; terms of office; oath of office. 


At the general election of state and county officers, a member or 
members shall be elected for terms of six years to succeed the member or 
members whose term or terms of office expire at that time. The members of 
the county board of education shall hold office until their successors have 
been elected and qualified. Before exercising any authority or performing 
any duties as a member of the county board of education, each member 
thereof shall qualify by taking and subscribing to the oath of office pre- 
scribed by Article XVI of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, the certifi- 
cate whereof shall be filed in the office of the judge of probate of the county. 


§ 16-8A-18. Vacancies. 
In the event a vacancy occurs in the office of members of the county 


board of education, the vacancy shall be filled by appointment by a major- 
ity of the remaining members of the county board of education, and the 
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appointee shall hold office for the unexpired term. In the event the vacancy 
is not filled by the remaining members of the county board within 30 days, 
the State Superintendent of Education shall fill the vacancy by appoint- 
ment. The county superintendent of education shall notify the State Super- 
intendent of Education when a vacancy in the office of a member of the 
county board of education has not been filled within 30 days. 


ARTICLE 3. 
PROVISIONS REGARDING CITY BOARDS OF EDUCATION. 


§ 16-8A-19. “City” defined. 


A “city” within the meaning of this title shall include all incorpo- 
rated municipalities with populations of 5,000 or more, according to the 
last or any succeeding federal census, or according to the last or any suc- 
ceeding census taken under Sections 11-47-90 to 11-47-95, inclusive. 


§ 16-8A-20. Composition, qualifications, and compensation of 
members. 


(a) The general administration and supervision of the public schools 
and educational interest of each city shall be vested in a city board of edu- 
cation, to be composed of five members who shall be residents of the city, 
and who are not members of the goveming board of the city. 


(b) The members of a city board of education shall, except as 
hereinafter provided, serve without compensation. 


(c) Any city or town which has had the general administration and 
supervision of the public schools and educational interests of the city or 
town vested in a city board of education for a period of 20 years or more 
prior to August 15, 1951, may, if it elects, and except as may be provided 
by law, continue to have general administration and supervision of the pub- 
lic schools and educational interest under a local board of education regard- 
less of any past or future federal census. 


§ 16-8A-21. Election; terms of office; vacancies. 


Except for cities that have elected by local legislation to elect city 
boards of education or who may by local legislation choose to elect city 
board members the following shall apply. At the regular meetings of the 
city council or commission in April, the council or commission shall elect a 
member or members of the board of education to succeed those whose term 
or terms of office expire that year. Members of the city board of education 
shall assume office at the next meeting of the city board of education fol- 
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lowing their appointment. The terms of office of members of the city board 
of education shall be five years, and the term of one member shall expire 
annually. In the event of a vacancy in the membership of the city board of 
education by resignation or otherwise, the fact shall be reported to the city 
council or commission by the board, and the council or commission shall 
elect a person to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. 


§ 16-8A-22. Board selection procedure in Class 5 municipalities. 


The governing body of any Class 5 municipality may, by resolu- 
tion, provide for the appointment of the city board of education from dis- 
tricts corresponding to the city governing body districts and the manner of 
appointment, the appointment of one member from the city at-large by the 
mayor, and the length of terms of the board members. 


§ 16-8A-23. Indebtedness where county unit system adopted. 


Whenever the control and administration of education matters af- 
fecting a municipality having a city board of education is transferred to or 
for any reason becomes vested in the county board of education, the exist- 
ing indebtedness created prior to the transfer and the rights to collect the 
indebtedness shall not be impaired. 


§ 16-8A-24. Bond issues. 


If for any reason the current income of the city board of education 
is inadequate to provide ample, appropriate, and suitable grounds, build- 
ings, and equipment for all the needed schools of the city, the city board of 
education, on the recommendation of the city superintendent of schools, 
shall petition the city council or commission to call an election for the issu- 
ance of bonds on the credit of the city in an amount sufficient to provide 
ample, appropriate, and suitable grounds, buildings, and equipment for all 
the needed schools of the city, subject to the limitations set out in the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901, and the city governing body shall call the 
election at the time requested in the petition. 


ARTICLE 4. 
CONSOLIDATION AND DECONSOLIDATION OF DISTRICTS. 


§ 16-8A-25. The local board of education may, consistent with 
criteria developed by the State Board of Education pursuant to Section 16- 
3A-7, consolidate or deconsolidate schools wherever in its judgment it is 
practicable, and arrange, if necessary, for the transportation of pupils to 
and from consolidated or deconsolidated schools, subject to this title. 
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§ 16-8A-26. Consolidation of schools - In two counties - Authority. 


The county boards of two or more adjoining counties may, by reso- 
lution spread upon the minutes of the county boards of education in the 
adjoining counties, form a consolidated school to be composed of the terri- 
tory bounded by the limits of each county by the county boards of education 
in the resolution. 


§ 16-8A-27. Consolidation of schools - In two counties - Control. 


The government and control of any school in the consolidated terri- 
tory lying within two counties formed in accordance with the resolution of 
the boards shall be vested in the county board of education of the county in 
which the school building is located or is to be located, unless otherwise 
provided by agreement between the boards of education of the counties 
concerned. 


§ 16-8A-28. Consolidation of schools - In two counties - Appor- 
tionment of funds. 


The county boards of education of the counties which have formed 
a consolidated school composed of territory lying within different counties 
shall apportion funds to the consolidated school or schools in the same 
manner as to any other school in the county. The funds apportioned to a 
consolidated school shall be paid over to the custodian of school funds of 
the county in which the school building is located or is to be located. 


§ 16-8A-29. Consolidation of schools - County and city systems. 


(a) Whenever a county board of education and the city board or 
boards of education in the county deem it advisable to consolidate the ad- 
ministration of their respective systems under the county board of educa- 
tion and reach an agreement to that effect through resolutions adopted by 
and recorded in the minutes of each board, which agreement shall provide 
for the payment of their respective indebtedness, the consolidation shall be 
made to become effective at the time designated in the resolutions providing 
for the consolidation. If within 30 days after the adoption of the resolu- 
tions, 25 percent of the qualified electors of the territory covered by either 
of the school systems concerned shall submit a protest in writing, the con- 
solidation procedure shall be as follows: 


(1) Request for referendum. The boards concerned shall adopt 
resolutions asking for a referendum on the proposed consolidation. The 
chair of each board shall certify to the judge of probate a copy of the agree- 
ment and of the resolution adopted by the board. 
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(2) Order of election. Upon receipt by the judge of probate of 
certified copies of the adopted agreement and resolutions, the judge of pro- 
bate shall present them to the county commission, which shall order elec- 
tions to be held simultaneously in the territories concerned and at the time 
requested by the boards, to determine whether or not the school system of 
the county and the school system or systems of the city or cities shall be 
administered by the county board of education. 


(3) Notice of election. At least 30 days before the elections are 
held, the sheriff shall give notice of the time and the purpose of the elections 
by publication in some newspaper in the county, if any is published therein 
and, if not, by writing posted at the courthouse and at three other public 
places in each school system concerned. 


(4) Appointment, compensation, and duties of election officers. 
The officers of the elections shall be appointed, the elections shall be held, 
and the results shall be declared as in regular elections for county or city 
officers. The elections may be held at the time of any regular election and, 
in that event, the officers of the general election shall serve without extra 
compensation. If the elections are held at a time other than that fixed for a 
regular election, the officers shall receive the same pay for a general elec- 
tion. 


(5) Ballots for election. The ballots shall contain a clear statement 
of the purpose of the election and, in plain type and on different lines, the 
words “For Consolidation” and “Against Consolidation.” The voter favor- 
ing the proposed consolidation shall so indicate on the ballot by marking 
appropriately the words “For Consolidation,” and the voter not in favor of 
the proposed consolidation shall so indicate on the ballot by marking ap- 
propriately the words “Against Consolidation.” 


(6) Who may vote; result of election. All qualified electors resid- 
ing in the territories concerned shall have the right to vote and, if a majority 
of the qualified electors voting in the combined territories concerned shall 
vote in favor of the consolidation, the city board or boards of education 
shall stand abolished and thereafter the schools of the county and the schools 
of the city or cities involved shall be administered by the county board of 
education. 


(b) The consolidation shall not operate to relieve any board of 
education, or other governing body, of liability for obligations previously 
incurred, or to impair rights existing prior to the consolidation. On the 
contrary, the agreement as to indebtedness shall be binding on both the 
county board of education and the city or cities board or boards of educa- 
tion whose school systems are consolidated. In the event of a consolidation, 
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the county board of education shall have the right to compel the execution 
of contractual obligations made to either of the boards prior to consolida- 
tion. 


§ 16-8A-30. Joint maintenance of schools - Between counties; at- 
tendance by pupils near county lines. 


The county boards of education of two or more counties may pro- 
vide jointly for the maintenance of schools in or near the dividing line of the 
counties on the basis of the enrollment in the school from the counties rep- 
resented. Each pupil who lives within five miles of a county boundary line 
shall attend the school nearest to his or her residence. The administration 
and supervision of the school shall be placed under one of the county boards 
of education of the counties by agreement between the county boards of 
education, and if no agreement as to administration and supervision is made, 
it shall be under the board of education of the county in which the school- 
house is located. 


§ 16-8A-31. Joint maintenance of schools - State-line schools. 


When a county board of education desires to provide for the joint 
maintenance of a public school by a county in this state and an adjoining 
county in another state, the board shall ascertain what agreement with the 
authority having power to bind the county in the other state may be secured 
for the joint maintenance, and if the county board deems the conditions of 
the agreement mutually advantageous, it shall certify the facts to the State 
Superintendent of Education. The State Superintendent of Education shall 
investigate and, if he or she deems the proposed arrangement advantageous, 
shall approve the joint maintenance. The approval shall authorize the joint 
maintenance of the state-line schools. 


§ 16-8A-32, Annexing to city territory embracing schools - Reten- 
tion of control pending agreements. 


When any part of the territory embracing a school under the super- 
vision and control of the county board of education is annexed to a city 
having a city board of education by extension of the corporate limits of the 
city, the county board of education shall retain supervision and control of 
the school and for school purposes shall retain the same control of the terri- 
tory and revenues which it exercised prior to the annexation, for the pur- 
pose of using and devoting the school to the benefit of all children who were 
or would be entitled to the use and benefit of the school so long as it was a 
county school, until an agreement has been made between the county board 
of education and the city board of education, and the city council or com- 
mission or other governing body of the city to which the territory was an- 
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nexed, with reference to the matter of existing indebtedness and of provid- 
ing the same or equivalent school facilities for the children in that part of 
the territory in the school district or districts not annexed or made a part of 
such city. 


§ 16-8A-33. Annexing to City territory embracing schools - When 
arbitration of agreement required; appointment of board of arbitration. 


If an agreement under Section 16-8A-32 is not reached within 30 
days after the annexation, wherever such annexation occurs in any county 
having a population of less than 400,000 according to the last or any suc- 
ceeding federal census, or within three years after the annexation if the 
annexation occurs in a county having a population of 400,000 or more 
according to the last or any succeeding federal census, it shall then be man- 
datory to refer the final disposition of the matter to arbitration by a board 
consisting of three members, one to be selected by the county board of 
education, one to be selected by the city board of education, and the third 
member to be selected by these two members. If the two members are 
unable to agree upon the third member of the board of arbitration, the State 
Superintendent of Education shall appoint the third member. 


§ 16-8A-34. Annexing to city territory embracing schools - Hear- 
ing by board of arbitration. 


The board of arbitration shall secure all facts available relative to 
the matter, hold a public hearing for the purpose of giving an opportunity 
for every contention to be presented by both evidence and argument and 
determine all matters relative to the transfer of the control, existing indebt- 
edness, and use of such school. The findings of a majority of said board of 
arbitration shall be binding on all concermed. 


Section 12. Chapter 9A is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 


CHAPTER 9A. 
LOCAL SUPERINTENDENTS OF EDUCATION 
ARTICLE 1. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


§ 16-9A-1. County superintendents of education and city superin- 
tendents of schools deemed local superintendents of education. 


For purposes of this title, county superintendents of education and 
city superintendents of education or city superintendents of schools are 
deemed local superintendents of education. 
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§ 16-9A-2. Qualifications of local superintendents. 


(a) The local superintendent of education shall be chosen for his or 
her general fitness and character and shall be a person of recognized ability 
as a school administrator. No person shall be eligible for appointment by 
any local board of education or for any political party nomination, or for 
election to the office of county superintendent of education, if applicable, 
unless such person: 


(1) Holds an Alabama certificate in administration and supervi- 
sion based upon requirements established by the State Board of Education 
for that certificate. 


(2) Has had not less than five years of experience in public school 
work at the time he or she assumes office. 


(3) Submits proof to the State Superintendent of Education of three 
years of successful educational experience as a teacher, principal, supervi- 
sor, Superintendent, educational administrator, or instructor in school ad- 
ministration during the five years next preceding his or her appointment or 
election. 


(4) Submits proof to the local board of education that he or she 
holds a degree from a recognized four-year college or university. 


(5) If the person is to be appointed by the local board of education, 
submits proof to the local board that he or she is knowledgeable in school 
administration. 


(b) A local superintendent of education need not be a resident or 
qualified elector of the county in which he or she is to serve. In every 
county where the county superintendent of education is elected by popular 
vote, he or she shall be nominated and elected in the same manner as other 
county officers are nominated and elected under the state election laws. 


§ 16-9A-3. Duties of local superintendents. 


Each local superintendent shall enforce the laws, regulations, and 
rules relating to the public schools. Subject to Chapter 10A of this title, 
each local superintendent shall: 


(1) Recommend for approval and adoption by the local board of 
education the kind, grade, and location of schools to be established and 
maintained and the compulsory school attendance districts to be established. 
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(2) Recommend for approval and adoption by the local board of 
education educational policies to promote the educational interests of the 
district and rules and regulations for the conduct of the schools. 


(3) As executive officer of the local board of education, advise 
with principals, teachers, attendance officers, school councils, and other 
interested citizens and shall in every way seek to foster learning in the pub- 
lic schools. 


(4) Recommend a building program, including necessary construc- 
tion, repair, maintenance, replacement and condemnation of buildings, ad- 
equate to the present and future needs of the district. 


(5) Approve in writing all contracts of whatever kind entered into 
by the local board of education. 


(6) Prepare and submit for approval and adoption by the county 
board of education rules and regulations governing the conditions under 
which children may be admitted to schools of a higher grade level. 


(7) Make recommendations for the consolidation or deconsolidation 
of schools consistent with criteria developed by the State Board of Educa- 
tion pursuant to Section 16-3A-7, and submit the recommendations for ap- 
proval and adoption by the local board of education. 


(8) Nominate in writing for appointment by the local board of 
education all principals, teachers, and all other regular employees of the 
board and assign them to their positions, transfer them as the needs of the 
schools require, recommend them for promotion, suspend them for cause 
and recommend them for dismissal, subject to Chapter 24B. All persons 
nominated for teaching or supervising positions shall hold certificates is- 
sued by the State Board of Education. 


(9) Visit the schools, observe the management and instruction, and 
give suggestions for the improvement of the school. 


(10) Prepare forms on which school councils and board employees 
shall make reports required by the local board of education and submit the 
reports for approval and adoption by the board. 


(11) Prepare, in accordance with the direction of the local board of 
education, the annual statement of receipts and disbursements that is re- 
quired to be published and other reports as the local board of education may 
require, The refusal or negligent failure of the local superintendent to com- 
ply with this subsection shall constitute a misdemeanor. 
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(12) Direct the taking of the quadrennial school census pursuant to 
applicable rules and regulations. 


(13) Ensure that the laws requiring school attendance are enforced. 


(14) Prepare, or cause to be prepared, and submit to the local 
board of education for adoption, all reports required of the local board of 
education by the State Superintendent of Education and the Office of School 
Accountability. 


(15) On or before the first day of November of each year, forward 
to the State Superintendent of Education an annual report of the public 
schools of the district for the preceding year. In the event any local superin- 
tendent fails to make and forward to the State Superintendent of Education 
any report required under this chapter within 10 days after the time it should 
be made, he or she shall be liable to impeachment, if elected, or subject to 
termination, if appointed, and the resolution of the State Board of Educa- 
tion duly adopted setting forth the failure shall be prima facie evidence of 
the fact. The books, accounts, and vouchers of the local superintendent of 
education may be examined at any time by the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation in person or by his or her duly authorized agent. 


(16) At such times and in such manner as directed by the local 
board of education and approved by the State Superintendent of Education, 
prepare the payroll for the payment of employees, bills, and other items as 
authorized by the local board of education. No money shall be paid on any 
payroll unless the local superintendent of education certifies in writing that 
the payroll is correct and should be paid and unless the chair of the local 
board of education endorses on the payroll an order that it be paid. 


(17) Decide, without expense to the parties concemed, all contro- 
versies and disputes involving the rules and regulations of the local board 
of education and proper administration of the public schools. 


(18) Do all other things necessary and proper for the administra- 
tion of the schools of the district. 


Section 16-9A-4. Power to examine under oath. 

The local superintendent may administer oaths and examine wit- 
nesses under oath in any part of the county on any matter pertaining to the 
public schools of the district, and to cause the examination to be reduced to 
writing. 


§ 16-9A-5. Employment of assistants; offices; equipment. 
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Each local board of education shall, upon the recommendation of 
the local superintendent, employ such professional, clerical, accounting, 
and statistical assistants as, in the judgment of the board, are necessary. 
The county superintendent is required to maintain an office at the county 
seat. The county commission shall provide the county superintendent of 
education and his or her professional and clerical assistants with ample, 
convenient, and comfortable office quarters. The county commission shall 
also provide necessary furniture, office equipment, stationery, postage, forms, 
and supplies required by the county superintendent of education and his or 
her assistants. 


§ 16-9A-6. Bond of superintendent. 


The local board of education shall fix and approve the official bond 
of the local superintendent of education, which shall be in a sum not less 
than three thousand dollars ($3,000). 


§ 16-9A-7. Certificate of administration and supervision. 


Any person possessing the qualifications prescribed by law for a 
certificate of administration and supervision required as a qualification of a 
local superintendent of education may have a certificate signed by the State 
Superintendent of Education showing the qualifications upon application 
as prescribed by the State Board of Education and the submission of satis- 
factory proof showing that he or she is entitled to the certificate. 


ARTICLE 2. 
COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


§ 16-9A-8. Appointment or election of superintendent. 


There shall be a county superintendent of education in each county 
of this state who shall act as the chief executive officer of the county board 
of education and who shall also be secretary of the county board of educa- 
tion. The county board of education of any county may appoint a county 
superintendent of education or a county superintendent of education may be 
elected by the qualified electors of the county as provided by Sections 16- 
9A-9 to 16-9A-15, inclusive. 


§ 16-9A-9. Misdemeanor to print name of person without certifi- 
cate on ballot; candidates. 


Any person securing his or her name, or the name of another printed 
on a ballot as a candidate for, or nomination by a political party as a candi- 
date for the office of county superintendent of education, without first hav- 
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ing filed with the judge of probate, as required by law, the certificate signed 
by the State Superintendent of Education that the person whose name is 
printed on the ballot holds a certificate of administration and supervision, 
and any officer permitting the printing on a ballot of the name of a person as 
a candidate for, or nomination by a political party as a candidate for the 
office of county superintendent of education when there has not been filed 
with the judge of probate the certificate shall be subject to a penalty of two 
hundred fifty dollars ($250), recoverable in the name of the state for the use 
of any school board instituting an action therefor. Any resident of the county 
may institute an action for recovery for any school board of the county. 
Before any person becomes an applicant for employment by a county board 
of education, as county superintendent of education, and before any person 
qualifies for the nomination of a political party as a candidate for the office 
of county superintendent of education for a county in which the officer is 
elected by the qualified voters of the county, the person shall file with the 
judge of probate a certificate signed by the State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion that the person holds a certificate of administration and supervision as 
required by law prescribing the qualifications of a county superintendent of 
education. At the grand jury of the county assembled next after making of 
the affidavits, the record of the affidavits shall be submitted to the grand 
jury. In any prosecution for perjury under this section the record of the 
affidavit shall be admissible in evidence. 


§ 16-9A-10. Nomination by political party. 


Any political party may, in a county where the county superinten- 
dent is elected by a direct vote of the qualified electors, either nominate a 
candidate for the office or may certify to the judge of probate that the politi- 
cal party desires to leave the election of a county superintendent of educa- 
tion to the county board of education. Whenever any political party certi- 
fies that the political party desires to leave the selection of the officer to the 
county board of education, the judge of probate shall cause to be entered on 
the ballot where the names of the candidates, if nominated, would appear, 
the following: “For selection by the county board of education.” The propo- 
sition shall appear on the ballot before the names of the candidates and be 
arranged so that the elector may express his or her choice for the proposi- 
tion in the same manner as he or she expresses his or her choice for a 
candidate. Every qualified elector may vote for the selection by the county 
board of education or for any candidate for the office. In the event more 
votes are cast for selection by the county board of education than for any 
candidate, then the county board shall select the officer for the ensuing 
term. No elector shall be disqualified from participating in any party cau- 
cus, convention, or election because he or she voted for the proposition or 
selection by the county board of education even though his or her political 
party nominated a candidate for the position. 
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§ 16-9A-ll. Primary election to nominate superintendent. 


Whenever any political party holds a primary election for the nomi- 
nation of candidates in counties where county superintendents are elected 
by a direct vote of the qualified electors and one or more persons qualify as 
candidates for nomination by the political party as candidate for county 
superintendent of education, there shall be entered on the ballot of the pri- 
mary election with the names of the candidates for county superintendent of 
education the proposition: “For selection by the county board of educa- 
tion.” The proposition shall appear on the ballot before the names of the 
candidates and be arranged so that the elector may express his or her choice 
for the proposition in the same manner as he or she expresses his or her 
choice for a candidate. If more votes are cast for selection by the county 
board of education than for any candidate, then the duly constituted author- 
ity of the political party holding the primary election shall certify to the 
judge of probate that the political party favors the selection of the county 
superintendent of education by the county board of education. 


§ 16-9A-12. Instructions on ballot. 


When a county superintendent is elected by a direct vote of the 
people, or nominated at a primary election, and the proposition of selection 
by the county board is also submitted at the election, there shall be printed 
instructions on the ballot of the election substantially as follows: “Vote ei- 
ther for selection by county board of education or for one candidate.” 


§ 16-9A-13. Taking office on July 1 following election; procedure 
where successful candidate dies or resigns prior to taking office. 


In counties in which the county superintendent of education is elected 
by popular vote, the successful candidate shall take office on the July 1 
following the date of his or her election. The incumbent shall continue to 
hold office until a successor is elected and qualified. 


§ 16-9A-14. Term of office when county board selects superinten- 
dent. 


Where the qualified electors of a county in which the county super- 
intendent of education is elected by a direct vote of the people vote to leave 
the selection of the county superintendent to the county board of education, 
the county board of education may not appoint a county superintendent of 
education for a longer term than the ensuing term prescribed by the law 
relating to the county. 


§ 16-9A-15. Full-time office; salary; traveling expenses. 
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The county superintendent of education shall devote his or her en- 
tire time to public school business. In counties in which the maximum sal- 
ary of the county superintendent of education is not fixed by law, the county 
superintendent of education shall receive such compensation, including sal- 
ary and travel expenses, as the county board of education shall direct. In 
counties where the superintendent of education is elected by a direct vote of 
the qualified electors, the salary for the office must be fixed prior to the 
beginning of the term of office. The boards of education in counties where 
the maximum salary of the superintendent of education is prescribed by 
law, may fix, approve, and authorize the payment of the traveling expenses 
annually incurred by the superintendent in the performance of his or her 
official duties within and without the county. 


ARTICLE 3. 
CITY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


§ 16-9A-16. Appointment, compensation, and removal. 


The city board of education shall appoint a city superintendent of 
schools to hold office at the pleasure of the board. The city superintendent 
of schools shall receive compensation in an amount determined by the city 
board of education. The city board of education may remove the city su- 
perintendent of schools for incompetency, immorality, misconduct in office, 
willful neglect of duty or when, in the opinion of the board, the best inter- 
ests of the schools require it. Any vacancy for any reason in the office of 
city superintendent shall be filled by appointment by the city board for a 
period of time as the city board may prescribe. 


Section 13. Chapter 10A is added to Title 16, Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 10A. 
SCHOOL-BASED DECISION MAKING 


§ 16-10A-1. Legislative intent. 

The Legislature finds and determines that: 

(1) The implementation of a system of school-based decision mak- 
ing will strengthen local control over schools and will link accountability 
with authority. 

(2) The system should provide for the development of various 


models in order to meet the local needs and wishes of schools and school 
systems. 
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§ 16-10A-2. Establishment of program. 


(a) Not later than March 1, 1995, the State Board of Education 
shall adopt regulations creating a program for school-based decision mak- 
ing in the public schools. The regulations shall establish at least five mod- 
els for implementation of school-based decision making. Each model shall 
have a school council organized as provided in Sections 16-10A-3 and 16- 
10A-4. The models shall differ in the extent of powers and responsibilities 
conferred upon the school council. One model of school-based decision 
making shall provide for a school council with all powers and responsibili- 
ties available to a school council under Section 16-10A-5. The other mod- 
els shall have such lesser powers and responsibilities as shall be prescribed 
by the regulations adopted by the State Board of Education. Three of the 
models shall be established upon the recommendation of the Alabama As- 
sociation of School Administrators. The regulations shall also allow schools 
and school systems to develop additional models consistent with the intent 
of this chapter and the powers permitted by Section 16-10A-5. The pro- 
gram for school-based decision making shall be available for implementa- 
tion beginning in the 1995-1996 school year. 


(b) During a pilot period beginning with the 1995-1996 school 
year and ending at the close of the 2000-2001 school year, the program of 
school-based decision making shall be implemented (1) on a voluntary ba- 
sis by local school boards pursuant to the pilot program conducted by the 
State Board of Education, as described in subsection (c), or (2) upon the 
election to implement the program at a school pursuant to subsection (d). 
The State Board of Education shall provide appropriate training for princi- 
pals, teachers, and the school community before the program is implemented 
at a school. 


(c) During the pilot period the State Board of Education shall con- 
duct a volunteer implementation program in which at least 24 local school 
systems shall implement school-based decision making in at least one school 
within the system. The State Board of Education shall make every effort to 
ensure that the pilot schools are representative of the state’s public school 
system. The pilot schools shall choose one of the models for implementa- 
tion, provided that the State Board of Education shall make every effort to 
encourage the implementation of each model in at least four schools. Prior 
to the end of the 1996-1997 school year, and at two-year intervals thereaf- 
ter during the pilot period, the State Board of Education shall conduct a 
study of the implementation of school-based decision making in the pilot 
schools, including the effect on student achievement and the experience gained 
from implementation of the various models, and shall provide a report on 
the study to each school system.

(d) During the pilot period any school may participate in school- 
based decision making after appropriate training if not less than 60 percent 
of the voting certificated school staff elect to implement the program at the 
school where the staff is located. The election procedure shall specify the 
proposed model to be implemented. All voting for school-based decision 
making shall be by secret ballot, and no school or school system shall sub- 
ject the certificated staff to direct or indirect coercion to vote for or against 
school-based decision making. The regulations of the State Board of Edu- 
cation establishing the system of school-based decision making shall pre- 
scribe the procedures for voting contemplated by this section. 


(e) Beginning in school year 2001-2002 (after the pilot period), 
each public school shall implement and maintain school-based decision 
making unless (1) a school has successfully met its performance standards 
under Section 16-3A-6 for two consecutive assessment periods and (2) the 
local school board and a majority of the certificated staff at the school 
concur that school-based decision making is not necessary or desirable for 
the school; provided, however, that if the school thereafter fails to meet its 
performance standards for two consecutive assessment periods, it shall imple- 
ment school-based decision making. 


(f) Each school implementing school-based decision making after 
school year 2000-2001, shall implement the model selected by a vote of a 
majority of the certificated staff at the school. The model may be changed 
by a majority vote of the certificated staff, but no such vote may be taken 
before the school has operated under the existing model for at least one 
year. 


§ 16-10A-3. School councils. 


(a) Each school at which school-based decision making is imple- 
mented shall be governed by a school council organized as provided in this 
section and Section 16-10A-4. 


(b) A school council shall be composed of not less than seven nor 
more than 13 members, as determined by the local board of education, and 
shall include the principal of the school and an equal number of (1) school 
instructional staff and (2) parents with children enrolled at the school; pro- 
vided, however, that a. no person may be elected to the school council for 
more than two consecutive terms and b. ifno member of the school council 
has experience in special education, the principal shall appoint an addi- 
tional member to the council with the consent of the school council, appoint 
an additional member to the council with experience in special education. 
Upon the request of any school council the local school board shall de- 
crease or increase the number of members of a school council within the 
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limits imposed by this section; provided, however, that 


(1) An additional member with experience in special education 
must, if necessary, be appointed as provided above, and 


(2) The school council shall be composed of an odd number of 
members, excluding any member with experience in special education that 
is specially appointed as provided above. 


If the number of school council members is decreased, the effective 
date of the decrease may not have the effect of depriving any existing coun- 
cil member of the remaining portion of his or her term. 


(c) Members of the school council other than the principal and any 
person specially appointed for his or her experience in special education 
matters shall have staggered terms as follows. After the first election of 
school council members, the local superintendent shall divide the parent 
council members into two groups as nearly equal in size as possible. The 
first group shall have a term ending on April 1 of the next school year 
following the election. The second group shall have a term ending on April 
1 of the second school year following the election. The process shall be 
repeated for instructional staff members. All council members elected there- 
after shall have a two-year term. 


(d) The principal shall be a member of the council until the 
principal’s employment is terminated. The principal shall serve as chair of 
the council. 


(e) Any member of the school council specially appointed for ex- 
perience in special education matters shall have a term ending on April 1 of 
the next school year following the appointment. 


(f) Parents on the school council shall be elected at a meeting of 
school parents called by the local school board upon not less than 30 days’ 
notice to parents of all students at the school. The local school board shall 
request a list of nominees from the parent-teacher organization at the school 
or, if no such organization exists at the school, such other parent organiza- 
tion as shall be selected or developed by the local school board. The notice 
of the election shall include the list of nominees. The number of nominees 
shall be at least twice the number of parents to be elected. It shall not be 
necessary, however, for a parent to be nominated in order for that parent to 
be elected. The election shall be by secret ballot. Each parent attending the 
election meeting may cast votes equal to or less than the number of parents 
to be elected; provided, however, that no person may vote for the same 
parent more than one time. The parents receiving the greatest number of 
votes shall be elected.

(g) Instructional staff on the school council shall be elected at a 
meeting of instructional staff called by the local board of education upon 
not less than 30 days’ notice to the instructional staff. The election shall be 
by secret ballot. Each member of the instructional staff attending the elec- 
tion meeting may cast votes equal to or less than the number of instructional 
staff to be elected; provided, however, that no person may vote for the same 
staff member more than one time. The staff members receiving the greatest 
number of votes shall be elected. 


(th) A parent shall no longer be eligible to serve on the school 
council if he or she ceases to have a child enrolled at the school. An instruc- 
tional staff member shall no longer be eligible to serve on the school council 
when he or she is no longer employed at the school. If a council member is 
no longer eligible, or resigns, or if a vacancy occurs for any other reason, a 
successor shall be elected for the remaining portion of the unexpired term at 
a special election held according to the provisions of subsections (f) or (g), 
as appropriate, within 45 days of the council’s notice of such vacancy. 


(i) All members elected to the school council shall successfully 
complete training for school-based decision making in a program approved 
by the State Department of Education prior to beginning service. 


§ 16-10A-4. Organization, meeting, etc. 


(a) The school council shall have regular meetings at least once 
each month according to a schedule adopted by the council and filed with 
the local board of education. A special meeting of the council may be 
called by the principal, or by any two members of the school council with 
the consent of the principal, upon two days’ notice to all council members. 
It shall not be necessary for the principal to attend special meetings of the 
school council if the principal consented to the notice of the meeting. A 
copy of the notice of any special meeting shall be filed with the local board 
of education at least one day prior to such meeting. 


(b) The local superintendent of education may attend any meeting 
of the school council and may participate in the discussions held at the 
meeting, but the local superintendent may not vote on matters considered 
by the council. 


(c) The principal shall preside at meetings of the council; pro- 
vided, however, that the council may elect one of its members to preside 
over meetings when the principal is absent. A principal may send a repre- 
sentative to any meeting of the school council that the principal does not 
attend, but the representative may not vote on matters considered by the 
council. 
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(d) A majority of the members of the school council shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the purpose of conducting business. No motion or reso- 
lution shall be declared adopted without the concurrence of the majority of 
the council. 


(e) Members of the school council shall not be paid for serving on 
the school council. With the prior approval of the school council and local 
school board, members of the school council may be reimbursed for ex- 
penses incurred in the performance of their duties. All expenses incurred 
by the school council shall be expended from the budget for school-based 
expenditures. 


(f) Meetings of the school council shall be subject to the open 
meeting requirements of Section 13A-14-2. 


(g) Accurate minutes must be kept by the chair and approved by 
the council. 


§ 16-10A-5. Powers and responsibilities of school councils and 
principals. 


(a) Powers and responsibilities of school councils and principals. 
A school council organized pursuant to this chapter, and each principal at 
the school, may have some or all of the following powers and responsibili- 
ties, provided that at least one model of school-based decision making shall 
include a school council with all of these powers and responsibilities: 


(1) School-based expenditures. The school council may be re- 
sponsible for budgeting and approving all school-based expenditures and 
expenditure procedures. Not later than August 1 of each year each school 
council shall submit a proposed budget for its school-based expenditures 
for the following fiscal year to the local board of education. The budget for 
school-based expenditures shall not exceed the amount allocated to the school 
council for such purpose by the local school board pursuant to Section 16- 
10A-6(a)(2). School-based expenditures shall include a. the aggregate 
salary and benefits for school-based personnel (provided that the school 
council may not approve or budget the compensation for any individual 
member of the school-based personnel), b. the cost of curriculum and in- 
structional materials, and any related activities, such as field trips, and c. 
the cost of professional development of school-based personnel. 


(2) Selection of principal. The school council may participate in 
the selection of the principal for the school in accordance with the following 
procedures: 
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a. Whenever it is necessary to hire a principal, the local superin- 
tendent shall submit a list of qualified persons to the school council. If so 
requested by the school council, the local superintendent shall submit addi- 
tional lists of qualified persons until the school council is able to make a 
recommendation. 


b. The school council shall select a principal from the list of quali- 
fied persons to be recommended to the local superintendent. The school 
council may not specify the compensation or term of contract for the prin- 
cipal as part of its recommendation. The name of the person recommended 
shall be forwarded by the school council to the local superintendent, who 
shall, if he or she concurs in the recommendation, forward the recommen- 
dation to the local school board. 


c. Upon the recommendation of the school council and the local 
superintendent of the local school board shall, if it concurs in the recom- 
mendation, hire the principal selected and shall enter into a contract of em- 
ployment with such person that will incorporate the terms recommended by 
the local superintendent. If the local school board does not concur with the 
superintendent or the recommendation of the principal to be hired or the 
terms of employment, the local school board shall require the superinten- 
dent and school council to submit one or more recommendations using the 
procedure above until the board is able to concur with the recommendation. 
After three recommendations have been submitted by the school council 
and rejected by the local board of education, the superintendent may unilat- 
erally make the recommendation to the school board for its approval. 


d. The decision for renewal of a principal’s contract shall be made 
by recommendation of the superintendent to the local school board. The 
superintendent may seek input from the school council. 


e. The local superintendent shall have the responsibility for evalu- 
ating the principal in accordance with educator performance standards 
adopted pursuant to Section 16-23-16.2 and for reporting the evaluation to 
the local school board. The responsibility of the local superintendent for 
evaluating the principal and for reporting the evaluation to the local school 
board shall not be delegated by the superintendent to any other person or 
entity. The local superintendent shall solicit input from the school council 
in the course of the evaluation. 


f. With the recommendation of the local superintendent, a princi- 
pal may be disciplined and may be dismissed by the local school board 
prior to the end of his or her term for any reason consistent with the terms of 
the principal’s employment contract and, where applicable, the requirements 
of Chapter 24B. The local superintendent may solicit input from the school 
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council prior to any such recommendation, provided that rights of the prin- 
cipal relating to privacy, due process and disclosure must be preserved. 


g. Nothing contained in this section shall be construed to grant 
tenure to a principal hired pursuant to this section; provided, however, that 
principals hired prior to the effective date of this act shall retain their tenure 
to the extent provided by Chapters 22A and 24B. 


(3) Selection of other school-based personnel. The school council 
may participate in the selection of other school-based personnel in accor- 
dance with the following procedure: 


a. Whenever it is necessary to hire school-based personnel other 
than the principal, the local superintendent shall submit a list of qualified 
persons to the principal. If so requested by the principal, the local superin- 
tendent shall submit additional lists of qualified persons until the principal 
is able to make a recommendation. 


b. The principal shall, with the approval of the school council, 
select a person to be recommended to the local superintendent. The school 
council shall approve the person to be recommended, but shall not approve 
the compensation or other contract terms of employment. The person se- 
lected for recommendation may be a person who is not on the list of quali- 
fied persons submitted by the local superintendent but who meets appli- 
cable state certification requirements. The name of the person recommended 
shall be forwarded by the principal to the local superintendent, who shall, if 
the superintendent concurs in the recommendation, in the case of individu- 
als outside the list, forward the recommendations to the local school board. 


c. Upon the recommendation of the principal and the local superin- 
tendent the local school board shall, if it concurs in the recommendation, 
hire the person recommended and shall enter into a contract of employment 
with such terms as shall be approved by the local superintendent and the 
principal. 


d. The principal shall have the responsibility for evaluating all 
other school-based personnel according to educator performance standards 
adopted pursuant to Section 16-23-16.2 and reporting the evaluation to the 
local superintendent and school board. The responsibility of the principal 
for evaluating personnel and reporting the evaluation to the local superin- 
tendent and school board shall not be delegated by the principal to any other 
person or entity. The principal may solicit input from the school council in 
the course of the evaluation. 


e. With the recommendation of the principal and the local super-

intendent, any school-based personnel may be disciplined and may be dis- 
missed by the local school board in accordance with the terms of such 
person’s employment contract and, where applicable, the requirements of 
Chapter 24B relating to tenure. The principal may solicit input from the 
school council prior to any such recommendation, provided that the rights 
of the person relating to privacy, due process, and disclosure must be pre- 
served. If the local school board disagrees with the principal on any pro- 
posed disciplinary action or dismissal, the local school board may, with the 
recommendation of the superintendent, but without approval or concur- 
rence by the principal, take or withhold such action as it deems appropriate 
in the circumstances. 


f. Nothing contained in this section shall be construed to grant 
tenure to any person employed pursuant to this section except as required 
by Chapter 24B. 


(4) Dismissal of other school-based personnel. If a local school 
board approves in advance the delegation of the power of dismissal to a 
principal in accordance with this subdivision, that principal may, without 
prior approval of the local superintendent or local school board, dismiss 
other school-based personnel, provided that a. any person dismissed by the 
principal pursuant to this subdivision may appeal to the local school board 
for reinstatement, and b. a person so dismissed who has tenure within the 
meaning of Chapter 24B shall be entitled to any hearing rights and other 
protection afforded by Chapter 24B. 


(5) Establishment of curriculum and instructional policies and se- 
lection of instructional materials. The school council shall establish the 
curriculum and instructional policies for its school and shall select all in- 
structional materials for the school. Textbooks shall be selected from the 
list of approved textbooks supplied by the State Board of Education. Deci- 
sions by the school council shall be consistent with school board policy 
where a council’s decision affects more than its individual school. 


(6) Use of non-instructional days. The school council shall deter- 
mine the use of non-instructional days available for school-based instruc- 
tional personnel pursuant to Section 16-22-11, 


(7) Scheduling. The school council shall determine the school’s 
schedule, subject to the following: 


a. The requirements of Sections 16-1-1 and 16-22-11. 


b. The availability of safe, reliable transportation for students. 
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c. The requirements of local board policy. 


(8) Assignment of students within school. The principal, with the 
advice of the school council and in accordance with local board policy, 
shall determine the student assignments within the school. 


(9) Assignment of teachers within school. The principal, with the 
advice of the school council, and in accordance with local board policy, 
shall make teacher assignments within the school. The superintendent shall 
have final authority for personnel assignments between schools within the 
school system. 


(10) Use of school facilities. The school council shall approve all 
uses of facilities at its school in accordance with local board policy. 


(11) Policies affecting learning environment. The school council 
shall be responsible for adopting and implementing policies designed to 
create a school environment that is safe, sanitary, free from prejudice, and 
conducive to leaming; provided, however, that such policies must be con- 
sistent with the disciplinary code established by the local school board pur- 
suant to Section 16-10A-6 and with other applicable state law. 


(12) Bylaws and organizational rules. The school council shall 
have the authority to adopt such bylaws and other rules and regulations for 
the conduct of its business as it may determine necessary, subject to appli- 
cable requirements of state law and local board policy. 


(b) School councils and principals may exercise the powers and 
carry out the responsibility conferred upon them pursuant to this chapter. 


§ 16-10A-6. Powers and duties of local school boards and super- 
intendents. 


(a) Powers and responsibilities of local school board. The local 
board of education shall retain the following authority and responsibilities 
with respect to each school within its jurisdiction where school-based deci- 
sion making has been implemented: 


(1) System-based expenditures. The local school board shall be 
responsible for budgeting and approving all system-based expenditures. 
System-based expenditures shall include (i) salary and benefits for all per- 
sonnel, (ii) capital improvements and repairs and maintenance to the build- 
ings, equipment and other physical assets of the school system, (iii) debt 
service payments on warrants and other indebtedness incurred by the local 
school board with respect to the system, (iv) transportation expenditures, 
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(v) school lunches, (vi) all expenses with respect to schools within its sys- 
tem that have not implemented school-based decision making pursuant to 
this chapter, and (vii) all other expenses of public education within its sys- 
tem that are not designated as school-based expenditures to be budgeted 
and approved by a school council pursuant to Section 16-10A-5. 


(2) Allocation of school-based expenditures. Not later than July 1 
of each year or, if later, within 30 days of passage of an education budget 
by the Legislature, the local school board shall determine the amount of 
funds available to each school within its jurisdiction for the following fiscal 
year with respect to school-based expenditures and shall notify each school 
council of the amount so allocated to that council’s school. 


(3) Comprehensive system budget. The local school board shall 
prepare a comprehensive budget for its school system as required by Sec- 
tion 16-13-140. The budget shall include school-based and system-based 
expenditures but shall not alter school-based budgets adopted by the school 
council. School-based and system-based expenditures shall be subject to 
proration required by the Constitution of Alabama of 1901. The local school 
board shall solicit and consider requests from school councils within its 
jurisdiction with respect to system-based expenditures that affect each 
council’s school, including without limitation any capital expenditures and 
repairs and maintenance that the school council considers necessary or de- 
sirable for the school buildings and equipment available to such council, 
but the local school board shall have the responsibility and authority for 
adoption of the final system budget. 


(4) Custody and disbursement of school funds. The local school 
board and its custodian of public school funds shall retain custody of all 
public school funds; provided, however, that funds allocable to school-based 
expenditures at any school shall be disbursed only upon the approval of the 
principal. 


(5) Purchasing and contracting. The local school board shall re- 
tain authority and responsibility for entering into all contracts and purchase 
orders, subject to the applicable requirements of state law, including any 
public bid requirements. 


(6) Transportation. The local school board shall retain all respon- 
sibility for transportation of students attending schools within its jurisdic- 
tion; provided, however, that the local school board shall, when possible, 
establish transportation schedules that will accommodate schedules estab- 
lished by school councils within its system. 


(7) Assignment of students to schools. The local school board 
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shall retain the responsibility for assigning students to schools within its 
system according to system-wide policies established by the local board for 
such purpose. 


(8) Facilitation of school-based decision making. The local school 
boards and superintendents shall be responsible for (i) educating the public 
and school parents and training school staff regarding the school-based de- 
cision making to be implemented pursuant to this chapter, (ii) coordinating 
planning among schools within its system, (iii) identifying instructional prac- 
tices and programs and technology uses that might enhance the instruction 
of students at schools within its system, (iv) providing information to school 
councils about professional development of school-based personnel, (v) iden- 
tifying persons eligible for selection by school councils as principals, teach- 
ers and other school-based personnel, (vi) providing assistance to schools 
through leaming resource teams, as established in Section 16-23-25, (vii) 
analyzing and disseminating information concerning performance of indi- 
vidual schools and the system as a whole, (viii) informing school councils 
of legal developments and requirements regarding the operation of their 
schools, and (ix) encouraging interagency collaboration and service at the 
school level. 


(9) Hiring school-based personnel. The local school board shall 
retain the authority and responsibility for hiring and contracting with prin- 
cipals, teachers and other school-based personnel, subject to the power con- 
ferred upon school councils and principals pursuant to Section 16-10A-5 
with respect to the selection of the personnel. 


(10) Discipline and dismissal of school-based personnel. The lo- 
cal school board shall retain the authority and responsibility for discipline 
and dismissal of principals, teachers, and other school-based personnel, 
subject to (i) the power conferred upon school councils and principals pur- 
suant to Section 16-10A-5 and (ii) requirements of state law, including par- 
ticularly the requirements of Chapter 24B. 


(11) Disciplinary Code. The local school board shall retain the 
responsibility for establishing a disciplinary code for its system that con- 
forms with state law; provided, however, that the local school board shall 
solicit and consider recommendations about the disciplinary code from school 
councils within its system. 


(12) General regulatory authority. The local school board shall 
adopt such rules and regulations regarding school-based decision making 
as it deems necessary to implement this chapter. 


(13) System-wide policy. The school board may adopt system- 
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wide policies where such policies are necessary to meet the educational needs of 
the children and are required to provide coordination and articulation among 
and between schools in school systems. Board policies shall not interfere with 
reasonable decisions and actions of individual school councils. 


(14) General reservation of authority. The local school board and 
superintendent shall retain all authority and responsibilities conferred upon 
them by the laws of Alabama, including rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Education, that have not been specifically assigned to the school 
council and principal pursuant to this chapter. 


(b) Local school boards and superintendents may exercise the pow- 
ers and carry out the responsibilities conferred upon them pursuant to this 
chapter. 


§ 16-10A-7. Duties of State Department of Education. 


The State Department of Education shall ensure that appropriate 
department personnel, local school board members and staff, and all school- 
level personnel in the state are properly trained in order to implement school- 
based decision making and shall have a continuing duty to provide guid- 
ance and support for the implementation of this chapter. When school- 
based decision making has been implemented at a school, the State Depart- 
ment of Education shall, to the extent possible, act with respect to such 
school as a service and coordinating institution. 


§ 16-10A-8. School council members subject to Code of Ethics. 


Members of the school council shall be subject to the Code of Eth- 
ics, Chapter 25, Title 36, as amended from time to time; provided, however, 
that members of the school council shall not, by virtue of their positions on 
the school council, be required to file a statement of economic interests with 
the State Ethics Commission. 


Section 14. Section 16-21-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 16-21-1. 


“The county commission or board of casearee in any county or 

i ncil or board of ion in is-hereby-authorizedto 

may appropriate funds to any public school nade; the control of the eounty 

board of education and-te-any-county high schoot for the purpose of estab- 

lishing, maintaining, enlarging, or improving public libraries in swek the 
schools.” 
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Section 15. Section 16-22-11 is added to the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-22-11. Contract of employment with certified professionals; 
minimum number of instructional days; days to be used for in-service ac- 
tivities. 


(a) Minimum instructional days. During scholastic year 1994-1995, 
the minimum number of instructional days for students in the public schools 
shall not be less than 178 days. For each scholastic year after 1994-1995, 
the minimum number of instructional days shall be 180 days. 


(b) Contracts with certified professional employees. The contract 
of employment entered into by a local board of education with each certi- 
fied professional employee shall be subject to the following conditions: 


(1) Total contract days. The contract of employment shall not be 
less than 195 days in length. 

(2) Minimum number of staff days. During the contract year for 
1994-1995, the number of contract days designated as staff days shall not 
be less than 17 days. For each contract year after 1994-1995, the minimum 
number of staff days shall be 15 days. For purposes of this section, the term 


“staff day” shall mean a day in which a teacher is not providing instruction 
to students but is engaged in one of the following activities: 


a. Opening and closing activities of schools. 

b. Planning or preparation for instruction. 

c. Attending in-service or professional development programs. 

At least one staff day each year shall be devoted to the opening 
activities of schools, and at least one staff day each year shall be devoted to 


the closing activities of schools. 


Section 16. Chapter 22A is added to Title 16 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 22A. 
PRINCIPALS. 


§ 16-22A-1. Principals hired after effective date of this act. 


Principals hired on or after the effective date of this act to work for 
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the first time in such capacity in a public school in Alabama shall: 
(1) Not be eligible to attain tenure pursuant to Chapter 24B. 


(2) Be hired pursuant to a contract for an initial term of not less 
than three years, and subsequent terms of not less than three nor more than 
five school years, which contract shall set forth the terms of employment, 
including grounds and procedures for dismissal. 


(3) Receive a salary not less than the average salary for principals 
in the southeasterm states, as determined by the State Board of Education, 
taking into account, among other relevant factors, the employee’s educa- 
tional achievement and experience and the size and location of the school in 
which the principal will serve. 


§ 16-22A-2. Principals hired before effective date. 


(a) Principals initially hired before the effective date of this act to 
work in such capacity in a public school in Alabama shall be tenure-eligible 
employees under Chapter 24B. 


(b) Notwithstanding subsection (a), any principal to whom sub- 
section (a) would otherwise apply may, prior to the end of the second full 
school year following the effective date of this act, voluntarily and irrevo- 
cably relinquish his or her tenure as a principal and elect to be employed by 
contract in the same manner, and with the same pay and benefits, as princi- 
pals hired on or after the effective date of this act. Principals making the 
election shall receive, for each contract year served with the system in such 
position, eight thousand dollars ($8,000) in excess of the contractual salary 
amount, in consideration for the relinquishment by the principal of his or 
her tenure as a principal. The relinquishment of tenure and election to serve 
under contract shall be made in writing to the employing board of education 
at least 30 days prior to the start of the next school year, to be effective in 
that and all succeeding years. For principals making the relinquishment of 
tenure provided for in this subsection only, in the final year of the principal’s 
contract, if the three most recent annual evaluations of the principal, in- 
cluding that in the final year, have been favorable, then the local board of 
education shall offer the principal another contract for a minimum three- 
year term. If the principal and the board cannot agree on terms for the new 
contract, the existing contract shall be extended for a period of one year on 
the same terms and conditions. If, at the end of that one-year period, the 
parties still cannot agree on terms and conditions for a new contract, the 
board shall have no further obligation to renew or extend the existing con- 
tract or to enter into a new contract. 
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§ 16-22A-3. Duties of principal. 


Ail principals, whether employed and serving pursuant to this chap- 
ter or Chapter 24B, shall have the following duties: 


(1) A principal shall supervise the daily operation and manage- 
ment of personnel, finances, facilities, and other matters of the school or 
campus for which he or she is responsible. A principal shall assume the 
administrative responsibility and instructional leadership, as directed by 
the superintendent, and, where applicable, by the school council, consistent 
with the employing board policy, for the planning, management, operation, 
and evaluation of the education program of the school or campus under the 
principal’s responsibility. 


(2) A principal shall make a written recommendation to the super- 
intendent or, where applicable, to the school council, regarding the appoint- 
ment, assignment, promotion, transfer, and dismissal of all personnel as- 
signed to the school or campus under his or her responsibility. If a recom- 
mendation of a principal is rejected, then the principal shall submit a sec- 
ond recommendation. The local board shall have final authority for per- 
sonnel assignments to schools within the school system, based on the rec- 
ommendation of the local superintendent made, where applicable, on the 
recommendation of school councils. 


(3) A principal shall observe all rules, policies, and procedures 
relative to the operation of the public schools as established by applicable 
laws and rules and standards of the State Board of Education, the employ- 
ing school board and, where applicable, school councils. 


(4) A principal shall perform all other duties assigned by the su- 
perintendent or, where applicable, by the school council, consistent with the 
employing board’s policy. 


§ 16-22A-4. Dismissal of pupils. 


The principal, or the principal’s designee when the principal is ab- 
sent, shall have the authority and obligation to dismiss pupils, temporarily 
suspend classes, or close the school during school hours when, in his or her 
discretion, an emergency situation exists. The principal or principal’s des- 
ignee shall notify the local superintendent of any such action taken. 


§ 16-22A-5. Application of provisions of chapter in “school-in- 
crisis.” 


Notwithstanding any provision of this chapter or of any contract 
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entered into by principal and a local board pursuant to this chapter, in any 
school designated a “‘school-in-crisis” or “Tier IIT” school pursuant to Sec- 
tion 16-3A-6, the rights and obligations of the principal are subject to modi- 
fication pursuant to Section 16-3A-6(a)(14) and (15), without violation of 
any right or entitlement of the principal. 


Section 17. Sections 16-23-3 and 16-23-5 of the Code of Alabama 
1975 are amended to read as follows: 


“§ 16-23-3. 


“(a) It is the intent of the legislature that the state of Alabama shall 
modify its policies relative to the certification of teachers to permit an ex- 
panded alternative certification program for prospective teachers for grades 
nine threvgh to 12, inclusive. In addition to certificates issued pursuant to 
this chapter to persons graduating from approved teacher education pro- 
grams, the state board of education shall adopt policies, procedures, rules, 
regulations, and/or and standards authorizing an alternative certificate to 
be issued by the state superintendent of education to an individual person, 
regardless of whether swek the person is a graduate of an approved teacher 
education program, where: 


“(1) The person has earned a bachelor’s or higher degree from a 
regionally accredited university or college; and 


“(2) The person has at least 24 months of professional or other

“(3) The person is reeemmendedte-the-state-board of edtreation 
approved for an alternative certificate by the state superintendent of educa- 
tion, based upon the regulations promulgated by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, upon the recommendation of the city or county school superintendent 
in whose system streitthe person shat will be employed; and 


“(4) The person has demonstrated required satisfactory proficiency 
on any pre-certification examination gr assessment requirements then exist- 
ing for teacher candidates in the state of Alabama purstantte-FheAtabamra 


“(b) Any alternative certificate shall be valid for the period of time 
as shall be set by policies, procedures, rules, regulations, and/or and stan- 
dards which ska may be adopted by the state board of education but inno 
event shall suek the period extend beyond three years from the date of issu- 
ance of the alternative certificate. 
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“(c) Where a person has received an alternative certificate or cer- 
tificates and has been employed for three consecutive years by one county 
or city school board, stehthat person may be granted a teaching certificate 
issued by the state superintendent of education pursuant to section 16-23-1, 
when: 


“(1) Approved by the state superintendent of education; and 


‘“(2) Approved according to policies, procedures, rules, regula- 
tions,-arrd/er and standards whieh-shat-be adopted by the state board of 
education. Suek The policies, procedures, rules, regulations, and/or and 
standards shall require that the recipient of an alternative certificate suc- 
cessfully complete no more than the equivalent of twelve semester hours of 
college course work in education related courses, as may be determined by 
the state board of education based upon factors such as the recipient’s indi- 
vidual educational background, prior to the issuance of a teaching certifi- 
cate pursuant to section 16-23-1. 


“(d) Any person granted a teaching certificate issued by the state 
superintendent of education pursuant to section 16-23-1, following the re- 
ceipt of an alternative certificate, as herein provided, shall be eligible to 
attain eontinuing-serviee-status tenure pursuant to chapter24 24B, Fitte+6. 
Time served as a teacher pursuant to an alternative certificate shall be counted 
in determining eontiming-serviee-status pursuant to section 6-242 16- 
24B-2. 


“(e) The state superintendent of education in cases of emergency 
when certified teachers, including teachers who may have received alterna- 
tive certificates pursuant to this section; are not available, may grant emer- 
gency certificates of the different kinds and grades, but any such emergency 
certificate shall not be valid for a period to exceed one year but shall expire 
at the end of the scholastic year for which it is issued, and such emergency 
certificate shall not be extended or renewed. Time served as a teacher pur- 
suant to an emergency certificate shall not be counted in determining eer-

“(f) Any alternative certificate issued pursuant to this section shall 
be limited to persons teaching grades nine threwgh-to 12, inclusives, pre=- 
vided however, thatan An alternative certificate may be issued for persons 
teaching grades kindergarten throwgh to eight, inclusive, if limited to the 
subject areas of the fine arts and/or or foreign languages , or both, or in

Section 18. Sections 16-23-13.2 and 16-23-13.3 are added to the 
Code of Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-23-13.2. Public school educators to complete a minimum of 
12 hours of approved professional development instruction within the re- 
quired 10 days of professional development. 


(a) Each public school teacher, supervisor, or administrator within 
this state shall attend a minimum of 12 hours of approved staff develop- 
ment instruction in each school year, with the instruction to be based, at 
least in part, upon the results of the assessment strategies developed under 
Section 16-23-16.2(f), and to include instruction in other skills essential to 
the successful implementation of Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Ex- 
cellence Act of 1994. 


(b) The State Board of Education shall, upon the recommendation 
of the State Superintendent of Education, develop a plan of professional 
development for all teachers, supervisors, and administrators. Alabama 
First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994 contemplates the provi- 
sion of new, intensive, and sustained professional development, with sub- 
stantial additional commitment of time and resources to the pursuit of pro- 
fessional development. The plan developed by the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall include a delivery system for professional development activities 
that should incorporate a variety of service options including, but not lim- 
ited to, those provided by the regional in-service centers, colleges and uni- 
versities, local boards of education, the State Department of Education, or 
special topics and seminars presented by professional organizations or rec- 
ognized professionals in the field of education. 


(c) The State Board of Education shall direct the State Superinten- 
dent of Education to (1) develop criteria for the approval of staff develop- 
ment programs offered under this section and (2) provide programs of in- 
struction in professional development and leadership training for local boards 
of education, school system administrators, superintendents, principals, and 
school councils in those schools under school-based decision making, to 
incorporate new management and organization practices such as high per- 
formance management and total quality management. 


(d) One hour of professional development credit shall be given for 
each actual hour attended at approved professional development programs. 
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(e) Any public school teacher, supervisor, or administrator who 
fails to earn 12 hours of approved professional development by June 15 of 
a particular year will be deemed not in compliance for that year. A plan for 
making up the deficiency may be accepted if a deficiency plan is received 
by the local superintendent of education by June 30. 


(f) On or before August 15 of each year each local superintendent 
shall submit to the State Superintendent of Education a written report of 
any public school teacher, supervisor, or administrator who failed to earn 
12 approved professional development hours during the past school year. 
The State Superintendent shall then notify the employee in writing of the 
failure to complete the required professional development and establish a 
deadline by which the employee must be in compliance. 


(g) No purchase of materials shall be required at any program of 
professional development sponsored by the State Board of Education. 


§ 16-23-13.3. Operation of regional in-service centers; school sys- 
tems to affiliate with centers; identification of critical needs; direction of 
professional development by schools and school systems. 


(a) In order to ensure that the staff development needs for the full 
implementation of Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 
1994 are made available, the regional in-service centers in existence prior 
to the adoption of Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 
1994 shall continue to provide rigorous in-service training for the state’s 
public school personnel. The regional in-service centers shall: 


(1) Provide training for instructional personnel in areas necessary 
to effectively implement Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence 
Act of 1994. 


(2) Provide specialized help to public school instructional person- 
nel. 


(3) Assist in the design, training, and implementation of new edu- 
cational technologies for public school personnel. 


(4) Work with the State Department of Education, school systems, 
and local businesses and industries to determine systematic and cost-effec- 
tive methods for using a variety of education technologies to improve teach- 
ing and learning. 


(5) Provide, when requested, prescriptive in-service training for 
teachers and administrators based upon personnel evaluation or assessment 
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information, using both individual evaluation results and local school as- 
sessment information. 


(6) Operate under the accountability standards promulgated by the 
State Superintendent of Education. 


(b) Each local school system shall affiliate with the in-service cen- 
ter in its region and shall participate in the planning of in-service offerings 
for the public school personnel in the region. 


(c) The regional in-service centers and State Department of Edu- 
cation shall consult with a representative group of educators, including teach- 
ers, Supervisors, principals, and superintendents in order to identify spe- 
cific staff development offerings needed to effectively implement Alabama 
First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994 and further improve the 
teaching and the learning opportunities for students in Alabama. 


(d) The State Superintendent of Education shall develop and imple- 
ment a four-year plan under which an increasing proportion of funds allo- 
cated for staff development and leadership training is sent directly to schools 
and school systems, to be used at the regional in-service centers or for other 
professional development programs. In the first year of the plan, 20 per- 
cent of professional development funds shall be allocated directly to: (1) 
schools operating under school-based decision making and (2) school sys- 
tems, where necessary, to be used for the benefit of those schools not oper- 
ating under school-based decision making. In the second school year, that 
percentage shall be increased to 40 percent; in the third year, to 60 percent; 
and in the fourth and subsequent years, to 80 percent. 


Section 19. Section 16-23-14 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 16-23-14.

“(1) -rintnrunt Minimum requirements on courses of study, organi- 
zation, qualifications of instructors, buildings and equipment and sanitary 
conditions;and, 
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“(2) Minimum requirements for performance by degree candidates 
on teacher pre-certification tests, or components of the tests, as developed

“(b) tt-shatt-bethe-duty ofthe The state superintendent of educa- 


tion or his or her professional assistants te shall visit institutions engaged in 
teacher-training, hold conferences with the teachers and officials of suek 
the institutions, explain the requirements of the state board of education 
relating to the preparation of teachers, teek-inte observe the character of 
work being done, and perform such other services as may be deemed advis- 
able for the improvement of the training provided for prospective teachers 
of the public schools of the state.” 


Section 20. Sections 16-23-16.2, 16-23-16.3, 16-23-16.4, and 16- 
23-25 are added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-23-16.2. Educator performance standards; assessment of per- 
formance. 


(a) An Alabama Professional Standards Board (““APSB”’) is estab- 
lished to define and recommend to the State Board of Education for adop- 
tion educator performance standards to be used as a basis for pre-service 
education, certification, recertification, and in-service education. The APSB 
shall continue to study and refine educator performance standards, and shall 
make recommendations to the State Board of Education, as necessary, to 
ensure that educator performance standards remain an accurate reflection 
of what Alabama teachers need to know and be able to do to adequately 
fulfill their roles in the state’s public schools. 


(b) The APSB shall consist of 15 members initially selected as 
follows: 


(1) The State Superintendent of Education shall select the mem- 
bers from a list of at least 30 nominees submitted by the ACSPA. 


(2) Members selected shall be representative of the diverse nature 
of the population of the state. 


(3) Atleast eight members shall be drawn from the ranks of teach- 
ers practicing in the state, and at least three of the remaining seven shall be 
other educators. 


(c) In making the initial appointments, the superintendent shall 
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designate five members to serve two-year terms, five members to serve 
four-year terms, and five members to serve six-year terms. All subsequent 
terms shall be for a period of six years. Members may be reappointed by 
the State Superintendent of Education, or new members may be selected 
according to subsection (b) provided the list of nominees are submitted by 
the Office of School Accountability rather than the ACSPA. Should any 
member of the APSB be unable to finish his or her term, the resulting va- 
cancy shall be filled by the Superintendent, based on nominations made by 
the Office of School Accountability, with the new appointee to complete the 
remainder of the term. Notwithstanding the foregoing, a vacancy created 
by the departure of a teacher-member shall be filled with a practicing teacher, 
and a vacancy created by the departure of an “other educator” member 
shall be filled with an educator other than a teacher practicing in the state. 


(d) The APSB shall relate the proposed educator performance stan- 
dards to, and base the standards upon, the student performance standards 
created pursuant to Section 16-3A-2, and the educator standards shall re- 
flect the same high expectations for teachers as for students, consistent with 
the pursuit of academic excellence embodied in Alabama First: A Plan for 
Academic Excellence Act of 1994. 


(e) The APSB shall send its recommended educator performance 
standards to the State Board of Education no later than two years after 
implementation of student learning goals pursuant to Section 16-3A-2. 
Within 120 days of receipt of those recommendations, the State Board of 
Education shall adopt final educator performance standards based on the 
recommendations. 


(f) No later than four years after the adoption of final educator 
performance standards, the State Board of Education, in consultation with 
experts and educators, and taking into account the work currently under 
development by the State Department of Education, the National Board for 
Professional Teaching Standards and the Council of Chief State School 
Officers on the subject of educator standards and assessments, shall de- 
velop assessment strategies based on the pursuit of academic excellence to 
determine whether educators are achieving the performance standards. 


(g) After performance standards and assessment strategies have 
been developed, the State Board of Education shall develop a revised certi- 
fication and recertification system for Alabama educators requiring satis- 
faction by the educator of the new standards, demonstrated through perfor- 
mance showing proficiency consistent with the standards. The certification 
and recertification system shall require that all persons applying to be cer- 
tified or recertified undergo a fingerprint review and criminal background 
investigation, to be conducted by the Alabama Bureau of Investigation and 
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the Federal Bureau of Investigation, to determine any criminal history of 
that person. Information obtained from the investigation shall be consid- 
ered by the certifying authority in granting or refusing certification. Any 
fee charged by the bureau of investigation shall be paid by the person seek- 
ing certification or recertification. 


(h) The State Department of Education shall work with teacher- 
training institutions to assist the institutions in adjusting and strengthening 
their pre-service training to conform to the new certification standards, and 
with the State Board of Education and APSB, shall consider requiring more 
extensive internships or teaching experience for candidates for graduation 
from the institutions, as a condition to certification under the new stan- 
dards. In-service training, including training required for recertification, 
shall be related to the new standards. 


§ 16-23-16.3. Teacher mentoring. 


(a) The State Board of Education shall develop a teacher mentoring 
program to provide first-year teachers in the state with the assistance and 
support of experienced teachers, including assistance in the design of pro- 
fessional development programs for the first-year teachers. Mentors shall 
be allocated by the State Superintendent of Education at a ratio of one full- 
time equivalent mentor to 15 first-year teachers. The State Board of Edu- 
cation shall involve accredited teacher education programs and in-service 
centers in the design and support of the mentoring program. 


(b) Funds for implementing the mentoring program shall be pro- 
vided by the State Department of Education from appropriations for that 
purpose upon application by a local board of education, which application 
shall set forth the number of first-year teachers eligible for the mentoring 
program and state the proposed design of the mentoring program to be 
employed. 


(c) Schools or school systems that employ mentoring programs on 
the effective date of this act shall be permitted, with the review and ap- 
proval of the State Board of Education, to request state funds to support the 
program already being utilized rather than participate in the mentoring pro- 
gram established under this section. 


(d) The State Department of Education shall ensure that at least 
one-half of first-time teachers are provided support under the mentoring 
program in school year 1994-95, with all first-year teachers to be assigned 
to mentors by school year 1995-96, 


§ 16-23-16.4. Principal mentoring. 
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(a) The State Board of Education shall develop a principal leader- 
ship and mentoring program to provide first-year principals in the state 
with assistance, support, and professional development. 


(b) Each first-year principal shall have access to an experienced 
principal judged to be successful in that role. Each mentoring principal 
shall meet with each first-year principal no less than twice per month for 
consultation and advice. Additionally, the mentoring principal shall be avail- 
able by telephone for consultation from a first-year principal. 


(c) The State Department of Education shall select potential 
mentoring principals upon recommendations received from local school 
superintendents. Principals who are selected and trained, and who serve as 
mentors, shall receive additional compensation equal to one month’s salary. 


(d) First-year principals shall attend training conducted by the State 
Department of Education as a necessary condition for being assigned a 
mentoring principal. 


(e) Funds for implementing the mentoring program for principals 
shall be provided by the State Department of Education from appropria- 
tions for that purpose upon application by a local board of education, which 
application shall state the number of first-year principals eligible for the 
mentoring program. 


§ 16-23-25. Teacher assistance teams, learning resource teams 
established. 


(a) Each public school in the state shall establish one or more 
teacher assistance teams (“TATs”), consisting of core groups of knowl- 
edgeable, trained in-house staff, to help teachers with students experiencing 
learning difficulties. The core groups shall be supplemented by either in- 
house or external professionals, as necessary, to address the wide diversity 
of student needs presented, and parents of the student experiencing the dif- 
ficulties shall participate in the TAT process. Teachers, parents, or stu- 
dents may seek assistance from the TAT as often as necessary. The princi- 
pal teacher of the student for whom help is sought shall remain responsible 
for the student’s instructional program. 


(b) The number of TATs needed in each school, and the budget for 
the TATs shall be determined by the State Department of Education, which 
shall consider the number of low-income students and the level of student 
achievement in each school. 


(c) TAT core members shall participate in significant statewide 
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training to be provided by the State Department of Education no later than 
the summer of 1995. 


(d) The State Department of Education shall establish at the school 
system or regional level, as appropriate, learning resource teams (“LRTs’’) 
to serve as a primary resource for the TATs. LRTs ordinarily shall consist 
of at least three highly trained diagnostic specialists. Upon TAT request, 
LRTs shall assist teachers in developing specialized educational programs 
for students with particularly difficult leaming problems. 


(e) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section, any school 
may propose to the State Department of Education for approval an alterna- 
tive structure for providing the services required of a TAT in that school. 


Section 21. Section 16-24-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 16-24-1. 


“The term ‘teacher,’ as employed in this chapter, tsdeemedto mean

Section 22. Chapter 24B is added to the Code of Alabama 1975, to 
read as follows: 


CHAPTER 24B. 
TENURE. 


§ 16-24B-l. General definitions. 

For purposes of this chapter, the following definitions shall apply: 

(1) CONTRACT YEAR. For a teacher employee or tenure-eli- 
gible supervisory employee, the term of a contract of employment as set by 


the employing board. For a support employee, a contract period of at least 
nine months. 
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(2) DAY. A calendar day. In computing any period of time pre- 
scribed or allowed by this chapter, the day of the act or event from which 
the designated period of time begins to run shall not be included, and the 
last day of the period shall be included, unless it is a Saturday, a Sunday, or 
a legal holiday, in which event the period runs until the end of the next day 
which is not a Saturday, a Sunday, or a legal holiday. Legal holiday in- 
cludes all days designated as such in Rule 6(a) of the Alabama Rules of 
Civil Procedure, as amended from time to time. 


(3) EMPLOYING BOARD. A city or county board of education. 


(4) FULL-TIME EMPLOYEE. An employee whose duties re- 
quire 20 or more hours during each normal working week and employees 
hired as bus drivers. 


(5) PRIOR LAW. Chapter 24 of Title 26 and Article 4 of Chapter 
26, Title 36, Code of Alabama 1975, as applicable to an employee of an 
employing board on the date immediately preceding the effective date of 
this act. 


(6) SCHOOL YEAR. The meaning pursuant to Section 16-1- 
1(4). 


(7) SUPERINTENDENT. The person serving as superintendent 
of an employing board pursuant to Section 16-9-1 or Section 16-12-1. 


(8) SUPERVISORY EMPLOYEE. A person, other than a super- 
intendent, who is employed in a supervisory or managerial position for in- 
structional or support services, including, without limitation, an assistant 
superintendent, a principal, and an assistant principal. 


(9) SUPPORT EMPLOYEE. A person who is employed for ser- 
vices supporting instructional activities. Any employee of an employing 
board who is not a superintendent, a supervisory employee, or a teacher 
shall be deemed a support employee. 


(10) TEACHER EMPLOYEE. A person possessing a certificate 
issued by the teacher certificating authority of the State of Alabama who is 
employed as an instructor. 


(11) TENURE. The status of a person whose contract of employ- 
ment may not be terminated except as provided in Section 16-24B-6, and 
who may not be transferred except as provided in Section 16-24B-5, and 
who shall, in either event, be accorded hearing rights as provided in Sec- 
tions 16-24B-7 and 16-24B-8. 
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(12) TENURE-ELIGIBLE EMPLOYEE. A full-time employee 
of a county or city board of education, other than the following: 


a. A superintendent. 


b. A supervisory employee hired for the first time to work in such 
capacity on or after the effective date of this act. 


c. A supervisory employee who was hired in such capacity prior to 
the effective date of this act who was not eligible for tenure or 
nonprobationary status in such capacity under prior law. 


§ 16-24B-2. Criteria for determining employee tenure. 


(a) General rule. Subject to the requirements of this section, any 
tenure-eligible employee who has served full contract years with the same 
employing board for three consecutive school years and has his or her con- 
tract renewed for the next succeeding school year by the employing board 
shall attain tenure under this chapter. 


(b) Procedure for contract renewal and termination before tenure 
attained. Contract renewal and termination of nontenured employees shall 
be subject to the following conditions: 


(1) Teacher employees and supervisory employees. Any nonten- 
ured teacher employee or nontenured supervisory employee shall be deemed 
to have had his or her contract renewed for the succeeding school year at 
the same salary unless the employing board causes notice in writing to be 
given to the employee on or before the first day of June in a school year in 
which the employee is employed. The employee shall be presumed to have 
accepted the employment unless he or she notifies the employing board in 
writing on or before June 15. The employing board may not cancel the 
contract of any such employee, nor cause notice of non-employment to be 
given to such employee, except pursuant to a vote of a majority of the 
members of the employing board, evidenced by minute entries of the board 
made prior to or at the time of any such action. 


(2) Support employees. An employing board may terminate a 
nontenured support employee’s employment at any time before the employee 
attains tenure by furnishing the employee written notification thereof at 
least 15 days prior to the effective date of termination. 


(c) Determination of contract years. Partial or temporary service 
or employment during a school year shall not count as a full contract year 
for purposes of attainment of tenure except as follows: 
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(1) Partial first year. The first year of employment shall count as 
a full contract year only if the tenure-eligible employee is employed by the 
employing board on or before the tenth working day of the second semester 
and remains employed through the end of the school year. 


(2) Effect of leave of absence. A year of employment that is other- 
wise a full contract year shall count as a full contract year notwithstanding 
a tenure-eligible employee’s leave of absence of not more than 84 days 
granted by the employing board in accordance with regulations adopted by 
the State Board of Education. 


(3) Military service. A nontenured employee who enters the mili- 
tary service of the United States shall be given credit for partial service to 
the extent permitted by Section 16-24B-10(b). 


(d) Required evaluations of supervisory and teacher employees. 
Prior to the time that a teacher employee or a tenure-eligible supervisory 
employee attains tenure under this chapter, the superintendent of the em- 
ploying board shall evaluate the employee on at least an annual basis. 


(e) Effect of service in more than one capacity. If a full-time 
employee’s duties require that the person serve part-time as a teacher or 
support employee and part-time as a supervisory employee, that person 
may attain tenure only as a teacher or support employee, unless prior to the 
effective date of this act the person had attained tenure under prior law as a 
supervisory employee. 


(f) Effect of termination of contract as supervisor on tenure as 
teacher or support employee. If a person who has attained tenure as a 
teacher employee or as a support employee is employed as a superintendent 
or a supervisory employee, that person’s tenure as a teacher employee or as 
a support employee shall not be affected. If that person’s contract as a 
supervisory employee is terminated or is not renewed, that person shall 
resume his or her status as a tenured teacher employee or tenured support 
employee. The person’s first assignment as a teacher or support employee 
following the termination or nonrenewal shall not be deemed a transfer for 
purposes of this chapter. 


(g) Transition for persons with tenure or eligible for tenure under 
prior law. 


(1) Any person who attained tenure or nonprobationary status un- 
der prior law shall be deemed to have tenure under this chapter in the same 
category, as a supervisory employee, teacher employee, or support employee, 
as the case may be. 
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(2) A person hired as a supervisory employee prior to the effective 
date of this act who was eligible for tenure or nonprobationary status in 
such capacity under prior law, but who had not attained tenure or 
nonprobationary status under prior law, may attain tenure as a supervisory 
employee under this chapter. No person hired as a supervisory employee 
for the first time on or after the effective date of this act may attain tenure as 
a supervisory employee. 


(h) Effect of consolidation or separation of schools. When two or 
more school systems are consolidated under one employing board, or when 
one or more schools are separated from a school system in order to become 
a part of or to constitute another school system, the tenure status of the 
employees involved in the changes shall not be affected. 


(i) Relinquishment of tenure by principals. Any employee holding 
tenure or eligible for tenure as a principal under this chapter may elect to be 
employed as a nontenured principal pursuant to Section 16-22A-2. 


§ 16-24B-3. Contract of employment effective until superseded or 
canceled. 


The contract of employment of any tenured employee shall remain 
in full force and effect unless superseded by a new contract signed by both 
parties, or canceled as provided in Section 16-24B-6. 


§ 16-24B-4. Change of compensation for succeeding year. 


The salary or compensation of any tenured employee may be changed 
for any succeeding year to accord with a general salary schedule adopted 
by the employing board of education. No salary schedule shall operate to 
compensate teacher employees in less sums than the sums contained in any 
minimum salary schedule which may be adopted by the State Board of 
Education of Alabama for teachers in the public schools of the state. 


§ 16-24B-5. Transfer of tenured and nontenured employees. 


(a) A superintendent may, with the consent of any affected school 
council, transfer or reassign any nontenured employee, and the transfer shall 
be effective immediately. 


(b) A superintendent may, with the consent of any affected school 
council, and with the concurrence of a majority of the employing board, 
transfer any tenured teacher employee or tenured supervisory employee from 
one position, school, or grade to another when necessary to foster and fulfill 
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the educational policies and needs of the school system, subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 


(1) No transfer to be effective during the current school year may 
be made after the fifth instructional day of the school year except as a result 
of unexpected course offerings, enrollment changes, or where essential for 
the effective operation of schools. 


(2) No transfer shall be made based on the personal, political, or 
punitive reasons of the superintendent or the employing board. 


(c) A tenured support employee may be transferred from one job 
classification, school, or work site to another when, in the discretion and 
business judgment of the superintendent, as approved by a majority of the 
employing board, the transfer is necessary to ensure the efficient operation 
of the school system. No transfer shall be made based on the personal, 
political, or punitive reasons of the superintendent or the employing board. 
A reassignment of a tenured support employee which would cause the sup- 
port employee to work in the same job classification at a facility or site 
which is located on the same campus or contiguous parcel of real estate as 
the school or work site at which the support employee previously worked 
shall not constitute a “transfer” for purposes of this section or Section 16- 
24B-7. A support employee’s school or work site shall include all facilities 
or grounds of the employing board at which the support employee works or 
may reasonably be expected to work as part of the support employee’s regular 
job responsibilities. Nothing herein shall prohibit the superintendent from 
making a temporary transfer of a tenured support employee, for a period 
not to exceed 10 working days, when the superintendent determines that 
exigent circumstances require the action, and the temporary transfer shall 
not constitute a “transfer” for purposes of this section or Section 16-24B-7. 


(d) A tenured employee affected by a transfer made pursuant to 
this section may request a hearing before a hearing officer as provided in 
Section 16-24B-7. 


(e) No transfer under this section shall result in loss of tenure or 
violation of contract. 


§ 16-24B-6. Cancellation of contract; grounds for same. 


Cancellation of an employment contract of a tenured employee may 
be made by the superintendent, on recommendation of a school council, 
where applicable, with the concurrence of a majority of the employing board, 
for failure to perform duties in a satisfactory manner, incompetency, in- 
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subordination, neglect of duty, immorality, justifiable decrease in the num- 
ber of positions, or other good and just cause. Cancellation may not occur 
for political or personal reasons. 


§ 16-24B-7. Hearing procedure. 


The following procedure shall be followed for all transfers of ten- 
ured employees or cancellations of contracts of tenured employees. No 
action shall lie for the recovery of damages for the breach of any employ- 
ment contract of an employee of an employing board. 


(1) After receiving the concurrence of a majority of the employing 
board, the superintendent shall initiate all transfers and cancellations of 
contracts of tenured employees by giving written notice to the employee of 
the personnel action. The notice shall contain all of the following: 


a. A statement of the personnel action and the statutory authority 
for such action. 


b. A statement of the right of the employee to request a hearing and 
a brief outline of the hearing process and rights of the employee. 


c. A detailed statement of the reasons for the personnel action. 
(2) The notice may be served either: 


a. By personal service on the employee, with a copy mailed to the 
last known address of the employee. 


b. By certified mail, return receipt requested, mailed to the last 
known address of the employee. 


(3) Anemployee may request a hearing before a hearing officer to 
contest a personnel action. The request shall be in writing, filed with the 
superintendent, and received by the superintendent within seven days of the 
date of receipt of notice of the personnel action. Failure to request a hear- 
ing within the allotted time shall constitute a waiver of the opportunity fora 
hearing and shall cause the personnel action to become final and effective 
immediately upon the expiration of the seven-day period. 


(4) If a hearing is requested in a timely manner, a hearing officer 
shall be appointed from a list of hearing officers provided by the American 
Arbitration Association in accordance with their expedited procedures. All 
hearing officers shall: 
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a. Be experienced and knowledgeable in education and personnel 
matters or have attended training administered jointly by the Alabama Edu- 
cation Association and the Alabama Association of School Boards. 


b. Be a resident of a member state of the Southern Regional Edu- 
cation Board. 


(5) The superintendent shall notify the American Arbitration As- 
sociation that a hearing has been requested and to whom the list of potential 
hearing officers are to be mailed. Within seven days of receipt of a request 
for a hearing, the American Arbitration Association shall provide each party 
and any attorney who has filed an appearance on the part of a party, with a 
list naming seven potential hearing officers. If a party had an attorney file 
an appearance on his, her, or its behalf, service of the list of potential hear- 
ing officers on that attorney shall be deemed as service on the party. At the 
time of transmitting the list of potential hearing officers, the American Ar- 
bitration Association shall schedule a conference of the parties and their 
attomeys, which conference may be conducted by telephone for the purpose 
of selecting a hearing officer from the list. The conference shall be con- 
ducted no less than seven days nor more than nine days from the date of 
transmittal of the list. Selection of the hearing officer shall be made through 
a process of elimination, with each party making alternating strikes of names 
from the list, until only one name remains. The employee shall make the 
first strike. The American Arbitration Association shall notify the hearing 
officer selected. 


(6) The hearing shall commence within 14 days of selection of the 
hearing officer. The hearing officer shall establish a time and place for the 
hearing, which shall be held in a suitable site provided by the employing 
board. 

(7) In the conduct of a hearing, the hearing officer shall: 

a. Maintain order. 


b. Cause a record of the proceedings to be made. 


c. Establish reasonable time limits for the conduct of the proceed- 
ings. 


d. Rule on the admissibility of evidence, including the number of 
witnesses to testify for either party. 


e. Issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and pro- 
duction of papers necessary as evidence. Upon request, the hearing officer 
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shall issue subpoenas for witnesses to testify either in support of the charges 
or on behalf of the employee, and the witnesses shall be entitled to receive 
the same mileage and per diem as witnesses called in civil cases in the 
circuit court of the county where the hearing is held, the cost to be shared 
equally by the employee and employing board. In case a person refuses to 
obey the subpoena, the hearing officer may invoke the aid of the circuit 
court in order that the testimony or evidence be produced, and upon proper 
showing, the court shall issue a subpoena or order requiring the person to 
appear before the hearing officer and produce evidence and give testimony 
relating to the matter at issue. The failure of a person to obey the court’s 
subpoena or order shall be punishable by the court as contempt. 


f. If necessary, hold a prehearing conference, to be conducted by 
telephone if appropriate, or issue an order to, among other things, clarify 
the matter in dispute, establish the order of presentation, and allow and 
establish time limits for the exchange of exhibits and names of witnesses. 


g. Enter an order on any other matter that would facilitate the 
conduct of the hearing, including the suspension, for good cause shown, of 
any time period established herein. 


(8) Atthe option of the employee, the hearing may be closed to the 
public. Notwithstanding the foregoing, any member of the employing board 
may attend all or part of a hearing. Attendance in the hearing as an ob- 
server disqualifies the board member as a witness at the hearing. 


(9) The proceedings shall be recorded by a qualified court reporter. 
The cost of the court reporter’s services and of any transcription shall be 
paid equally by the employing board and employee. The transcript shall be 
completed no later than 21 days after the filing of the notice of appeal. 


(10) The superintendent shall maintain the record of the hearing, 
which shall include: 


a. The notice of personnel action, with evidence of the vote of the 
employing board concurring in the action. 


b. The request for a hearing. 


c. All tangible evidence offered but not admitted during the hear- 
ing. 


d. A statement of all matters officially noticed. 


e. All questions and offers of proof, and objections to, and rulings 
thereon. 
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f. The written recommendation and findings of fact of the hearing 
officer. 


g. The transcript of the proceeding, if either party files an appeal 
from the decision of the hearing officer. 


(11) The parties shall bear their own costs and expenses. The 
parties shall bear equally all costs attributable to the appeal. 


(12) In order to expedite the hearing process contemplated by this 
section, all communications, except the initial notice to the employee of the 
personnel action may be made by facsimile transmission or other means of 
expedited delivery. 


(13) Informal dispositions may be made of any matter by stipula- 
tion, agreed settlement, consent order, or by another method agreed upon by 
the parties in writing. An informal disposition shall be final and binding 
upon the parties. 


(14) At any time after submission of a request for a hearing, an 
employee may, in writing, withdraw his or her request for a hearing. Upon 
withdrawal, the personnel action shall become final immediately upon ap- 
proval by the employing board. 


(15) Within seven days of conclusion of the hearing, the hearing 
officer shall issue written findings of fact and a recommendation based on 
the findings of fact. The findings of fact shall be binding on both parties. 
The recommendation may be rejected by the board, but the board’s decision 
may not be violative of the findings of fact. The employing board’s deci- 
sion shall include a brief statement of the reason or reasons for the person- 
nel action and the findings of fact. If the employee contended before the 
hearing officer that procedural errors occurred in the proceedings which 
substantially prejudiced his or her rights, the hearing officer’s recommen- 
dation shall include appropriate findings of fact relating to that contention. 


(16) Within 14 days of the date of the employing board’s decision, 
the non-prevailing party may appeal to the Alabama Court of Civil Appeals 
pursuant to Section 16-24B-8. 


(17) In contract cancellation proceedings, the employee shall be 
removed from the payroll and the employee’s salary shall cease at the time 
of the employing board’s final decision upholding cancellation of the 
employee’s contract. If the decision of the employing board is later re- 
versed on appeal, the employee shall be entitled to reinstatement and back 
pay. 
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(18) If a tenured employee successfully contests a transfer, the 
employee shall be entitled to resume his or her former position at the fol- 
lowing times: (1) 15 days after the date of the employing board’s decision, 
or (2) at the time of a final judicial decision. 


§ 16-24B-8. Appeal of final decision of employing board. 


(a) A tenured employee may appeal the final decision of the em- 
ploying board made under Section 16-24B-7 only to the Alabama Court of 
Civil Appeals. The appeal shall be filed within 14 days of the employing 
board’s final decision. Appeal by the employee shall be perfected by filing 
a written notice of appeal with the superintendent, who shall transmit the 
notice to the Clerk of the Alabama Court of Civil Appeals upon receipt. 
Failure by the employee to file a timely notice of appeal shall result in the 
decision of the employing board becoming final, and failure by the superin- 
tendent to transmit to the clerk in a timely manner the notice served by the 
employee shall result in a decision in favor of the employee. The superin- 
tendent shall transmit the record to the clerk within 28 days of the filing of 
a notice of appeal. 


(b) On appeal, the decision of the employing board on the person- 
nel action shall be affirmed by the appellate court unless the decision: (1) 
was procured by fraud, coercion or dishonesty; (2) was the result of clear 
bias, corruption, partiality or conflict of interest on the part of the employ- 
ing board; (3) was the result of affirmative misconduct by the hearing of- 
ficer in the procedural handling of the case; (4) fails entirely to draw its 
essence or have its basis in the applicable provisions of this chapter; (5) 
clearly exceeds the employing board’s jurisdiction or authority; (6) is en- 
tirely baseless and completely without reason; or (7) violates applicable 
law or clear public policy. 


§ 16-24B-9. Cancellation of contract by employee. 


No employee, whether or not tenured, may cancel his or her con- 
tract during that portion of the school year for which the contract is in effect 
that begins with the first day of attendance by students and ends with the 
last day of attendance by students, nor for a period of 45 days prior to the 
first day of attendance by students, unless the cancellation is mutually agreed 
upon, or unless the employee has been notified of a transfer fewer than 30 
days prior to the first day of attendance by students. Any teacher canceling 
his or her contract in any manner other than as provided in this section shall 
be deemed guilty of unprofessional conduct, and the State Superintendent 
of Education may revoke or suspend the certificate of the teacher. 


§ 16-24B-10. Effect of leave of absence on tenure. 
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(a) Leave of absence for a period of one year for good cause may 
be granted to a tenured employee by the employing board of education without 
the impairment of the tenure status of an employee. For valid reasons, the 
board may extend the leave of absence for one additional year. Upon the 
request of an employee who has heretofore or who shall hereafter enter the 
military service of the United States at a time when there is an existing state 
of war between the United States of America and any other country, leave 
of absence shall be granted to the employee for the duration of the war and 
until the beginning of the school year next succeeding the date on which the 
employee is released from military service. On or before that date, the 
employee shall give written notice to the employing board of education 
whether or not he or she desires to be reemployed by the board. If notice is 
not received by the employing board of education, or if the employee noti- 
fies the employing board on or before the date specified above that he or she 
does not desire reemployment, the employing board has no further respon- 
sibility with respect to reemployment of the employee. 


(b) A nontenured employee entering the military service of the 
United States who has accumulated one or more school years of experience 
with an employing board of education immediately prior to entering mili- 
tary service, shall be given credit for the experience with the employing 
board of education in attaining tenure, if the employee is reemployed by the 
board of education within one year after the release of that employee from 
military service. 


§ 16-24B-Il. Disposition of pending cases. 


(a) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, all cases 
involving tenure or continuing service status under Chapter 24, in which 
notice of cancellation of contract or transfer was served on the affected 
employee prior to the effective date of this act, shall proceed under the laws, 
procedures and rules set forth in Chapter 24, and the person shall continue 
to be deemed a “teacher” covered under Chapter 24 until such time as the 
pending procedure is finally concluded. By written agreement, which shall 
be included in the record of proceedings, the teacher and the superintendent 
may elect to proceed instead under this chapter, and Chapter 24 shall have 
no further application to the teacher. 


(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, all cases 
involving employees on nonprobationary status under Chapter 26, Title 36, 
in which notice of cancellation of contract or transfer was served on the 
affected employee prior to the effective date of this act, shall proceed under 
the laws, procedures and rules pursuant to Chapter 26, Title 36, and the 
person shall continue to be deemed an “employee” covered under Article 4, 
Chapter 26, Title 36, until such time as the pending procedure is finally 
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concluded. By written agreement, which shall be included in the record of 
proceedings, the employee and the superintendent may elect to proceed in- 
stead of under this chapter, and Article 4 of Chapter 26, Title 36, shall have 
no further application to such employee. 


§ 16-24B-12. Application of provisions of chapter in “‘school-in- 
crisis”. 


Notwithstanding any provision of this chapter or of any contract 
entered into by an employee and a local board pursuant to this chapter, in 
any schoo! designated a “‘school-in-crisis” or “Tier IIT’ school pursuant to 
Section 16-3A-6, the rights and obligations of the employee are subject to 
modification pursuant to Section 16-3A-6(a)(14) and (15), without viola- 
tion of any right or entitlement of the employee. 


Section 23. Sections 16-27-8 to 16-27-11, inclusive, are added to 
the Code of Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-27-8. School buses and other vehicles-Purchase. 


Whenever, in the opinion of a local board of education, it is neces- 
sary in the proper conduct of educational activities to operate a school bus 
or buses or other appropriate vehicles the board may purchase a bus or 
buses or other vehicles. 


§ 16-27-9. School buses and other vehicles-Operation; school board 
members not personally liable. 


If a school bus or buses or other appropriate vehicles are purchased, 
the local board of education may expend funds for the operation and main- 
tenance of the bus or buses or other vehicles and provide for the necessary 
personnel to operate and maintain the vehicles. The members of the board 
of education shall not be personally liable in damages for injury to riders or 
third persons or property resulting from the operation of the bus or buses or 
other vehicles. 


§ 16-27-10. Replacement of buses. 


All buses that were built before 1978, and are now in use for the 
transportation of public school students shall be replaced immediately. The 
State Board of Education shall prescribe rules and regulations for the sched- 
uled replacement of old or unsafe buses and shall ensure that all school 
buses at a minimum meet applicable United States Department of Trans- 
portation safety standards.

§ 16-27-11. Transportation of pupils; general rules. 


Transportation shall be provided to public school pupils according 
to the following standards: 


(1) Any pupil who lives more than two miles from his or her school 
shall be provided free transportation. A local school system may apply for 
a waiver from the State Superintendent of Education from its obligation to 
operate a transportation program, which waiver shall be granted in appro- 
priate circumstances where the school system can demonstrate that it can 
accommodate the transportation needs of its students without operating a 
traditional school bus transportation system or that it did not provide a 
school bus transportation system on the effective date of this act. 


(2) Pupils shall be provided with transportation that, at a mini- 
mum, and barring exceptional and unforeseen circumstances, brings them 
to school in time for the beginning of their educational day, including the 
school breakfast program, and does not require them to leave school before 
their day is concluded, including any extended hours of the school day. 


(3) Pupils shall be transported in school buses that are safe and 
that receive appropriate maintenance. 


(4) If a pupil is required to take more than one bus as part of his or 
her commute, he or she shall be dropped off at a school to wait for the next 
bus, and shall in no case be left unattended along a road. 


(5) No pupil shall have to ride a bus more than 120 minutes per 
day as part of his or her daily commute to and from school. The State 
Board of Education may grant waivers to local school boards from this 
requirement under extraordinary circumstances as demonstrated by the lo- 
cal school board. An analysis shall be conducted by the State Superinten- 
dent of Education by April 1, 1995, to determine what additional transpor- 
tation requirements are necessary to ensure that no pupil exceeds that riding 
time. 


Section 24. Section 16-28-2.3 is added to the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-28-2.3. Extended structured learning opportunities. 


(a) Each school shall provide extended structured leaming oppor- 
tunities, and the State Board of Education shall complete a plan for provid- 
ing the same by April 22, 1994, unless the date is extended by an appropri- 
ate court order. The instructional staff of public schools may require a 
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student’s attendance at extended structured learning opportunities in order 
to achieve performance standards. The opportunities may include before 
school, after school, restructured in-school, evening, Saturday, and sum- 
mer sessions so that time is a primary instructional variable and high achieve- 
ment is the constant. Any child may voluntarily be enrolled in an extended 
structured learning opportunity if a place is available in the program he or 
she wishes to take, provided that places in such programs shall always be 
first available to those who need help in order to achieve performance stan- 
dards. Any parent or legal guardian of a student may apply to the school 
council or, where there is no school council, to the local school board for an 
exemption from the requirement to attend the sessions. 


(b) Schools and local school boards may, and are encouraged to, 
make available to students, on an optional basis, creative arts and other 
enrichment activities as a part of the extended-day programs. Reasonable 
fees may be charged for these activities, but no student shall be denied 
access to the activities because of financial need. 


Section 25. Sections 16-28-6 and 16-28-12 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, are amended to read as follows: 


“§ 16-28-6. 


“(a) The following children, when issued certificates of exemption 
by the county superintendent of education, where they reside in territory 
under the control and supervision of the county board of education, or the 
city superintendent of schools, where they reside in territory under the con- 
trol and supervision of a city board of education, shall not be required to 
attend school, or to be instructed by a private tutor: 


“(1) Children whose physical or mental condition is such as to 
prevent or render inadvisable attendance at school or application to study. 
Before issuing setra certificate of exemption, the superintendent shall re- 
quire a certificate from the county health officer in counties which have a 
health unit, and from a regularly licensed, practicing physician in counties 
which do not have a health unit, that ste# a child is physically or mentally 
incapacitated for school works, 


“(2) Children 16 years of age and upward-above or children who 
have completed the course of study of the public schools of the state through 
high school as now constituteds, 
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“€4 Where the children are legally and regularly employed under 
the provisions of the law retating-to the child labor laws and hold permits to 
work granted under the terms of saté-the child labor law. 


“(b) Nothing in this section shall be construed se-as to deny any 


right to any child granted underthe-provisions-of sections 16-39-1 through 
to 16-39-12, inclusive. 


“§ 16-28-12. 


“(a) Each parent, guardian, or other person having control or cus- 
tody of any child required to attend school or receive regular instruction by 
a private tutor who fails to have the child enrolled in school or who fails to 
send the child to school, or have him or her instructed by a private tutor 
during the time the child is required to attend a public school, private school, 
denominational school, or parochial school, or be instructed by a private 
tutor, or fails to require the child to regularly attend the school or tutor, or 
fails to compel the child to properly conduct himself or herself as a pupil in 
accordance with @ the written policy on school behavior adopted by the 
local board of education pursuant to this section and documented by the 
appropriate school official which conduct may result in the suspension of 
the pupil, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be 
fined not more than $460 one hundred dollars ($100) and may also be sen- 
tenced to hard labor for the county for not more than 90 days. The absence 
of a child without the consent of the principal teacher of the school he or she 
attends or should attend, or of the tutor who instructs or should instruct the 
child, shall be prima facie evidence of the violation of this section. 


“(b) Each local board of ation shall ta written

“(¢) Any parent, guardian, or other person having control or cus- 
tody of any child enrolled in public school who fails to require the child to 
regularly attend the school or tutor, or fails to compel the child to properly 
conduct himself or herself as a pupil in accordance with # the written policy 
on school behavior adopted by the local board of education and documented 
by the appropriate school official which conduct may result in the suspen- 
sion of the pupil, shall be reported by the principal to the superintendent of 
education of the school system in which the suspected violation occurred. 
The superintendent of education or his or her designee shall report sveh 
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suspected violations to the district attorney within 10 days. Any principal 
or superintendent of education or his or her designee intentionally failing to 
report sueh a suspected violation shall be guilty of a Class C misdemeanor. 
The district attorney shall vigorously enforce this section to ensure proper 
conduct and required attendance by any child enrolled in public school.” 


Section 26. Sections 16-34-6 and 16-34-7 are added to the Code of 
Alabama 1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-34-6. Cooperative agreements between state agencies man- 
dated. 


State agencies providing adult education services shall develop and 
implement cooperative agreements for the provision of services, to reduce 
duplication of services, and maximize use of available funds. 


§ 16-34-7. Establishment of workplace literacy programs; legisla- 
tive intent. 


It is the intent of the Legislature that Alabama corporations, busi- 
nesses, and industries establish literacy and workplace education programs 
for employees and support the efforts of the Alabama Foundation for Work- 
place Education in raising private funds for implementation of workplace 
education programs throughout the state and in serving as a resource and 
advisory board for providers for adult education services. 


Section 27. Section 16-36-40 is added to the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


§ 16-36-40. Availability of textbooks and other instructional ma- 
terials and supplies. 


The Legislature find that textbooks and other instructional materi- 
als are among the basic tools of learning that must exist if Alabama stu- 
dents are to succeed. 


(1) All students in the public schools shall be provided with ad- 
equate and current textbooks and/or other necessary instructional supplies 
for use in their education. Textbooks and other supporting materials shall 
be appropriate for their course work. Where textbooks are assigned in a 
Class, every student shall have his or her own copy of the assigned textbook 
of the correct edition, which he or she shall be permitted to take home each 
day for home study, for the entire school year or for the portion of the year 
when the book is assigned. Assigned books shall be no older than seven 
years, and shall be in suitable condition. 
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(2) Instructional supplies, including library books and media re- 
sources; science equipment; classroom furniture; audiovisual equipment; 
maps and globes; blackboards; art and music supplies; and other educa- 
tional materials shall be provided in all schools in adequate form and quan- 
tity. 


(3) It should not be necessary for teachers to make personal expen- 
ditures to provide the materials described in this section. 


(4) The State Department of Education shall evaluate the connec- 
tion between all approved textbooks and the courses of study. 


(5) The State Department of Education has continuing obligation 
to provide systems and schools with review of and information about text- 
books and other instructional materials, including computer software and 
technology-related materials. 


Section 28. Chapter 39B is added to Title 16 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 39B 
SPECIAL EDUCATION FOR STUDENTS WITH DISABILITIES 


§ 16-39B-1. Legislative findings. 


The Legislature finds and determines that improvement of special 
education in the public schools is an integral part of the reform efforts 
underlying Alabama First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994, 
and, for purposes of facilitating that reform, defines special education as a 
system of services to students with disabilities which: 


(1) Provides for instruction and services in a variety of instruc- 
tional environments, including those outside the school facilities, and pro- 
vides for modification of those environments when necessary to fulfill a 
student’s individualized needs. 


(2) Supports the provision, wherever possible, of special and regu- 
lar instruction in the regular classroom with supplementary aids and ser- 
vices in the school the student would ordinarily attend if not disabled. 


(3) Carries out modifications and adaptations in curriculum, pro- 
grams of study, and assessments to accommodate identified needs. 


(4) Makes available the assistive technology necessary for stu- 
dents to attain their educational goals. 
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(5) Makes available special education administrative expertise to 
ensure the implementation of necessary services at the building level, while 
assuring that the accountability for provision of those services is assigned 
to the school. 


(6) Ensures that students with cognitive disabilities, determined 
eligible for special education services, are taught academic, economic, so- 
cial, and self-help skills in age-appropriate environments, including job sites, 
community-based instructional settings, and recreational and social settings, 
and that students who continue to need those services beyond high school 
age shall receive those services until age 21. 


(7) Makes available training for regular education teachers, spe- 
cial education teachers, teachers’ aides, principals, administrators, parents, 
and students on the topic of instruction in the regular classroom, including 
positive behavior support strategies. 


§ 16-39B-2. Duties of State Department of Education. 


The State Department of Education shall ensure that each student 
with a disability receives an appropriate education which meets all state 
and federal standards. 


§ 16-39B-3. Identification of students in need of special education. 


(a) Within six months of its creation, the ACSPA shall, in consul- 
tation with special education experts, recommend to the State Board of 
Education for adoption criteria for special education eligibility and classifi- 
cations. 


(b) The State Department of Education shall ensure that special 
education eligibility and classifications in each school and school system 
conform to the criteria adopted under subsection (a). 


(c) The State Department of Education shall develop a plan to 
prevent incorrect designation of students as needing, or as not needing, spe- 
cial education programs, and to prevent the misclassification of students 
within special education programs and categories, with special attention to 
ensuring that race is not a factor in identification and classification deci- 
sions. 


§ 16-39B-4. Duties of school systems. 


Each school system, in developing its Local Education Agency 
(LEA) Plan for Special Education, shall design and implement, in consulta- 
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tion with parents, a comprehensive system of educational services that will 
enable all students with disabilities to participate in the regular classroom 
to the greatest possible extent. A school system shall be deemed in compli- 
ance with this LEA Plan requirement if it meets all of the following criteria: 


(1) The system follows all state eligibility standards for special 
education. 


(2) The system provides early education services to all eligible 
children with disabilities from the age of three. 


(3) The system strives to identify and serve children with disabili- 
ties in the early grades and to provide appropriate services before serious 
problems develop. 


(4) The system employs and trains regular classroom teachers who 
can teach children with a wide variation of strengths and special needs in 
learning ability. 


(5) The system makes full use of instructional support services 
designed and implemented to accommodate children with disabilities in the 
regular classroom. 


(6) The system has provided for on-site consultation, technical 
assistance and in-service training for teachers where necessary. 


(7) The system ensures that an individualized education plan (IEP) 
for each child with a disability removed from the regular classroom envi- 
ronment includes goals and objectives designed to move that child into a 
less restrictive environment at the earliest opportunity. 


(8) The system includes in its LEA Plan for special education all 
additional policies and procedures required by the State Department of 
Education. 


Section 29, Chapter 64 is added to Title 16 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 64 
COMMUNITY SERVICE CENTERS 


§ 16-64-1. Legislative findings. 


The Legislature finds that children from dysfunctional families, low- 
income children with health problems, homeless children, and other chil- 
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dren struggling to survive physically and emotionally face unique difficul- 
ties learning at high levels in a manner consistent with other children in the 
State. The Legislature therefore determines that efforts may be made to 
eradicate the barriers to learning external to the schools, as well as those 
within the public schools of the state, by establishing community service 
centers in or near certain schools designed to help the children succeed in 
school with appropriate assistance from their families. In order to facilitate 
the eradication of social barriers to learning, community service centers 
shall be established at least in or near public schools having at least 50 
percent of students from low-income families. Such service centers may be 
located outside a school or in it, and may consist solely of personnel if a 
school can provide space and wishes to spend its funds only on people. 
However, nothing in this chapter shall be construed to require the provision 
of any services not already mandated by law. Community Service Centers 
shall be funded only after every other office, program, mandate, service, or 
other requirement of this act is fully funded for each fiscal year. 


§ 16-64-2. Joint Council for School-Linked Services established. 


There is created a Joint Council for School-Linked Services com- 
posed of 16 appointees, two of whom shall be appointed by each of the 
following: the Governor; the Presiding Officer of the Senate, the Speaker of 
the House, the State Superintendent of Education, the State Health Officer, 
the Commissioner of Human Resources, the Commissioner of Mental Health, 
and the Commissioner of Youth Services. The two appointments of each of 
the appointing authorities shall include at least one social or health services 
field practitioner. Members shall serve for a six-year term. Notwithstand- 
ing the foregoing, each appointing authority shall designate one of his or 
her initial appointees to serve for a three-year term only. Any vacancy on 
the Joint Council, whether occurring from the expiration of a term or the 
inability of an existing member to fulfill his or her term, shall be filled by 
the appointing authority who appointed the departing member. Members 
may be reappointed to the Joint Council upon the expiration of their term. 
Each appointing authority shall notify the State Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of appointments made. Members of the Joint Council shall select an- 
nually from their membership one person to chair the Joint Council. Selec- 
tion of the chair shall be made by a majority vote of the Joint Council 
members. The chair may succeed himself or herself, if a majority of the 
Joint Council members so choose at the next annual election. 


§ 16-64-3. Duties and responsibilities of the Joint Council for 
School-Linked Services. 


The Joint Council for School-Linked Services shall: 
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(1) Oversee the provision of training for local advisory councils to 
the community service centers. 


(2) Review and approve plans for the community service centers 
submitted by the local advisory councils. 


(3) Analyze state health and social services for children and fami- 
lies and develop plans for a unified service delivery system within five years 
from the effective date of this act. 


(4) Develop criteria governing applications for funding for com- 
munity service centers, including requiring that all of the following are done: 


a. Plans are based on an assessment of student and family needs as 
they relate to school success, family and community strengths, and avail- 
able community resources. 


b. Plans are realistic means of addressing identified needs with 
available or obtainable resources. 


c. Plans are built on partnerships between students, families, school 
staff, and public and private community agencies. 


d. Plans avoid stigmatization of disadvantaged children and fami- 
lies. 


(5) Report annually to the Governor, Legislature, and State Board 
of Education on its activities, including its performance of the duties pursu- 
ant to subdivision 1 to 4, inclusive, and provide a detailed summary of the 
operations of community service centers on a statewide basis, including, 
without limitation, a report of funds expended and number of persons served 
by the centers. 


§ 16-64-4. Govemance and operation of community service cen- 
ters. 


(a) Community service centers shall be governed by the local board 
of education. The local board of education shall appoint, in such numbers 
and for such terms as the board deems necessary, a local school-linked 
services advisory council, which shall include representatives of relevant 
public and private agencies and be representative of the diverse nature of 
the population of the community it serves. Each local school-linked ser- 
vices advisory council shall select a chair from its membership in such 
manner and for such term as the local board of education shall direct. 
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(b) Local boards and local school-linked services advisory coun- 
cils shall determine what services are responsive to the needs of students 
and families in the area.

(c) Each community service center shall offer the services of at 
least one professional staff member and one support staff member. Ser- 
vices shall be solicited from, and coordinated with, human services agen- 
cies in the community whenever possible. 


(d) Local school-linked services advisory councils shall make an 
application for a community service center for eligible schools in accor- 
dance with the criteria established by the Joint Council for School-Linked 
Services. Joint applications for community service centers may be submit- 
ted on behalf of eligible schools. Applications shall require the approval of: 
(1) the local school superintendent, the county health department director, 
and the county human resources agency director, or (2) the Joint Council 
for School-Linked Services, if the application is denied at the local level. 


(e) Local boards shall provide to the Joint Council for School- 
Linked Services such information as the Joint Council may request regard- 
ing the operation of community service centers, to allow the Joint Council 
to make its annual report as required pursuant to Section 16-64-3(4). 


Section 30. Chapter 65 is added to Title 16 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 65 
TECHNOLOGY IN SCHOOLS 


§ 16-65-1. Establishment of state task force on education technol- 
ogy. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall establish a State Task 
Force on Education Technology to consist of no more than 25 members. 
The task force shall include at least three persons from the private sector 
and at least three persons involved in higher education. The State Task 
Force on Education Technology shall craft a comprehensive, integrated plan 
for the use of technology in the public schools, and shall focus in particular 
on technology as a classroom tool; information management; distance learn- 
ing; staff development through technology; software development; training 
in the use of technology in instruction; technology as support for informa- 
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tion access; the exchange of information among public schools, two- and 
four-year institutions and libraries, such as through electronic mail; and the 
maintenance implications of large increases in technology. The task force 
shall work to increase the access of teachers to telephones. The State Su- 
perintendent of Education shall ensure that one or more members appointed 
to the task force are familiar with special education issues relating to tech- 
nology. The task force may engage the services of nationally recognized 
experts in the field of technology to assist it, as necessary. 


§ 16-65-2. Technology trust fund. 


There is established with the State Board of Education a technol- 
ogy trust fund into which appropriations may be made for the purposes 
described in this chapter. The State Board of Education shall determine the 
adequate level of technology resources required in schools based upon the 
plan developed by the State Task Force on Education Technology, develop 
cost estimates, and make expenditures from the Technology Trust Fund 
based on educational need and in an equitable manner. 


§ 16-65-3. Technology for literacy training and adult education. 


The State Board of Education shall provide technology hardware 
and software to providers to the public of literacy training and adult educa- 
tion who both (1) utilize the adult education curriculum developed by the 
adult education section of the State Department of Education and (2) use 
the assessment instruments recommended by the Council on Adult Educa- 
tion in its report dated January 4, 1993. Such technology assistance is 
designed to enable public providers to acquire the technology needed to run 
literacy and adult education programs efficiently and effectively and pro- 
vide the providers with an incentive to use the performance objectives de- 
veloped by the adult education section of the State Department of Educa- 
tion. 


Section 31. Section 36-26-100 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 36-26-100. 


“The term ‘employees,’ as used in this article, tsdeemed-to-mean 
andinehide means and includes all persons employed by county and city 
boards of education, two-year educational institutions under the control 
and auspices of the state board of education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf 
and Blind not to include production workers at the Alabama Industries for 
the Blind, educational and correctional institutions under the control and 
auspices of the Alabama department of youth services, who are so em- 
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ployed as bus drivers, lunchroom or cafeteria workers, maids and janitors, 
custodians, maintenance personnel, secretaries and clerical assistants su- 
pervisors, and all other persons not otherwise certified by the state board of 
education. Only full-time employees who are not otherwise covered by the 
state merit system, the teacher tenure law, or other state statute at the time 
this article is adopted are intended to be covered by this article. Full-time 
employees include (a) adult bus drivers and (b) other employees whose 
duties require 20 or more hours in each normal working week of the school 
term, employing board holidays excepted. Substitute teachers and substi- 
tute employees are exetided exempted from the this article.

of this chapter, except as provided in Section 16-24B-11(b).” 


Section 32. Notwithstanding any law to the contrary, the interests 
of a municipal governing body official whose spouse is employed by the 
city board of education is not a special financial interest for the purposes of 
voting on appointments to the city board of education and approving gen- 
eral appropriations for schools. 


Section 33. Any rule, regulation, plan, program, or entity estab- 
lished pursuant to this act shall be subject to the Alabama Administrative 
Procedure Act. 


Section 34. Notwithstanding any provision of this act to the con- 
trary, the requirements of this act shall be implemented and administered in 
strict compliance with Amendment 284 of the Constitution of Alabama of 
1901. 


Section 35. Notwithstanding any provision of this act or existing 
law, a system of reporting by institutions of higher learning in this state 
shall be implemented and administered as provided in this section. 


(a) Each institution shall prepare a comprehensive report designed 
to recommend and implement methods of improving the readiness of public 
high school students for entry to colleges and universities. This report shall 
be known as College Readiness Report. 


(b) The College Readiness Report shall include, but not be limited 
to, the following information: 


(1) Information on students who advance to their sophomore year. 


(2) An assessment of the skills of students entering a college or 
university. 
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(3) An assessment of state and local educators in secondary educa- 
tion in their implementation of the requirements of this act. 


(4) Data on students who graduate within a concise time period, 
and their average grade point average, specified by their respective curricu- 
lum. 


(5) The percentage of students requiring college level remedial 
courses. 


(6) Recommendation for bringing high school and college faculty 
together in academic alliances to exchange ideas and teaching strategies. 


(c) Each institution of higher education in Alabama shall prepare a 
College Readiness Report for each Alabama high school having two or 
more students enrolled in its institution. 


(d) College Readiness Reports shall be prepared twice annually 
and delivered each January 1, and each July 1, to the respective high school, 
with a copy sent to the State Board of Education. 


(e) Private colleges are encouraged to voluntarily come under the 
provisions of this act. 


Section 36. Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (b) of 
Section 16-13-52.1, the county and city boards of education are relieved of 
their responsibilities not to reduce the number of teacher units employed 
from local funds as of August 12, 1987. 


Section 37. Notwithstanding any other provision of this act or 
existing law, including, but not limited to, Sections 16-23-3 and 16-23-14, 
no person shall be eligible to be certified as a teacher after the effective date 
of this act unless the person has received a passing grade as defined by the 
Educational Testing Service on the National Teachers’ Examination ad- 
ministered by the Educational Testing Service. It shall be the applicant’s 
responsibility to arrange for and take the National Teachers’ Examination 
prior to eligibility to be certified as a teacher in Alabama. 


Section 38. It is the intent of the Legislature to adopt the commen- 
tary made by the Governor’s Task Force on Education Reform on Alabama 
First: A Plan for Academic Excellence Act of 1994, and the Legislature 
further intends that the commentary be used in interpreting and implement- 
ing this act. 


Section 39. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
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this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 40. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. Sections 16-1-1.1, 16-1-13, 16-1-15, 16-1-16, 16-1-16.1, 
16-2-6, 16-3-15, 16-3-17.1, 16-3-17.2, 16-3-17.3, 16-3-18.1, 16-3-18.2, 
16-3-18.3, 16-3-18.4, 16-3-18.5, 16-3-20, 16-3-38, 16-21-3, 16-23-13.1, 
16-23-16.1, 16-26-1 to 16-26-4, inclusive, 16-28-2.1, and Chapters 6, 6A, 
8, 9, 10, 11, and 12 of Title 16, Code of Alabama 1975, are specifically 
repealed. 


Section 41. Any and all mandates contained in this act shall be 
mandated only to the extent that funds are specifically appropriated by the 
Legislature or otherwise made available by appropriation of a local school 
board or boards for the purposes of implementing the mandates. 


Section 42. This act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

(a) A superintendent may, with the consent of any affected school 
council, transfer or reassign any nontenured employee, and the transfer shail 
be effective immediately. 


(b) A superintendent may, with the consent of any affected school 
council, and with the concurrence of a majority of the employing board, 
transfer any tenured teacher employee or tenured supervisory employee from 
one position, school, or grade to another when necessary to foster and fulfill 
the educational policies and needs of the school system, subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions: 


(1) No transfer to be effective during the current school year may 
be made after the fifth instructional day of the school year except as a result 
of unexpected course offerings or enrollment. 


(2) No transfer shall be made based on the personal, political, or 
punitive reasons of the superintendent or the employing board. 


(c) A tenured support employee may be transferred from one job 
classification, school, or work site to another when, in the discretion and 
business judgment of the superintendent, as approved by a majority of the 
employing board, the transfer is necessary to ensure the efficient operation 
of the school system. No transfer shall be made based on the personal, 
political, or punitive reasons of the superintendent or the employing board. 
A reassignment of a tenured support employee which would cause the sup- 
port employee to work in the same job classification at a facility or site 
which is located on the same campus or contiguous parcel of real estate as 
the school or work site at which the support employee previously worked 
shall not constitute a “transfer” for purposes of this section or Section 16- 
24B-7. A support employee’s school or work site shall include all facilities 
or grounds of the employing board at which the support employee works or 
may reasonably be expected to work as part of the support employee’s regular 
job responsibilities. Nothing herein shall prohibit the superintendent from 
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making a temporary transfer of a tenured support employee, for a period 
not to exceed 10 working days, when the superintendent determines that 
exigent circumstances require the action, and the temporary transfer shall 
not constitute a “transfer” for purposes of this section or Section 16-24B-7. 


(d) A tenured employee affected by a transfer made pursuant to 
this section may request a hearing before a hearing officer as provided in 
Section 16-24B-7. 


(e) No transfer under this section shall result in loss of tenure or 
violation of contract. 


Delete Section 16-24B-7 commencing on page 161 on line 12 and 
insert in lieu thereof: 


§ 16-24B-7. Hearing procedure. 


The following procedure shall be followed for all transfers of ten- 
ured employees or cancellations of contracts of tenured employees. No 
action shall lie for the recovery of damages for the breach of any employ- 
ment contract of an employee of an employing board. 


(1) After receiving the concurrence of a majority of the employing 
board, the superintendent shall initiate all transfers and cancellations of 
contracts of tenured employees by giving written notice to the employee of 
the personnel action. The notice shall contain all of the following: 


a. A statement of the personnel action and the statutory authority 
for such action. 


b. A statement of the right of the employee to request a hearing and 
a brief outline of the hearing process and rights of the employee. 


c. A detailed statement of the reasons for the personnel action. 
(2) The notice may be served either: 


a. By personal service on the employee, with a copy mailed to the 
last known address of the employee. 


b. By certified mail, return receipt requested, mailed to the last 
known address of the employee. 


(3) Anemployee may request a hearing before binding arbitration 
to contest a personnel action. The request shall be in writing, filed with the 
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superintendent, and received by the superintendent within seven days of the 
date of receipt of notice of the personnel action. Failure to request a hear- 
ing within the allotted time shall constitute a waiver of the opportunity for a 
hearing and shall cause the personnel action to become final and effective 
immediately upon the expiration of the seven-day period. 


(4) If a hearing is requested in a timely manner, a hearing officer 
shall be appointed from a list of hearing officers provided by the American 
Arbitration Association in accordance with their expedited procedures. All 
hearing officers shall: 


a. Be experienced and knowledgeable in education and personnel 
matters or have attended training administered jointly by the Alabama Edu- 
cation Association and the Alabama Association of School Boards. 


b. Be a resident of a member state of the Southem Regional Edu- 
cation Board. 


(5) The superintendent shall notify the American Arbitration As- 
sociation that a hearing has been requested and to whom the list of potential 
hearing officers are to be mailed. Within seven days of receipt of a request 
for a hearing, the American Arbitration Association shall provide each party 
and any attomey who has filed an appearance on the part of a party, with a 
list naming seven potential hearing officers. If a party had an attorney file 
an appearance on his, her, or its behalf, service of the list of potential hear- 
ing officers on that attorney shall be deemed as Service on the party. At the 
time of transmitting the list of potential hearing officers, the American Ar- 
bitration Association shall schedule a conference of the parties and their 
attorneys, which conference may be conducted by telephone for the purpose 
of selecting a hearing officer from the list. The conference shall be con- 
ducted no less than seven days nor more than nine days from the date of 
transmittal of the list. Selection of the hearing officer shall be made through 
a process of elimination, with each party making alternating strikes of names 
from the list, until only one name remains. The employee shall make the 
first strike. The American Arbitration Association shall notify the hearing 
officer selected. 


(6) The hearing shall commence within 14 days of selection of the 
hearing officer. The hearing officer shall establish a time and place for the 
hearing, which shall be held in a suitable site provided by the employing 
board. 

(7) In the conduct of a hearing, the hearing officer shall: 


a. Maintain order. 
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b. Cause a record of the proceedings to be made. 


c. Establish reasonable time limits for the conduct of the proceed- 
ings. 


d. Rule on the admissibility of evidence, including the number of 
witnesses to testify for either party. 


e. Issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and pro- 
duction of papers necessary as evidence. Upon request, the hearing officer 
shall issue subpoenas for witnesses to testify either in support of the charges 
or on behalf of the employee, and the witnesses shall be entitled to receive 
the same mileage and per diem as witnesses called in civil cases in the 
circuit court of the county where the hearing is held, the same to be paid out 
of school funds. The employing board shall not be accountable for the 
witness fees of more than 10 of the witnesses subpoenaed by the employee. 
In case a person refuses to obey the subpoena, the hearing officer may 
invoke the aid of the circuit court in order that the testimony or evidence be 
produced, and upon proper showing, the court shall issue a subpoena or 
order requiring the person to appear before the hearing officer and produce 
evidence and give testimony relating to the matter at issue. The failure of a 
person to obey the court’s subpoena or order shall be punishable by the 
court as contempt. 


f. If necessary, hold a prehearing conference, to be conducted by 
telephone if appropriate, or issue an order to, among other things, clarify 
the matter in dispute, establish the order of presentation, and allow and 
establish time limits for the exchange of exhibits and names of witnesses. 


g. Enter an order on any other matter that would facilitate the 
conduct of the hearing, including the suspension, for good cause shown, of 
any time period established herein. 


(8) At the option of the employee, the hearing may be closed to the 
public. Notwithstanding the foregoing, any member of the employing board 
may attend all or part of a hearing. Attendance in the hearing as an ob- 
server disqualifies the board member as a witness at the hearing. 


(9) The proceedings shall be recorded by a qualified court reporter. 
The cost of the court reporter’s services and of any transcription shall be 
paid by the employing board. No transcription shall be made unless either 
party appeals the decision of the hearing officer as provided in Section 16- 
24B-8. Ifa notice of appeal is filed, the employing board shall immediately 
order the transcript, and the transcript shall be completed no later than 21 
days after the filing of the notice of appeal. 
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(10) The superintendent shall maintain the record of the hearing, 
which shall include: 


a. The notice of personnel action, with evidence of the vote of the 
employing board concurring in the action. 


b. The request for a hearing. 
c. All evidence admitted during the hearing. 
d. A statement of all matters officially noticed. 


e. All questions and offers of proof, and objections to, and rulings 
thereon. 


f. The written decision of the hearing officer. 


g. The transcript of the proceeding, if either party files an appeal 
from the decision of the hearing officer. 


(11) The parties shall bear their own costs and expenses. The 
parties shall bear equally all costs attributable to the hearing officer. 


(12) In order to expedite the hearing process contemplated by this 
section, all communications, except the initial notice to the employee of the 
personnel action may be made by facsimile transmission or other means of 
expedited delivery. 


(13) Informal dispositions may be made of any matter by stipula- 
tion, agreed settlement, consent order, or by another method agreed upon by 
the parties in writing. An informal disposition shall be final and binding 
upon the parties. 


(14) At any time after submission of a request for a hearing, an 
employee may, in writing, withdraw his or her request for a hearing. Upon 
withdrawal, the personnel action shall become final immediately upon ap- 
proval by the employing board. 


(15) Within seven days of conclusion of the hearing, the hearing 
officer shall issue a written decision which shall be binding on the employee 
and the employing board. Service of the decision shall be made on the 
employee and the employing board in the same manner as required under 
subdivision (2). The decision shall include a brief statement of the reason 
or reasons for the personnel action, findings of fact, and a decision regard- 
ing the propriety of the personnel action. If the employee contended before 
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the hearing officer that procedural errors occurred in the proceedings which 
substantially prejudiced his or her rights, the hearing officer’s decision shall 
include appropriate findings of fact relating to that contention. 


(16) Within 14 days of the date of the hearing officer’s decision, 
the non-prevailing party may appeal to the Alabama Court of Civil Appeals 
pursuant to Section 16-24B-8. 


(17) In contract cancellation proceedings, the employee shall be 
removed from the payroll and the employee’s salary shall cease at the time 
of the hearing officer’s final decision upholding cancellation of the employee’s 
contract. If the decision of the hearing officer is later reversed on appeal, 
the employee shall be entitled to reinstatement and back pay. 


(18) If atenured employee successfully contests a transfer before 
the hearing officer, the employee shall be entitled to resume his or her former 
position at the following times: (1) 15 days after the date of the hearing 
officer’s final decision disallowing the transfer, if the employing board does 
not appeal, or (2) at the time of a final judicial decision upholding the deci- 
sion of the hearing officer disallowing the transfer, if the employing board 
does appeal.

§ 16-24B-8. Appeal of final decision of hearing officer. 


(a) A tenured employee or the employing board of a tenured em- 
ployee may appeal the final decision of a hearing officer made under Sec- 
tion 16-24B-7 only to the Alabama Court of Civil Appeals. The appeal 
shall be filed within 14 days of the hearing officer’s final decision. Appeal 
by the employee shall be perfected by filing a written notice of appeal with 
the superintendent, who shall transmit the notice to the Clerk of the Ala- 
bama Court of Civil Appeals upon receipt. Appeal by the employing board 
shall be perfected by the filing of a notice of appeal with the Clerk of the 
Alabama Court of Civil Appeals within 14 days of the final decision of the 
hearing officer.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is hereby created within the State Treasury a 
fund, designated the Education Technology Fund, hereinafter referred to as 
the Fund. The State Superintendent of Education shall authorize the expen- 
diture of monies within the Fund, upon the approval of the State Board of 
Education. Receipts to the Fund shall include, but shall not be limited to 
the following: 1) appropriations made at the discretion of the Legislature; 
2) grant funds; 3) donations and contributions; 4) federal funds; and 5) 
appropriations made by local governments. At the end of any fiscal year, 
unexpended monies remaining in the Fund shall not revert but shall remain 
available for appropriation. The expenditure of monies in the Fund shall be 
subject to appropriation by the Legislature and subject to the provisions of 
the Budget Management Act, Sections 41-19-1 through 41-19-12, Code of 
Alabama 1975. The State Board of Education shall ensure that expendi- 
tures made from the Education Technology Fund shall be based on educa- 
tional need and shall be made in an equitable manner. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated from the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund to the Education Technology Fund, the sum of 
$1,620,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1994, to be expended 
for pilot programs to augment the science curriculum in school year 1994- 
95. Such pilot programs shall be five Science In Motion networks, consist- 
ing of one fully-equipped chemistry van and one fully-equipped physics or 
biology van for each of the five networks. 


Section 3. It is the intent of the Legislature that the State Board of 
Education ensure that there shall be at least one Science In Motion network 
that serves schools in the Blackbelt counties and one network that serves a 
significant number of inner city schools. It is further the intent of the Leg- 
islature that the appropriation made in Section 2 of this act include funding 
for the necessary certificated personnel, ten vans with modifications, the 
scientific equipment, supplies, operating expenses, in-service training, travel 
necessary for the implementation of the pilot programs and recordkeeping 
and documentation related to the pilot programs.

The board shall provide deputy registrars with all 
necessary forms to perform their duties, and when such forms are com- 
pleted, deputy registrars shall return them to the office of the board of reg- 
istrars as the board may require, but not later than five working days.” 


Section 2. (a) The Secretary of State shall be the primary state 
official for federal contact for the implementation of the National Voter 
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Registration Act of 1993. The Secretary of State is the chief state elections 
official. 


(b) The State Department of Public Safety shall integrate voter 
registration into driver’s license application and renewal or updating proce- 
dures. 


(c) The state through the Secretary of State’s Office shall allow 
citizens to register to vote by mail. The voter registration application may 
be designed by the Secretary of State provided it meets the requirements of 
the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. The Secretary of State may, 
however, choose to use federally prescribed forms. 


(d) State agencies which provide food stamps, Medicaid, services 
related to Women and Infant Children program (WIC), services related to 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children (AFDC), and agencies providing 
services to the disabled shall provide voter registration opportunities to their 
clientele in accordance with the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 


(e) Recruitment offices of the armed forces of the United States 
shall provide voter registration opportunities to their clientele in accordance 
with the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 


(f) Other public offices and agencies which may provide the voter 
registration services provided by the National Voter Registration Act of 
1993 include public libraries, public schools, offices of municipal clerks, 
probate offices, state and local revenue offices, unemployment compensa- 
tion offices, offices providing services to the disabled other than those re- 
quired in (d) to provide voter registration services, and federal and nongov- 
emmental offices which agree to provide the voter registration services. 


(g) Voter registration, confirmation documents, and any other docu- 
ments necessary to be prescribed by the Secretary of State to meet the re- 
quirements of the National Voter Registration Act of 1993 shall be pre- 
pared and furnished as provided for in Sections 17-4-126 and 17-4-137, 
Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 3. The Secretary of State may hire a computer program- 
mer and other necessary personnel to carry out the additional responsibili- 
ties placed on his or her office by state implementation of the National 
Voter Registration Act of 1993. The programmer and other personnel em- 
ployed shall be under the state merit system. State agencies shall not charge 
fees to the Secretary of State or to the Office of Voter Registration for 
computer consulting or computer services rendered which are required by 
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Section 17-4-210, Code of Alabama 1975, for the state to comply with 
voter registration requirements of the United States Department of Justice. 


Section 4. In addition to any funds appropriated to the Secretary of 
State for the 1993-94 fiscal year in the General Fund Budget Act, an appro- 
priation of two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) is made to the Secre- 
tary of State for the 1993-94 fiscal year to be used to offset any additional 
financial burden, including printing, placed on the office by state imple- 
mentation of the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. 


Section 5. The Director of Voter Registration shall ensure that all 
applicants obtain requested voter lists in a timely manner. Methods shall be 
established for the transmission of tapes, discs, or lists to any applicant. 
Hindrances shall not be created or devised to delay transmission of tapes, 
discs, or lists to any applicant. Except as provided in this section, there 
shall be a uniform charge for the production of voter lists. The costs of the 
basic electronic copy of the statewide file shall be reasonable as determined 
by the Office of Voter Registration and a fee schedule shall be conspicu- 
ously posted in the office of the director. Costs of printed copies of lists are 
as otherwise provided by law. Access to the lists and voter history informa- 
tion contained on the central computer in the Office of Voter Registration is 
accessible to anyone making application, except social security numbers 
which are not to be released. Proceeds from the sale of tapes, discs, lists, 
labels, or other materials from the Office of Voter Registration shall be 
retained by the Director of the Office of Voter Registration for use in the 
Office of Voter Registration. Upon application and without charge legisla- 
tors shall be furnished up to two free printed copies of the voter lists for 
their districts during a legislative quadrennium and resale of the lists shall 
be strictly prohibited. 


Section 6. It shall be the responsibility of the Board of Registrars 
to enter in a timely manner the names of the electors who vote in each 
election into the state voter file computer as maintained by the Office of 
Voter Registration. 


Section 7. There is established a separate trust fund in the State 
Treasury to be known as the Voter Registration Fund. All receipts collected 
under this act by the Office of Voter Registration are to be deposited in this 
fund. The receipts shall be disbursed only by warrant of the State Comp- 
troller drawn upon the State Treasury supported by itemized vouchers ap- 
proved by the Director of Voter Registration. No funds hall be withdrawn 
or expended except as budgeted and allotted according to Sections 41-4-80 
to 41-4-96, inclusive, and 41-19-1 to 41-19-12, inclusive, Code of Ala- 
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bama 1975, and only in amounts as stipulated in the general appropriations 
act or other appropriations acts. 


Section 8. The Secretary of State shall promulgate rules and regu- 
lations and prescribe forms as shall be necessary to implement the National 
Voter Registration Act of 1993 in Alabama on January 1, 1995, including 
any rules, regulations, and forms necessary for the administration of the act 
by state departments and agencies. The Director of the Office of Voter 
Registration shall work in close cooperation and coordination with the Sec- 
retary of State and under his or her direct supervision for the implementa- 
tion of the National Voter Registration Act of 1993. The Secretary of State 
is further authorized to enter into inter-agency agreements with other gov- 
emment agencies for the implementation of the National Voter Registration 
Act of 1993. 


Section 9. Violation of this act shall be a Class C misdemeanor 
punishable as provided by law. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the Alabama Sunset Law; to continue the existence and 
functioning of the Alabama Surface Mining Commission with certain modi- 
fications; to amend Section 9-16-73, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to delete 
references to the abolished Legislative Surface Mining Oversight Commit- 
tee, and to limit members of the Surface Mining Commission to two full 
consecutive terms of office after the effective date of the act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Pursuant to the Alabama Sunset Law, the sunset com- 
mittee recommends the continuance of the Alabama Surface Mining Com- 
mission, with the additional recommendations for statutory changes of the 
Commission as set out in Section 3 of this act. 


Section 2. The existence and functioning of the Alabama Surface 
Mining Commission, created and functioning pursuant to Sections 9-16-70 
to 9-16-107, inclusive, Code of Alabama 1975, is continued, and those 
code sections are expressly preserved. 


Section 3. Section 9-16-73 of the Code of Alabama 1975, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§9-16-73. 


“(a) There is hereby continued as previously established the Ala- 
bama surface mining reclamation commission under the name of the Ala- 
bama surface mining commission for the purpose of transition in imple- 
menting and enforcing this article and carrying out the intent and policy 
stated in section 9-16-71 hereof. All members of the commission appointed 
under authority of section 9-16-33, shall continue their terms as created 
under that section until all reappointments and filling of vacancies have 
been filled in the manner as herein set out. At the expiration of any term, 
that member shall continue in office until an appointment occurs as herein 
set out. After ffectiv of nding this section, no mem 


shall serve more than two full consecutive terms of office. 
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“(b) The commission shall be composed of seven members, who 
are fair and reasonable citizens of the state, appointed by the govemor, with 
the advice and consent of the senate. The govemor shall initially appoint 
two members of the commission for a term of five years, two members for 
four years, two members for three years, and one member for two years. 
All members appointed subsequently shall be appointed for terms of five 
years. 


“(1) One commission member shall be appointed from one of the 
three counties in Alabama which produce the greatest number of tons of 
surface mined coal, as indicated by the records of the state of Alabama in 
the complete fiscal year immediately preceding that appointment; and two 
commission members shall be appointed from any of the coal-producing 
counties in Alabama, as indicated by the records of the state of Alabama in 
the complete fiscal year immediately preceding that appointment. One com- 
mission member shall be appointed state at large. 


“(2) One of the appointees to the commission shall be a profes- 
sional forester duly registered pursuant to the laws of the state of Alabama 
with not less than 10 years’ experience in professional forestry. One of the 
appointees to the commission shall be a professional civil or mining engi- 
neer duly registered pursuant to the laws of the state of Alabama with not 
less than 10 years’ experience in professional engineering in surface mining 
or technologically related fields. One appointee to the commission shall be 
an attomey duly licensed to practice law in the state of Alabama having not 
less than 10 years’ experience in the active practice of law, the majority of 
whose years in practice shall have been in one of the three counties in Ala- 
bama which produced the greatest number of tons of surface mined coal as 
indicated by the records of the state of Alabama in the complete fiscal year 
immediately preceding that appointment. 


“(c) Within 10 days of nomination by the governor, each nominee 
shall file with the secretary of the senate a verified statement setting forth 
the following information: The names of all coal companies from whom 
such nominee has received any income of any sort during the 10 years im- 
mediately preceding such nomination; the name or names of all coal com- 
panies in which the nominee is or in the 10 years immediately preceding 
such nomination has been an officer, director, stockholder or partner; and 
all the names of all organizations, clubs and associations of which the nomi- 
nee is or in the 10 years immediately preceding such nomination has been a 
member. No commission member may have a direct or indirect financial 
interest in underground or surface coal mining operations, and may not 
participate in any proceeding conducted pursuant to section 9-16-79 in which 
the commission member is an employee, officer, director, shareholder or 
partner or where any organization, club or association of which the com- 
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mission member is a member, officer, agent, director or employee instigated 
the proceeding, is a defendant, or has any other direct interest in the out- 
come of the proceeding, other than as a member of commission. 


“(d) The commission shall annually elect from among its members 
a chairman, a vice-chairman and such other officers as necessary to fulfill 
its duties. In the event of a vacancy among the commissioners, the gover- 
nor shall, within 90 days of being notified of such vacancy, make an ap- 
pointment to such vacancy, which appointment shall be subject to the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate at the next regular or special session of the 
legislature; in the event such appointee is confirmed, his term shall be for 
the balance of the vacancy so filled. 


“(e) The commission shall appoint a director of the Alabama sur- 
face mining commission, who must have a working knowledge of the fed- 
eral and state surface mining statutes, rules and regulations, and shall fix 
his compensation. The commission may appoint a deputy director as an 
unclassified position and the compensation of such deputy director shall be 
fixed by the commission subject to provisions of the state merit system. 
The director shall be the chief operating officer of the commission and shall 
be charged with exercising such powers, duties and functions as may be 
conferred upon him by the commission or this article, except the director 
shall not have the power to promulgate, modify, suspend or repeal any stan- 
dards, rules or regulations provided for or authorized under this article. 
The director is authorized, subject to the approval of the commission, to 
create such divisions of his office as may be necessary to carry out its 
functions and may employ professional, technical, legal or clerical person- 
nel as may be necessary to carry out the duties and functions of the commis- 
sion. He may also, with the approval of the commission, contract with 
private persons, firms or corporations to provide professional or technical 
assistance or consultant services to assist his office in carrying out the pur- 
poses of this article. 


“(f) The members of said commission shall receive as compensa- 
tion $75.00 per day for each day of official business as approved and vali- 
dated by the chairman. The chairman shall receive $100.00 per day for 
each full day he is occupied with business of the commission. The chair- 
man is hereby authorized to approve and certify expenses of every member 
of the commission for reimbursement pursuant to article 2, chapter 7 of 
Title 36. 


“(g) Five members of the commission shall constitute a quorum 
and recusal of a member shall not affect the quorum. The commission shall 
keep a complete and accurate record of all its meetings, a copy of which 
shall be kept on file in the office of the commission and open to public 
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inspection. The commission shall meet at least once every 30 days, or at 
such more frequent occasions as the governor, the chairman or director 
determine a session is necessary to fulfill its duties and obligations. 


“ch) The commission shall establish and maintain its principal of- 
fice in Jasper, Alabama, and establish and maintain such field offices in 
other coal producing counties as it may consider necessary for the proper 
discharge of its duties. 


“(i) Funds which are or may become available from any source, 
appropriations, or otherwise, to accomplish the purposes of this article shall 
be disbursed by the commission or by the director in accordance with rules 
prescribed by the commission. 


““(j) The governor may remove any member of the commission from 
office for neglect of duty, malfeasance or misfeasance, after unanimous 
consent and agreement by the lieutenant governor, speaker of the house of 
representatives and attorney general of Alabama, by delivering to the mem- 
ber the charges against him in writing with at least 10 days’ written notice 
of the time and place at which the governor will publicly hear the member, 
who may appear either in person or by counsel, in defense of the charges 
against him. If the member is removed from office, the governor shall file 
with the secretary of state a complete statement of the charges made against 
the member and a complete report of the proceedings. The action of the 
govemor removing a member from office is final. 
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Section 4. The Legislature concurs in the recommendations of the 
Sunset Committee as provided in Sections 1, 2, and 3 of this act. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, that declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the 
named funds for the 1994-95 fiscal year to the state agencies indicated, as 
the amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and 
are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of 
the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures 
are listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown by 
the source of funds. It is intended that only the herein named funds be 
appropriated in the amounts specified to the named agencies; and that the 
following definitions shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all 
fund sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required 
to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting the 
need of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the 
acquisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have 
an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of 
interest and principal on bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be 
expended only for such purposes. 
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(e) “Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, contri- 
butions, or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United 
States, municipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the executive, legislative, and judicial agencies of the State, for 
other functions of government, for debt service, and for capital outlay for 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1995, to be paid out of any monies 
hereinafter specified, from such other funds and accounts as may be desig- 
nated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and the total amount to be 
expended for the items for which the appropriation is herein made shall not 
exceed the amount provided therefor, except as provided in the Budget Man- 
agement Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. 
Provided, however, that regardless of the ending date of any pay period 
which has been or may be established by the Legislature for the payment of 
salaries of state employees, the entire payment due shall be made from the 
fiscal year’s appropriation in which the pay date falls.

SECTION 3. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, 
amounts herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts 
heretofore provided or appropriated by law for such purposes.

That any surplus remaining in any appropriation 
herein made from the State General Fund to any office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency may be transferred, on order of the Governor, 
to any other appropriation herein made from the State General Fund when 
such appropriation to any office, department, bureau, board, commission 
or agency is insufficient to pay salaries in that office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency. 


SECTION 5. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency,

All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 6. All interest earned from funds paid into Account 
No. 396 (formerly Account No. 305735) by Act 87-761, Act 88-947, Act 
89-79, Act 90-556 and Act 91-572 are hereby appropriated to the Governor’s 
Contingency Fund to be spent at the discretion of the Governor. Any other 
interest earned by the state from Revenue Sharing Investments under the 
State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972, as amended, Public Law 
92-512, 92nd Congress, together with any accruals or reversions thereon 
are hereby appropriated to the State General Fund. 


SECTION 7. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year 
appropriation, other than the exclusions authorized in Section 41-4-93, Code 
of Alabama 1975, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal year 
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immediately following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made 
and shall revert to the credit of the State General Fund or earmarked fund 
from which the appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 8. The appropriations made herein to the departments, 
boards, offices, commissions and agencies include the amounts necessary 
and said departments, boards, offices, commissions and agencies are hereby 
directed to make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in 
said amounts enumerated in this Act. All agencies enumerated in this Act 
and receiving services from other governmental agencies enumerated in this 
Act shall make full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the De- 
partment of Finance) for such services. 


SECTION 9. (a) Funds appropriated from the State General Fund 
or earmarked state funds in this act to any state department, division, board, 
bureau, commission, agency, institution, or office (with the exception of 
local boards of education, the Department of Transportation, postsecond- 
ary institutions of education and the legislative branch of government) shall 
not be expended for the purchase or lease of automotive vehicles. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing, the Department of Public Safety may purchase au- 
tomotive vehicles to be used for direct law enforcement purposes only. The 
Department of Public Safety may not transfer automotive vehicles from 
law enforcement personnel nor vehicles designated for law enforcement 
purposes to other personnel in that department nor shall vehicles be trans- 
ferred to be used for any other purpose in that department nor transferred to 
any other state agency. A state agency may request to purchase or lease 
automotive vehicles for emergency purposes. The request shall be made in 
writing to the Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Fi- 
nance and Taxation. The request shall explain the nature of the automotive 
purchase or lease and the emergency need for the vehicle. The request shall 
be approved unanimously by the Director of Finance, the Chairman of the 
House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance and Taxation prior to the purchase or lease of any 
automotive vehicle. 


(b) No funds appropriated in this Act shall be expended for the 
purpose of purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles that con- 
sist of stereo equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, premium wheel 
covers, deluxe exterior trim, or sun roofs. 


SECTION 10. Any amendments added to this bill on the Senate 
floor that adds appropriations shall identify the source of those funds nec- 
essary to fund the additional appropriations. 
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SECTION 11. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provi- 
sion or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein 
made be held unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other sec- 
tion, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any 
other appropriation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made not in 
and of itself unconstitutional or invalid. 


SECTION 12. All laws and parts of laws, general, special, pri- 
vate or local in conflict with or inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
be and the same are hereby expressly repealed.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. The Legislature hereby finds and declares: 


(1) The Alabama Consumer Credit Act, Title 5, Chapter 19, Code 
of Alabama 1975 (commonly referred to as the “Mini-Code”’), was enacted 
by the Legislature by Acts 1971, No. 2052, page 3290. All, or a portion, of 
the provisions of the Mini-Code apply to substantially all consumer credit 
transactions in Alabama involving many millions of dollars. 


(2) It is important that consumer debtors in Alabama receive ad- 
equate disclosure of terms of consumer credit transactions. Also, public 
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interest requires certainty in laws relating to consumer credit transactions, 
particularly those relating to disclosures and other requirements for en- 
forceability of consumer credit transactions. 


(3) The Mini-Code defines the term “finance charge” and estab- 
lishes limitations on finance charges for certain consumer credit transac- 
tions. The Mini-Code contains no provision requiring any disclosure relat- 
ing to finance charges. 


(4) Pursuant to the provisions of Section 5-19-21 of the Mini- 
Code, the Administrator of the Mini-Code (the Superintendent of Banks of 
the State Banking Department) has the authority to establish rules and regu- 
lations pertaining to the Mini-Code. 


(5) Federal laws, regulations, and interpretations, including the 
federal Truth-in-Lending Act and other federal consumer credit disclosure 
laws, establish a comprehensive system for disclosure of credit terms to 
consumers. The Administrator of the Mini-Code has determined that the 
disclosures presently required by federal law are adequate. To avoid confu- 
sion to consumers and conflicts with federal law and to provide certainty 
with respect to required disclosures, it is essential that any disclosures re- 
quired by the Mini-Code in addition to those required by federal law be 
carefully considered, specifically stated, and prospective in application. 


(6) Because of pending litigation, see, Smith v, First Family Fi- 
nancial Services, Inc,, 626 So.2d 1266 (Ala. 1993), regarding disclosures, 
if any, of real estate mortgage broker fees and points which may be required 
pursuant to Section 5-19-4(g) in connection with a consumer loan or a con- 
sumer credit sale subject to Section 5-19-4(g), uncertainty exists as to whether 
the Mini-Code requires a separate disclosure of finance charges such as 
“yield spread premiums” or similar charges in connection with consumer 
loans, consumer credit sales or other consumer credit transactions which 
are not subject to Section 5-19-4(g). This uncertainty has caused Alabama 
lenders to be unable to determine what disclosures are required by the Mini- 
Code in a consumer Credit transaction and has adversely affected the ability 
of holders of consumer credit transactions originated in Alabama to securitize 
or transfer many millions of dollars of existing consumer credit transac- 
tions. This uncertainty could result in a significant reduction in the amount 
of consumer credit available to Alabama residents and thereby have a det- 
rimental effect upon Alabama residents and businesses. An objective of 
this act is to remove this uncertainty so as to permit these consumer credit 
transactions to be securitized or transferred. 


(7) It is the intent of the Legislature and the policy and purpose of 
this act to implement the above objectives by, except as relates to Section 5- 
19-4(g), confirming and clarifying the disclosure requirements, and the ab- 
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sence thereof, under the Mini-Code, and, further to make this act applicable 
to consumer credit transactions entered into on, before, and after the effec- 
tive date of this act.

to provide for severability of the provisions of this act; to provide that Sec- 
tion 6-5-102 and Sections 8-19-1 through 8-19-15 are not repealed by this 
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act; and to provide for an effective date.
